Peraduenture fume wa obiect € ſay. that tf we were without their woꝛkes 
there are other of later wzitters which ſhould ſuffice. To the Which J will 
aunſwere, that they haue witten nothing, but that their ground was firſt 
laide by them, and further, ag D9. lohn Canape D. ol Phiſicke faith, J will 
giue them this gift, except they firft reade Hippocrates and Galen, they ſhal 
neuer vnderſtande what they reade, noz make any perfect woꝛke. There⸗ 
foze not without good cauie Guido calleth Galen the lanterne oflight. Ind 
now in theſe our daies, we fee how other Mations doe followe their exam⸗ 
ples. Foꝛ what kinde of ſcience oꝛ knowledge euer was inuented byman, 
which is not nowe in the Italian oz French ĩ And what moze pꝛerogatiue 
aue they then we Enguſh men( of the which many learned men haue made 
ufficient pꝛoofe within theſe few peereg, fully to furniſh and fatiffie our na⸗ 
tion with manp goodiy woꝛkes.) Foz our Engliſh is as meet and neceſlary 
koꝛ vs, as is the & reke oʒ the Grecians, Ind among all the Works which 
haue beene tranſt ated into our natiue tongue, doe thinke concerning the 
matter, thece was neuer the like tothis as pet. Foꝛ herein pou ſhal learne the

But this J will ſap, that 
thoꝛow the fire there is ſome hote qualitie in the medicine, but that qualitie 
is eaſie to be coꝛrected, as in the adminiſtring of them are piatnelp taught. 
Peradꝛuenture ſome in the fight of the furnaces, and other vellels will bee 
lothe to meddle with fo buſte matters, as the preparing ofthe mettals, and 
drawing of Quinteſſences. oꝛ the which looke what excellent medicine 
any ſtandeth in neede ot, there be in this City which are moſt excellent in the 
preparing oꝛ dꝛawing of any of them, to whom it you reſoꝛt, they will faith⸗ 
kully deale, and do continuallp pꝛactiſe thefame. Pꝛaying God to further 
the ſtudie of al thole which faithful and truly meane in the exereiſe of this 
lo noble an Arte: And as foz thoſe lind fauits, which will do no⸗ 
thing themſelues, I wep them not, foꝛ J had rather bee 
ſeruiceable to my Countrep, than to pleafe forme 
particular perfons, as the Loʒde 
doth knowe.

And they not onely were firk ine 
nentoꝛs( although the woꝛthy man Mathiolus be of a contrarie opt 
nion, that none of the ancient Phiſitions left any monument of 
this Arte but by their ſearch, diltgente, and long continuance of 
time, ende uoꝛed to encreaſe the fame with manie worthy ſecrets, 
and other matters right profitable: and thofe to none other intent 
und end, ſhan foꝛ the onlie health and benefit of man. But Diſtil- 
lation, as wꝛiteth Joannes Langius in his Epiſſ les, is the ſepara⸗ 
ting and running forth of a ſubtill moiſture. F irſt, by the force of 
heat ints a vapour, vhich hanging in the head, and thic kneth after 
by the cold aire, is ſo cauſed to fall downe to the Chanell oz Gutter 
of the head, and from thence guided to run vnto the noſe, deth on 
ſuch wiſe diſtill by dꝛoppes, into a narrowe mouthed Receluer 
ſtanding vnder. An other Chpmiff doth repoꝛt, the Arte of Di- 
filling to be none other, than onlie a ſeparating of Elements, as 
the Aire from Mater, the water from fire, the fire from earth, 
and the pure from the impure, and to ug ig thoſe matters vs 
B periite 


The firſt Boe 
perlite to à perſiteneſſe, thꝛough helpe or this Arte. fhe lear⸗ 
ned Cardanus deſineth Diſtillatton to bee a chaunging of bodpes 
into a thinner lubſtance, the qualitie pet remaining. and the 
commodit ies of Diſtill ation to be fo great ¢ manp, that ſcarcelp 
any thing can be founde comparable to it, in that it ſeparatech the 
vnlike parts, and deliuereth the woꝛthier from coꝛruption: and 
thoſe matters which are vnperlite, this by attenuating maketh 
perfite: alſo thoſe vhich are deuided, doth this ioyne into one 
ſubſtance, both in qualities and properties, although the bodies be 
mixed. Beſides, this Arte bath inuented manie profitable ¢ excel⸗ 
leit things fox mans like: yea, the ſame in ſchiſicke bath founde 
out rare ¢ maruellous ſecrets, and of thoſe greatlp to be efteemed, 
ik anie prepare them oꝛderlp, and accoꝛding to Arte. This manner 
of doing, doe ſome Chimiffes terme by another name, to fubs 
lime’, hich ſigniſtech no other matter, than to ſeparate the 
partes moze light and thinne, from thoſe beanier and thicker, 
and the wooꝛking of this requtreth ſo to doe, that the bodies 02 
matters tchoſe ſubſtaunce is impure and groſſe, bee cauſed more 
pure, faire, and cleare, oz the earchlie partes euillie vnited and 
conioined, 02 other wiſe ouermuch conkuſed, and ſhedde thꝛoug 
dall che ſubſtance of che Bodies, be dꝛawen, gathered, and better 

fired togither, in ſuch maner, that thofe ſeparated by heate, each 
map abide a part at the bottom of che Uimbechke. 3 

An other chimiſte (as it ſhoulde ſæme of more experience) 

doch define this maner of woꝛking to ſublime, on this wife, that 
the lame / being a ſeconde degree ver ie pꝛincipall vnto the chaun⸗ 
ging of manie naturall matters) ſerueth to ſeparate the chinne 
and pure partes, from the groffe and heauie ſubſtaunces, as Dil 
tillation doth: fo chat thꝛovgh this doing, is the apteſt lubll ance 
of che groler Bodies extenuated and fined, that is, the thins 
neff lightet, and pureſt part, from the ſuperſictall matter, bees 
ing next to the groſſer ſubſtance of the bodie, rapfed and dꝛawne 
bp to the heade by force of the heate: next to ichich, are thoſe 
partes, that in pureneſſe nigheſt agrer to the firſt ſubſtannce: ſo 
that the thirde and laff mat ter beeing both heauieſt and groſleſt, 
and containing the earchlie partes in it, requireth then a mg (tts 
er force ard ſtronger heate of fire, through bhich, the fame ſo ſe⸗ 


perate 
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peratech and ſendeth forth uholie all the liquide matter 02 ſub⸗ 
Lance pet remaining, which thꝛoughlie dꝛawne koꝛth, there doth 
after remaine none other, than a ſubſtance uholte dꝛie ( much 
like to aſhes ) in the bottome of the Cucurbite oꝛ Glaſſe bodie: In⸗ 
ſomuch chat out of euery motte ſubſtance, oꝛ bodie by diſtillati⸗ 
von, chere is a certaine crude oꝛ rawe wateriſhneſſe, oz rather 
Flegmaticke matter, at the firſt ſent forth, nert to uhich, by di⸗ 
ligence, is a ſubſtance dꝛawen forth, rather better digeſted, and 
purer: and laſt, a matter of Oplineſle, dꝛawne forth by the Fron. 
ger heate of fre. By ſchich may euidentlie appeare, that not on 
lie out of malie partes, but euen out of bones, by Sublimation, 
map alike matter be had and gotten: although certatne mopite 
partes there are ſo light, and thinne of ſubſtaunce, that theſe in 
a manner ſende vy ( by the heate of fire) their hole moiſlure and 
krength at the firit dꝛawing: Such moiſt ſubſtances and licours 
are gotten without ayde of the Sunnes heate, che fire, oꝛ ante pu⸗ 
trifping, as thꝛough the dꝛopping cauſed bp Liſte, oꝛ pece of 
Mullen cloath, cut and faſhioned into the forme of a Tongue, 
ſchich manner of doing (the Chimiſtes name Filtring) oz others 
‘Wile by a Spunge, Strainer, Ipocras bagge, fine Searſe, rawe 
earthen Potte o2 Panne, through abich ante molſt ſubſtaunte 
may either diſtill oꝛ dꝛoppe, as the like is thought and bath beene 
tried by an Juie befell made of the wd fo> the onelie purpofe, 
through tic, wine ſoketh oz dilkillech like to lweating dꝛoppes, 
leauing behinde onelie the water that tofoꝛe was mixt with the 
wine, pet ſuch a dꝛawing of mopſtures oꝛ licours, ought not 
pꝛoperlte to be named a diſtillation, but rather che fame mate 
righflte be termed a Diſtilling, chen a Cucurbite oz Glaſſe Bo⸗ 
die filled with Flowers, and fet into Sande doth by the mightte 
heate of the Sunne, prelde forth a licour o2 water, by little and 
little into a receiuer, faſtened oꝛ luted( after Arte) to the noſe of 
the Lymbecke, which as Mathiolustwatteth, ſauourech neare to 
the ſmell of the Flowers, through the gentle and eaſie dꝛawing 
of that heate: But if pou minde to diſt ill a moyſte ſubſtance oꝛa⸗ 
nie other ching in an Earchen, Tinne, Glaſle, 02 Copper Bodie 
finned within, (et into a Furnace, then prepare before fine fifted 

fande oꝛ aches, fo, poe Bodie to fan in halle couered ( in a 5 
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ner:) D2 thus, let pour Bodie bee let inte che Sande, that thre 
partes appeere fro and aboue the Sande, and the heade fo haue 
along necked Keceiner, aptly luted oꝛ faſtened to the noſe, that

the fame retching a god diffance from the heate of the fire, maie 
thereby peelde and ſende forth the moe plentie of moyſture, 
dꝛawne by force of heate of the fire, bchich rayſed of the fame into 
a vapour extenuated, and this againe thickened thꝛough the colt. 
nelle of Aire compalling the heade, is on ſuch wiſe conuer ted ine 
to a lytour, ſchich from thence by dꝛoppes falling into the Chane 
nell oꝛ Gutter of the heade, Doth io diſtill and runne foꝛth by the 
Pole into a long necked Kecepuer Landing vnder, and this wee 
pꝛoperlis namc a Diſtillation: D2 thas, Diſtillation (as write 
the fozmer Fumanellus in his Boke of the Compoſition of Ment 
cines) is the dꝛawing oz running forth of a thinner and purer 
humour bp little and little, oꝛ dꝛoppe by dꝛoppe, by force of the 
heate, out of the tutce oꝛ thicke ſubſtance contained in the Cucur⸗ 
bite oꝛ other veſlell, for the onelie purpoſe: though lohich, as 
by a certaine Boyling, is a ſeparation and aſcention, cauſed of 
manie matters mixed togither, and the dꝛawing foꝛth ſometimes 
of certaine ſecrete matters and hidde pꝛoperties, into one ſpeci⸗ 
all fubfance gathered and thickened into a water 02 other thinne 


licour, 
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licour, pꝛoperlie in the heade, which, after oiftilling downe into 
the Keceiuer, ſerueth for the commoditie and ble of ſundzie 
griekes andfickenefles , Pot vnlike wꝛiteth Iohannes Meſue, 
where hee affirmets that manie matters of ſundꝛie kindes con⸗ 
teyned, and as chey were congealed into one bodie, in the Cu- 
cur bite oꝛ Olafie bodie, are by force of the heate ſeparated, in 
woꝛking, according to the induſtrie of the himiſtes, and Diſtil⸗ 
lers of Quintellence. And for troth {ach Aſcentions, Dittillati⸗ 
ons, oꝛ Sublimations of Bodies, are not holte a water, noz tho- 
rowlie an oplie oꝛ vnquous licour, but a certaine ſubſtance ſutti- 
ctentlie differing from the fame matter, which tofore pou had 
put and mixed togither. to be diſtilled. In this place it is not to bee 
foꝛgotten, noꝛ ouerpaſſed, chat this woꝛde to Sublime, mate bee 
bled in another figntfication with che Chpmiftes : as then they 
mention of Mercurie ſublimed, 1c. The fignification of abich, 
ſhall after at large be taught. And although that in euerie diſtilla⸗ 
tion,manp and diuers conſiderations are neceſſarie to be learned, 
pet ought cheſe two things to bee ſpeciallie regarded at all times 
of euerie woꝛkman which foreleene at the beginning of the work, 
that the induſtrious Artificer bee diligent to compalle and bꝛing 
to an ende che fame) the one is the matter ſchich hee mindeth to 
deale withall, as to finde and trie out of what condition the fame 
is, and ſchether of his owne nature it is proper to indure, 02 doe: 
The other is to (uch end, that the woꝛke lchich is pretended, manie 
come to a god and happie ſucceſle: and then is required to chafe 
and make readie, ſœmely and apt veſſels. It the Diſtiller will 
carefullie conſider and haue regarde vnto theſe two poynts (as 
meefe and right it is) then nerdeth hee not to doubt, but that hee 
ſhall bꝛing his woꝛke vnto the fame perfection and deſtred ende, 
ſhich hee bopeth after: Foꝛ as in the vniuerſall 02 generall na⸗ 
ture of things in this woꝛlde, all Wodies are not made and foz⸗ 
med indifferentlie of euerie ſoꝛt and condition of matter, noꝛ che 
Craftefman can indifferently cut out t carue the pmage of Per⸗ 
curp,of euery wd ( as by many and ſingular reafons the learned 
Miſitions do perſwade and pꝛwue to vs) but all things are made 
and formed of a certaine matter, apt and pꝛopoꝛtioned to receiue 
& foꝛme appointed, by the means t ald : manie cauſes: euen fo 
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this Chymicall Arte, it behwuelh him which will dꝛawe out of 

anie matter, Ople oꝛ water, oꝛ ante other like thing, that hee as 

fore knowe the matter, il the ſame bee ſuch, as he mate hope to 

dꝛawe forth of it, a Mater, oꝛ Ople, oꝛ ante other like ching: af- 

ter to ſearch and choſe thofe Inſtrumentes 02 vellelles foz the 

woꝛke, which lermeth apteſt for the turne, and accoꝛding to his 
deſire : Chat if a man woulde Diſtill anie matter, thich is deſti⸗ 

tute oꝛ lacking, the fame moiſture oꝛ licour chat hee ſearcheth and 

hopeth after: ubat is it anie other thing (J pꝛap pon) than to der 

fire woll from an Alles backe, oꝛ to wꝛing water out of a Pum⸗ 

miſe fone (which two, are well knowne) to bee matters impol⸗ 

ſible to be attained. Wiberefnre fering that all mirt Bodies; be 

conſtituted and formed of the foure Elements: and chat among 

thoſe, che one partakech moze of the Apꝛe, the other moze ef the 

water, ſome moꝛe of the fire: others moꝛe of the earth , according 

to the necefiitic of each compounde pꝛedominant and gouerning: 

fox ſchſch cauſe it behwuech to regarde, and diligentlie to conſider 

in each Bodie, chat Element ſurmounteth the other. heſe 
well con ſidered, it (all bee an eaſte matter by force of the fire, to 

ſeparate and dꝛawe a water out of thoſe ſubſtances, bhich are ol 
nature waterie: as alſo with like eaſineſſe it is pollible to dꝛawe 
an Oyle, by che Arte of Diſtillation, out of others that bee of qua- 
litie Aertall oꝛ fierie: Foꝛ the heate of the fire is ſuch, that it ga ⸗· 
the rech together thoſe things vhich are of like kinde and nature, 
and ſeparateth ſuch as be diſagræeing. Mere be alſo many Bodies 
oꝛ ſubſtances that be earthlie and dꝛie, out of lchich to dꝛawe a wa⸗ 
ter oꝛ oyle, is not onelie harde to be done, but is altogither im⸗ 
poſſible: pet are there ſome Bodies oꝛ ſubſfances, out of tabich, 
a water doch eaſilie diſtill, as all ſuch matters which ſhall be 
mopſte and waterie : others there are, out of which, an Ople 
mate be dꝛawne, but no water at all, as all choſe ſubſtaunces 03 
Bodies, which be verie tough and hard thꝛough dꝛinelſe. 


Dowe often the bertues of certaine ſubſtantiall partes are loſt, oz 
changed in the Diſtillations, and why that Diſtillatin 
came butof later time into bie: this boꝛrowed ol 
the learned Ioannes Langius.

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The ſecond Chapter. 

O Perſon nerdeth to doubt, chat all Bodies 
which growe and take increaſement in the 
: earch, ate compounded of diuerſe, and in a 
a « maner, infinit (mall parts( uhich the Grekes 
E opere name Atomes) of the Elements, and 
dhat in thole reſt oiffering and contrarie ver- 

— tiues: neuertheleſſe, vnder one manner of 
forme of all the Bodies compounded; as the 

like appearech, and is confirmed in that rote of Rubarbe, fo 
much regarded and eſteemed in all places, which doth both lofe 
the Bellie, and binde the fame, pet this deliuereth and openeth 
the obſtrudions and ſtoppings of the Liner. he fame alſo ts 
knowne to be in the tuyce of Noles, which purgeth the Bellte of 
Choler, where contrarpwiſe, che diſtilled water, and the dꝛie 
powder of the leaues, doe binde and harden the Bellie: the like 
to this is found in the bitterneſle of the nailes, oꝛ ſchite endes of 
che leaues, which bopled and applyed vp in Oliffer forme. (after 
the minde of the learned Mathiolus) doth mightilie fate the Bure 
of the Bell ie, and by giuing it to dꝛinke, this healeth the perillous 
vlcers of the Lungs: The pellowe ſædes within the Kole, and 
fhe heares hanging to them, bopled in Mine, and dꝛunke, doth 
ffaic (as he affirmeth) the fillings downe to the Gummes, and 
marueploullie belpeth the running of the Whites in women. He 
alſo repoꝛteth that the whole heades of the Kole ſodden in Wine, 
and dꝛunke, helpeth the fluxe of the Bellie, and ſfaieth the ſpit · 
ting oꝛ caſting vp of bloud : the ſeedes within the peares of the 
Koſe, are knowne (of experience) to bee aſtringent, for which 
cauſe the pellowe, and all the bole Peares ſodden in Nine, doch 
greatlie profite the fluxe of the Bellie, and ſuch abundance of the 
GAbptes in women, pea, maruen loullie ſtapeth the tedious Go- 
norrhea, theſe hitherto Mathiolus. And is it not enidentlie fene 
and knoſone, that the out warde part of the ettle pꝛocureth it⸗ 
ching and burning, in that part of the bodie, as the fame tou⸗ 
chech: where contrariloiſe, the inyce dꝛawne outok the inner 
ſubſtance, applied on the arteries ol the armes, doth refreſh 5 
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cole the burning of the Feuer, oꝛ feuerous burning of the heart: 
Beſides, dꝛied and brought into powder, and giuen to a married 
man tocate, cauſeth him after to loue dearelie his wife and chil. 
dꝛen: and the fame bled, fortifieth the venereall ad, and purgeth 
the Matrix in women, by the dailie eat ing in meate: pea, wa; 
ſhing the Wodie with the decoction of it, mitigateth all paines 
cauſed of colde, and healeth ſcabbes, And doe we not daplie vn⸗ 
derſtand and fe, that out of one pꝛoper Mine of the veine vnder 
the grounde purchaſed, there are molten and ſeparated in the 
Furnace, diuerſe kindes of Mettals, chat is, of Leade, of Siluer, 
Copper, and Gold, of hich alwaies the greater part is conuerted 
into Fumes, Mhen therefore after the Diſtillation, the groſ⸗ 
fer ond ercrementuous partes abide in the bottome of the Lym 
becke, then doe the Aereall vaniſh into ſpirits, and the mopſture 
thickened through the coling of the couer oꝛ heade of the Lym⸗ 
becke, fall from the Gutter of che heade, and runne downe dꝛop 
by dꝛoppe into a Kecepuer ſtanding vnder. It is not to bee mare 
uelled at, if diſtilled waters doe not peelde their pꝛoper ſauour, 
taſte, and all other vertues, oz but little chat thep ought, of thofe 
matters, out of thich they are diſtilled. Foꝛ wich cauſe the lear⸗ 
ned Phiſition Meſue repoꝛteth, chat the water dꝛawne by diſtilla⸗ 
tion out of Noſes, doch greatlie comfort and ſtrengthen: pet doch 
the fame not a like loſe and purge the bodie, as the tupce gotten 
out of the freth Noſes, oz the tnfufion of them done after arte, 
by reafon that their ſubtill heate vaniſheth with the fire . To 
thefe adde, that the hidde oꝛ fecrete pꝛopertie which procedeth 
of the formie( that the Phiſitions terme particular)as in the Lode 
ffone, Colocpnchis, Scamonie, and others like, equallie ſhedde 
throughout che whole ſubſtaunce of his ſubieg, inſomuch that 
when the forces and vertues bee loft of the other partes of che 
fubted, it cannot then retaine bis proper ſtrengch, but that his 
adion and woꝛking periſheth: as by a like the water diſtiled by 
à Lymbecke of the Colocynthis, oꝛ Nubarbe, cannot then lofe o2 
purge the bellie: where the licour at all times, oꝛ either of the m 
infufed for cer taine houres, and miniſtred, will cafilie perfoꝛme 
the like woꝛking. By the fame maner, all herbes of a hote and 
dete qualitie, do pœælde o2 giue forth in their Diſtillat ion, the beit 

waters 
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waters of pꝛopertie, kœping neuertheleffe their naturall heate 


and dꝛineſle: but the herbes colde and moyſte, doe not reteine 
fo well their coldeneſle and moyſture, by reafon they attaine o2 
purchaſe a certaine ſtraunge heate of the fire of che Limbecke, 
which abateth and taketh awate from che waters their pꝛoper 
nature and vertue: ſo that che fame water, which ts diſtilled, 
doth not ante thing retaine, oꝛ but little, of the nature and vertue 
of that fimple , out of nich it is diſtilled. Mhereof it commech 
to paſle, that although the waters of Endiue, Lettuce, oꝛ Night; 
ſhade, are atcuſtomed oꝛ wont to cole : pet doe theſe alwapes 
perfourme the fame but a little: where other wiſe if cheſe kept 
the pꝛoper qualities of the Herbes, krom which thep are dittil 
led, would then greatly cole to the ende that the erbes , the 
fame which are of temperature colde, maie Keepe their proper 


qualities, they ought rather to bee bopled with a loft fire, and their 


Decodions miniſtred, when ne&de requireth. Ik at ante time, 
the diffiiled waters are moze agreable and pleafanter in taſte, 


than the decoctions of the Herbes: it beboueth to vnderſkande, 


at thete lofe leffer of their moyſture and coldneſle (in that thep 
nerde but a temprate fire) if they be diſtilled in the Furnace, nas 
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dat commonlie is made long, whereby the fame mate containe 

mante vellels, and hath ſundzie doꝛes, chat the water mate heate 
togither alike: built alſo of ſmall height, to the ende the water 
maie be made hote with a {mall fire; than tf they were diſtilled in 
à dꝛie Furnace, as in Sande, oꝛ Aſhes, of which hereafter Hall 
fur ther be vttered, whereas we minde to intre ate of the coirec- 
tion ol Her bes. By the fame diſcourſe each man mate ealllie con 
ceſue and fudge, that all formes cannot wholie reſiſt and do che ir 
woꝛkings a long time in mixt bodies, if che qualities abide not 
perſite and hole. Foz which cauſe, it is no mavnaile , ff the was 
ters of Plants and Juices, eſpeciallie thoſe which are diſtilled, 
by a dꝛie beate sf fire: doe dilagree, and ſeuer from the vertues 
of their Simples: which for troth moze troubled , and moucd 
rather the ſkilful to bee abaſhed, than the ignozant pbifitions, 
and cauſed that a long time after it was, 02 they anie thing (to 
purpoſe) attempted to put in bie Witkilled waters; pet others, 
fo2 to recompence the default, which they knewe to bee in them, 
ſought out and pꝛactiſed manic wapyes, howe and by &bat meanes 
theſe might brit retaine and kerpe their vertues after the Di⸗ 
killing. But among the Arabians, the noble Meſue firſt made 
mention of Sublimation o: Dictillation of h waters of Toom- 
wod and Roles. Foꝛ, ſaith he, water of Moꝛmewod is diſtilled 
after the maner as is out of Noſes, and ſuch like, nhich are done 
in veſſels of Sublimation. But in pꝛocelle of time, uhen Rhafis, 
Serapio, and Auicen, had taken in hand the pꝛadiſe ‘of Alebimie 5 
then began theſe waters to be bien in Philicke. 


Of the kinds and differences ol Diſtill ations. 
‘Thethird Chapter, 


isa D2afmudh as we haue fuffictentlie bttered in the 
‘ arte Chapter, that the bodies which toe defire to 
eparate by Diſtillat ion, are not of one nature 
and qualitie: pet it often commeth to paſſe, that 
ſome lightlie fuffer, and others reſiſt mightilie, 
| © though the action of the cauſes agent, and theſe 
va e great foice and violence: ſo chat not without 

gon 
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god occaſton, the firſt inuentoꝛs of the Arte of Diſtiling, and „and 
their fueceffors hich made a matter of the ſatd Arte, deulſed di⸗ 
uerſe kinds of diſtilling, according to the dinerfitie of things pꝛo · 
per to be diſtilled, by the me anes of nhich, they might the moꝛe e- 
filie come vnto the intended ſcope which they purpoſed. Againe, 
{ceing it is certain, chat for the diuerſitie of the kinds and faſhions 
of Diſtilling, there needeth diuerſe inſtruments pꝛoper and com: 
modious to each fashion of Diſtilling: God reafon it is (in mine 
opinion) that we intreate of the kinds of diftillations belqze r wee 
make mention of the Anſtruments. 

-Seing that euerte diſtillation ts done by the rewlutton and 
feparation of the fubffantiall partes, chꝛough the force of the 
ofivarde heate : The Chymicke Authours haue purpoſed two 
wayes, and the rule cer ta ine of the faide ſeparation. Foz chey 
vnderſtode and kne toe by reaſon and experience, that ſome bo⸗ 

dies 02 ſubſtaunces, wich greater paine doe prelde oꝛ fend forth a 
lycour: and others moze oafilie , and with leer trauaile. Foz 
which cauſe they inuented one maner verie eaſte, and another 
harder, and with greater paine, according to the neceflitie and 
comitton of the matter oꝛ ſubſtance to bee dꝛawne. The one of 
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Cypmiltes terme, per Deſcenſum the otber in the Aſcending, of 
the Latines named per Aſcenſum: fo that for each of the ſe, they 
gaue che fame apt names. By this reaſon wee fate in genes 
tall, that euerie Diſtillation to be done in the Delcending, oꝛ in 
the Alcending, fo that either of the le two wapes are to be applied 
inditferentlie to theſe things that a man would diftill : and accoꝛ⸗ 
ding as each perſon mate herein be perlwaded, after the capacitie 
ol his witte, oꝛ by experience. Bnt the oftner Diſtillation that 
is exerciſed in the Aſcending, is done of the ſædes of Hrarbeg, 
which ſpꝛead into bꝛedch, bearing flowers a ſerdes, as the Annife, 
the Dill, che Fennell, n ſuch others. In like maner of the fragrant 
and comfoꝛtable ſpices, che Ceares, Gumms. Kolins,and licoꝛs. 
Foꝛ choſe ſchich are done in the deſcending, oꝛ by dilſcention, are 
the oples dꝛawne out of the wads of Juniper tre, Aloe, Guai⸗ 
cum, Ache Lamaricke, Pedler tree, Pine tre, ec. although true 
it is, that ſundꝛie waters are diſtilled into the deſcending, oꝛ by 
deſcention, as hole of Roles, ſlowers, and tender herbes, 1c. 
Fur cher, although that the chimiſticke Authours doe teach and 
ſhelw dinerfe laſhions of diſtilling by Alcention, yet may all theſe 
wates and fathtons be brought into thꝛe oꝛders, according to the 
Difference of che cauſe agent oꝛ efficient, vchich is heate.

Yet ſundꝛie Chimiſtes are wont to prepare 
manie Oples by Sunning, chat is, by ſetting them in the hote 
funne, which perhappes maie moꝛe commodiouler be prepared 
and done by decoction, to the ende that the facultie and pꝛopertie 
of the fimples mate the better bee dꝛawen forth by a ſtronger 
beate. 

Secondlte, there be manie manners and wapes of dꝛawing 
fo th waters and oples of compounde things, by the vehemen⸗ 
cie and force of the heat of fire. oꝛ either the things to bee diſtil⸗ 
led, are put vp oꝛ cloſed ſimplie in a Cucurbite oꝛ Ketozt (which 
are inſtruments of Olafle for diſtil ing, beeing large at the bot⸗ 
tome) and fet ouer the heate of fire : 02 the fame ſubſtaunce cloſed 


vppe in a Cucurbite o2 Giaile bodu, fet into that ut nace na- 
med Balneum Mariæ, 02 elſe beſtowed in ſifted Aſhes, 02 fine 
ſmde, a deſtred Lycour is dꝛawen forth, by force of the dꝛie 
heate of fire put under. is maner of Diſtilling, as it is verie 
excellent, and euerie tere vſed: euen fo is the fame moſte at 
large fet ſoꝛth, as in the inſtrudions following, chall 1 — bre.

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Shievlie,the tame ot Diſtilling by attention, ts dong — Wi 
fiillatorie beflels, filled with the purpoſed medicines oꝛ ſubſtan⸗ 
ces deepe ſet, oꝛ ſtanding couered, in a heape oꝛ little hill of newe 
peeled Grapes with the Rirneles, oꝛ in the refule of Olines, af 
ter the Dyle pꝛelled koꝛth, oꝛ in Hoꝛſe, oꝛ other Cat tels doung. 
o by the rotten heate of ante of theſe kindes, being one and the 
ſelfe fame continuall forcertatne dapes, fhe Chymiſtes not one⸗ 
lie purge and leparate their Quinteſſences, by a ſmall labour 
and coſt, but infule in a Glaſſe bodie (with a narrowe necke and 
mouth, for a lang time) their fingular Medicines and Balmes, 
with Hille. Aqua vite, 02 other Licoure, with ſchich thep at 
firine to cure diuerſe deſperate diſeaſes and ſic kneſſes. Mey al⸗ 
fo affirme by the ſaide foꝛme of diſtilling, that certaine waters 
mate be attained for the reſto:ing of pouh, and pꝛolonging ok 
life, and à cannot tell vat maner of Defenfatines, and woꝛthie 
dzinkes (ſaith Joannes Langius in his Epiſtles) for erpelling of 
the Plague, and all maner of popſons, to Which as they gaue the 
name of Golde, oꝛ termed Golden: euen fo they wouldve thofe to 
be re warded with giftes of Golde. And tele thee manners of 
ditkilling, maie by god right be named Sublimations , becauſe

Another more eaſie wap to cutte Glaſle, haue J knotone experi⸗ 
enced with a bigge Mier wꝛeathed round at the one ende (like 
toa King) which heated glowing hote, and turned often rounde 
on the place marked, canfed the Glaſſe (through his heating) by 
& dꝛoppe oʒ two of colde water falling on it, to cracke about the 
lalde raced place. Some ble to bꝛeake aft the necks of Netoꝛts, 
with 
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with a double wared thꝛerde twiſled hard, and made in the forme 
of à Ring, which put harde onthe necke, thep heate the fame 
round about with the flame of a waxe Candle, and by pouring a 
dꝛop oꝛ two of water on fhe place, the Glaſle is cauſed to cracke.

2 Ein Diſtillation is efpeciallie perfournted and done by two 
ae 09 meanes: as the fir by beate and dꝛyneſſe, and 
C1 the 
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the other by beate and mopſture And of boch theſe, chere are 
three degrees conſtituted : the firſt is of gentle heate, oꝛ of quali- 
tie weake: the fecond moze ſtrong, pet with ſome mediocritie: 
the thirde heate is mightie and violent. Therefoꝛe it behwueth 
to gouerne the fire, and to moderate the fame, accoꝛding to the 
nature and qualitie that the (kilfull mate haue, of che thing oꝛ ſub⸗ 
ſtance which he would diſtill: Herein not neglecting how much 
and how little the ſecond and third qualities are to be moderated. 
Wherefore thoſe, which are of a tender and thinne ſubſtaunce, 
as the Lettuce, Endiue, Sorrell, Maidenhatre, Harts-tongue, 
and ſuch like Symples, doe not endure a heate but moderate, 
and which is of the firſt degree: choſe which are thicke and groffe, 
and of a fubftance moze firme and ſolide, as the Mo: mewode, 
Mugboct, Egrimonie, Sothernwode, che Aromaticke things, 
che Sppces, and others like, require a heate moze mightie. he 
Antimonte contrariwiſe, and all kindes of mettals, defire one 
maner ot fire. By the heate moderate, in the diſtillation of 
Mine, and all herbes, doe the watrie partes aſcende: but by 
the heate moze mightie and violent, doe the thinner partes 
onelie ſhewe, and the watrie tarie bebinde . Further conceiue, 
that the flame it ſelfe as well as the Coales, doe not a little dit 
fer, not by reaſon onelie of the fame being great er oꝛ leſſer, but by 
otcaſion of the woddes rottenneſſe, oz ill ſmelling, oꝛ otherwiſe 
found and well ſmelling, greene oꝛ dꝛie. To theſe, the qreatnefle 
oꝛ ſmalneſle of the Furnace: the forme and cloſing of it, hatha 
great force in chsunging oꝛ alter ing of the beate. e Coales al⸗ 
fo made of ſmothered and halſe burnt wod, perde a certaine ill 
ſauour and ſtraunge qualitie in che chings diſtilled: as the like 
in bopling, and otherwiſe preparing of matters with them ts 
percepued. Foꝛ lohlch cauſe the Coales ought to bee thoꝛow kin. 
dled, and balfe burnt, abereby the malignitie o2 ph ſauour of 
them, mate (in the doing) bꝛeath forth, before that ante matter 
be diffilled with them, to bee miniſtred efpectallte into the Bodie. 
were the fame outwar de applied , it foꝛceth not fo much. chere 
is as great a mat ter to be conſidered in the difference of Coales: 
fox that the Coales made of the wodde growing in the vallies 
are ſuppoſed to bee woꝛthier and farce better, than thole made of 
g the 
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fhe weddde on che Hilles:and the tumdde in the valleyes ts fhe thine 
ner, foz the which cauſe are the Coales the like, pet doth the fire 
—= and fone wake all chinne matters. Ad! in making the ‘ 
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beſt Coales, they ought not to bre done vnder the — (as 
the cuſtome of manie is) but made aboue the Carth,fo that they 
burne better, and are moze profitable, Alſo the Coales made of 
fhe Berche, Bir che, and Firre træ, are accounted beſt, fo their 
ſwerter and ſoner burning, although Coles of the Juniper tree, 
doe laſt farre longer, as of experience knowne: beſides, the Coa⸗ 
les made of the Oke and Ache tree, are not in caſes ot neceflitie 
to be refuſed, eſpeciall ie where the ſtoꝛe of the Boche, and other 
tres are not. Moꝛeouer, it behwuech the Diſtillatoꝛ to haue a 
fpectall regarde and care about the beſtowing of fire Onder his 
veſſels, that the ſame be not made of cleft wandde balfe rotten, oꝛ 
cull fmelling (as wee haue aboue declared) 102 of Coales (mas 
the red within a dope pit oz bole of the Earth, oꝛ euill burned , o: 
of Coales gotten out of Canes, thether thoſe bee of Stone, oꝛ of 
Carib, for feare that the veſlels of Diſtilling, and the licours bee 
not fainted and infected of their vapour, Mithieandfinking @ 
like reafon may be gathered, that if waters 02 Oyles bee diſtil⸗ 
led with ante of thoſe, they after purchaſe a ſauour and qualitis 
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diſagreing, pea, farre vnlike the ſubſtances ſhat are to bee di- 
flied, as che fame mate well bee perceyued and taſted, by the 
mater bopled with anie of chem. Further, the Chambers, Par- 
lours, Stoues, ote houſes, heated wich ſuch wodde 02 Coales, 
doe ſufticientlie witneſſe howe nopous and hurt full ſuch a vapour 
and fauour is, which not onelie bꝛingeth an intollerable paine of 
the heade, but mwueth vomiting, and cauſeth paſſions of the 
heart, to hole which be conuer ſant and abide ante time in ſuch 
places: as J the like (ſapech the woꝛthie Geinerus) haue expert: 
enced in my felfe, to che perill of my health, at the Bathes of 
Oenoſponte, where J abode a certaine feafon wich the Noble 
prince Palatine: Of the like occafion Galene feemed wonthilie 
to repꝛehende Eraſiſtratus, which perceiued that che Inhabitants 
of his Countrie to pert) , through the ouermuch ſubtilnelle oz 
thichenefle of the ayꝛe. He alfo learned and knewe that thefe 
caine much foner to their death, by reaſon of the erceeding dæepe 
Caues and p ittes of Charon, which breathed foꝛth peſtilent er⸗ 
halations and vapours:oꝛ ſhꝛough their houſes newlte plapſtred, 
and lchitened with Lime : 02 fox the euill fauour of the Coales, 
which ſent forth vapours ver ie daungerous: this out / of Joannes 
Langius. It is beſides reposted, that manie are moleſted by the 
ſtinking ſweate of the fete, after the ſhwes newwlie ſhifted off in 
anie cloſe rome, whether the ſame be Parlour oꝛ chamber: but 
affirmed to be moꝛe daungerous, dhere Coales burning in ante 
clofe roume, bꝛeath forth a ſfinking ſauour: pet ſome there are 
ok a contrarie opinion, which ſuppoſe that neither the fume, noz 

ſauour of the Coales burning, can ante thing harme oꝛ alter the 
matters which a man diſtillech, then the Cucurbite (oꝛ Glaſſe 
Bodie wich his heade) is well luted and ſtopped rounde about, 
according vnto Arte: but chat ſoner the vapour maie bee annop- 
ance to the Diſtillatour, and to thofe which gouerne the Ditty 
lation, than to the matters ſchich anie diſtillech.

Here are ocher Inſtrumentes, by which the qualitie fie ⸗ 
rie, is ꝛncreaſed, oz diminiſhed in the Diſtillation, *

tymes by meanes of the hote vapoure of bopling water, as 
Manardus in bis Epiſtles inſtrugeth: ſometimes through the 
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belpe of boiling water, when as the Glaſſe body ſtandeth in that 
Bath na med Balneum Mariæ: ſometimes by a dꝛie meanes, as 
by fifted aſhes, fine S nde, {mall ſtones finelie grounde, fy» 
lings, oꝛ dꝛoſſe of foft mettals, ſometimes by theſe things mired 
togither, as chen water is mired with the Sand. In ſuch mae 
ner the Diflitlation is not tiholie wꝛonght oꝛ done in the Bathe 
named Balneum Marie, no2 pet onelie in nd. There are fone 
which willeth a quantitie of ſande to be mixed with the water of 
Balneum Mariæ, to the intent the beate mate be the greater, and 
moꝛe vehement: for in ſuch a maner of Diſtillation, mate two 
waters be obtained, as the firſt thinne and waterte, the other 
moꝛe redde and thicker, as the learned Mathiolus tepoꝛteth. Co 
theſe it beboueth to note, that the Diſtill ation Mhicd is done with 
the fine ſifted powder of Bꝛickes o2 Tileſtones, is the better 
and moꝛe fare ot all ochers, according to the iut gement of ſome 
ſkilfull per ſons, for that it nouriſheth and maintaineth equall ie 
the heate, and bꝛeakech not ſo lightlie and fone the Glaſſe bodies: 
which two things are verie neceſſar ie in Diſtillations: But A

THe waters and Oples thich are dꝛatone forth of pleaſant 
Spices, ought to bee done by infufion in ſimple water, not in 
Mine, noz in Aqua vite, for that theſe doe ouer ſpædilie aſcende, 
and carrie not wich chem the fozce and vertue ef the segs 
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Spptes: bat the ſimple water, (in a contrarfe maner) aſcendeth 
not, without carping with it the Aromat icke vertue. Sometimes 
me pnt to vutriſie the things to he Miſtilled. and after that they 


are putrificd, we diſtill them: although that ſometimes the fame 
putri faction is a kinde of Diſtillation, as we haue afore dttered, 
and ſhall after intreate moze at large in the pꝛoper place. 
he Fermentation of matters, is done after che maner of 
inkuſions, by an out warde heate increaſed, which woꝛkech into

Take ol Clay being clammie and tough, 
to which adde oꝛ put a little Sand, oꝛ fine Granell, after mixe 
Mollen flockes, and Hoꝛſe-dung, fo much as ſhall ſuffice, and 
labour diligentlie the whole togither, that the fame maie rather 
be ſolt, chan ſtiffe oz harde, and this he nameth a Lute W

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forall Furnaces. Whe lute of wiledome. wich which the Chy⸗ 
miſtes dawbe their Glalle bodies, for to reſiſt a mightie heate of 
fire, all after be taught in that Chapter, where we minde to 
intreat e at large of ali maner of Lutes forthe diſlih ing Inſtru⸗ 
ments. The foꝛme of which long Furnace, beholde hercunder 
liuelie defcribed to the eie. 
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ape befeription of another furnace, to bee vſed as well bn 
Oyles, as other lpcours, and Pinerall waters done by Sub, 
limat ion, which mate on ſuch wiſe be built, that the fame mate 
be remwued from place to place, in anie chamber, oꝛ other rome 
ol che houſe : tf the foundation of che vnbaked Bꝛicke and Lyles 
bee cowched on a ſquare thicke plancke· boꝛde with foure fete, 


(marked with the letter G.) and the walles (of a ſufficient thicker 


neſſe) raiſed two fate high, wich Bꝛickes moꝛtered in the forme 
aboue taught. After this, chat the roumes within bee made, a 
tote diſtant one from the other. Which done, to make an Arch 
Doze beneath, (marked wich A.) where the Athes falling from 
‘the Coales, map bee dꝛawne oꝛ gotten forth. Aboue che ſame (a 
fote diſtant) — daze made, (noted with this letter B.) oe 

ning 
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ning aboue fhe Grate, and the Grate figuted with the letter, D 
on which the Coales ought to lie, and the entrance of this Deze 
needeth to bee no larger, than wat aman maie hardlie thꝛuſt in 
his hande. Aboue this, that two ſmall barres of Aron (marked 
with E.) bee fired a croſſe oꝛ but one one lie, and thoſe to ſerue foꝛ 
the ffronger ſtaying of the Panne oꝛ Potte. Towards the toppe 
in each comer aboue ( marked with F.) that foure tents oz brea.

about which two oꝛ fhe narrow bands of leade to bee banged on 
with a cloth, that the Bodie ſtart not vp thꝛougb thr mouing of 
the water. his done, late two halle couers ot Lende (cute iuſt 
in the middes) in fuch maner , chat che ſe cloſe in the Glalle bo- 
die, thereby the heate of the ſeething water mate the commodi⸗ 
ouler abide, and longer continne. On the bodie ( beeing either 
Minnie oꝛ Copper )ſet on a Glaſſe heade ( which is ac counted bre} 
fo the fight of the ipcour, and the fame fo cloſe about with fine 
Linnen clothes, that no vapours at all map bꝛeath forth, and the 
Recepuer of pure Olaffe let to it, that the water Diſtilling maie 
runnt into it, bceing like luted to the noſe of the heade. And this 
kinde of Furnace wꝛought with water, is named Balneum Ma- 
riæ: but woꝛking with a dꝛie heate ( as in aſhes oꝛ Sande) there 
neꝛdeth no ſuch halfe couers to guide oꝛ ſtaie vp the bodie The 
Cucurbite and heade maie wholte be made of T inne, which are 
more commodious, in that the Glaſſe bodie is 2 . — bꝛoken 
thꝛough heate, and to much colde. Inf 
mante rounde Furnaces, tbe Grate sd 
bath eight 02 nine ouerthwart barresſ 5 
of Iron, chat the Aſhes map the commo⸗ 
diouſer fall thoꝛowe: and this Grate 
ought to he made according to the pꝛo⸗ — 
portion of the Furnace, that it mate aN 
gr moſt aptlie to che roundeneſle ande MS 
largeneffe of the ſame. The pan (whe⸗ 


modious, that the depth be ſome what moꝛe than the bꝛeadth) with 
à Pipe ſtanding out at the toppe, by w ich the bote water mate 
runne forth without harme to the Furnace. Andthis Copper 
Panne ought ſo to be fet into the Furnace, that it 1 well a 
{panne diſtant from the Grate vnderneath. 

The Lower of the Philoſophers, is a Fi urnace chat parblie 
can be learnedby woꝛdes, noꝛ by long tw2iting , without full 
ſight of che fame in the building: koꝛ tf anie happeneth to (ee the 
whole making of it, pet mate hee faile to conceiue and vnder⸗ 
ſtande the ſecrete conſiſt ing in it, in chat there are manie things 

a in 
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in it franted and made alter (ach maner, that a man mate hard⸗ 
lie attaine to the knowledge of them. But to declare wholie (and 
to the ende) howe the ſame is to be made, and that any concetueth 
this my wꝛiting and demonſtr ation, to his profite be it, and hee 
that vnderſtandeth not the ſame, to his harme be it. Che maner 
of erecting and framing of the ſaid Tower, is on this wile, that 
the foundation be laide foure ſquare with rawe oz baked Bꝛickes, 
on a plaine and euen grounde, and thee fote bꝛoade on euerie 
ſide, and that a hollowe ſpace in croſſe maner) bee left, to the 
bꝛedth of a baked Bꝛicke, and of height ſo much, as is the height 
ok the ſaide Bꝛicke in largeneſſe fet on edge: and this pype oꝛ 


Gutter, is the fame, where the fire oꝛ flame paſſeth, and ouer 


the middes of the faide croffe pype, late an pꝛon Grate, and a⸗ 
boue the fame builde a rounde furnace of a {panne in breadth, 
and 4 parde and a halfe of height: and this is named the Tower, 
and to the foure holes (appearing forth) builde and frame in like 
maner foure little Furnaces rounde, but lower than the hoales, 


and without little Grates of pꝛon in them: that the fire oꝛ flame 
maie pafle by thoſe pppes, t enter within the faid (mall fur naces, 


on which, maie be placed oꝛ fet Glaſſe bodies, Ketoꝛtes, oꝛ other 
vellels. Tchen pon will beſtowe Coales, and make fire in the 
middle Tower, doe the fame after this manner, that is, take 
kindled coales, and put them in at the bottome of the Tower, and 
after fill vp the ſaide Tower with dead oꝛ vnkindled coales: and 
chut clofe aboue with a couer of Iron, the heade of the tower, that 
no apꝛe bꝛeath forth: for by this doing, the fire ſhall burne onelie 
belowe, fo much as the pppes which ertende to the Furnaces 
can receſue, and no moe: and on ſuch wife, in s tower of this 
‘greatnemfe full of Coales, will the fire indure twelue oz fourteene 
houres, without putting in of anie Coale. Mith this tower mate 
aman Diſtill, Circulate oꝛ dꝛie vp, and Sublime wich great fas 
cilitie: And this is the Jchiloſophers tower aboue named, which 
ſerueth, and is verie neceffarte in the Arte of Alchimie. 

Another ſkilfull Chymiſt, teachetha verie ingenions manner 
of Diſtilling, by dchich a man map with one onelp fire dꝛa we fos 
gither, ind all at one time, both Mater and Ople, beſides the 

5 tommadltie of Subli ming, and Diſtilling by Balneo Mariæ: and

his is named a Diftillation in the tower, by reafon of fhe Forme 
of the Furnace, oz rather named the Philoſophers Tower, for 
great commodities of the fame, which is made after this maner: 
that is, in anie plaine and euen ground, let the forme of a tower 
be built, eyther rounde oꝛ ſquare, oꝛ fire coꝛnered oꝛ of ſome o⸗ 
ther koꝛzme, with vnbaked oꝛ baked Wꝛickes, and in height a⸗ 
bout a parde and a halfe, oꝛ tive oꝛ thee, 02 fo high and large as 


man pleaſeth, in ſuch condition alwapes, that the fame maie 


receiue and containe a fire ſufficient great and burning: In the 
ſaide tower, diſtant from the ground, about a haudbꝛedth and a 
halfe, let bre layde a Grate of tron, which may beare bppe the. 


Coales, wich a windowe oꝛ ſquare hole, by bhich the ape mate 


enter to kindle the Coales. After that done, let be built of epther 
ſide, and round about the tower, manie Furnaces regarding the 
out warde face of the tower, of ſuch a bignelle as hee thinketh god 
and neceſſarie, and of ſuch height from the ground, as anſwereth 
aptlie to the Grate of Jron, which hall bee in the middes of the 


tower, and on each fide of the tower, which ſhall bee in the middes 


of theſe Furnaces, let holes be made (uffictent great, and ſome⸗ 
what higher than the Grate ol Jron, to the ende, that by thofe 
the heate of the fire might be ckommunicated and extended to the 
Furnaces. Theſe Furnaces ought to be built after the foꝛme ok 
the Bulwarkes of a warrelike towne: to each of the holes rune 


ning and extending within the tower, before that the Furnaces 
ure let oꝛ iopned to, oughta Plate oꝛ Negiſter of Iron to bee 


made, boared with thee, 02 fire holes, oꝛ moze, and thofe of like 
greatneffe and diſtance, one direalie aboue the other: to che end, 
that thofe mate bee dꝛawne wholie forth of the Furnace, when 


nerde ſhall require the ſame, 02 chꝛuſt downe fo derpe, as the Chys 
miſt would that the foꝛce of the fire to ertende to the Furnaces 


without, whether the fame be by two oꝛ thꝛer, 02 one onelie hole, 
oꝛ by the great oꝛ leaf hole: At che toppe of the middle Cower, 
ought there to bee made like to a vaulte, by thich the Furnace 
oꝛ the tower mate be eractlie cloſed, to the ende that the aire icbich 
entreth by che lower part of che tower, maie not bꝛeath and il 
fue ont of the toppe: and this after ſuch manner alwapes guided, 


chat Hole maie be dꝛawne vp, and put downe againe, accoꝛding 
2 . as 
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as be tall thinke needefull. he things on ſuch wiſe prepared, 
the hollowe place of the Tower in the middes, ought to be filled 
wich Coales, and the toppe clofe ſhutte oꝛ ſtopped wich the co⸗ 
uer, to be ſteonglie luted oꝛ moꝛtered rounde about. At the hole 
02 doe belowe ſhall hee put in the fire, for by that meanes the 
Coales which hall he nearec the fatde holes, will bee conſumed 
by the fire, and on ſuch toile conſumed, that thofe which hall bee 
at the toppe of the Tower, ſhꝛinking and falling downe by little 
and little, kindle and burne one after the other, and in che like 
maner doe the others conſequentlie bur ne. vntill all ſhall be Kind: 
led and waſted. The perfon wohlch will occupie ſuch a fathion, 
and the like Furnaces to diſtill in, it hall (uffice that he viſite oz 
loke to his fire once in the daie. Such a building is not onelie in- 
genious and delectable to beholde, but alſo verie commodious and 
neceſſarie. J haue lene ſometimes (fateth the Chymiſt) that a 
Balneum Mariæ, hach beene placed on the ſaide building, 02 toppe 
of the tower, and a beffell to Sublime: beſides a Furnace for 
Keuerberat ing, and Cymenting, and a Farnace foz Pelting, 
atcoꝛding as a man mate learne ¢ know, by the figure here vnder 
deſcribed. Another Furnace J ſawe of meaner cof in the buil⸗ 
r = r — ——————ů — 
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din which had a Tower in the middes, like to his abousiapoe, 2 
ie being 
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being fonre ſquare, and ver ie plaine of woꝛkemanſhip, at ſchole 
tcoꝛners were foure vellels placed, as at each coꝛner one, and Kee 
giſters made fo2 them, as to the other Furnaces afore deſcri⸗ 
bed : fo that little differing in vles, ſauing inthe foꝛme and bew⸗ 
tie, fo: thich cauſe, this Furnace is to bee oꝛdered in all pointes 
like to the afoꝛeſaide : in geuerning the Kegiſters, and heate of 
the fire, that this mate eafter be concepued, J haue iopned it with 
che figure before de ſcribed, as the fame mate euidentlie appeare 
on the other ſide to the eye, boꝛowed both out of the ſingular woꝛk, 
intituled Pirote chnia. 

The ſalde ymiſt in bis woꝛke of Pirotechnia, deſcribeth 
two other Furnaces, ſeruing to ſundꝛie vſes: the one to be built 
after this maner: at is, a ſquate Turret to bee raiſed with 
Bꝛickes, and the fame made rounde within , the hole for the 
dꝛawing forth of the Aſhes to be halfe a fote from the foundati⸗ 
on, aboue which (nigh a fwte) thꝛer oꝛ foure ſmall Barres to bee 
layde (in the forme of a Grate) well a finger bꝛedth diſtant one 
ktom the other, that the Aches mate the lightlier fall thꝛough, for 
hindꝛing of the fire to burne and giue his heate: on this Grate 
all about late tyles in handſome manner, leauing but a bande 
bzedth vncouered, fo the fire to burne thꝛough: alter this, about 
a foote higher, make pour Ouen open in the toppe, but in faſhion 
like to the Bakers Ouen, which leaue hollowe downewarde to 
the Grate, that the Coales in the nether Ouen (hauing a leſſer 
mouth than the bpper kindled, maie burne and flame vp: to the 
mouth of his nether Ouen, mult a doꝛe be fet, whereby it mate 
be opened fo2 the putting in and taking ont of coales and ſhutting 
che ſame againe, when nede ſhall require: but the mouth of the 
vpper and greater, muſt alwaies bee left open, for the fis me to 
paſſe foꝛch:ouer the inner mouth of this greater duen, muſt two 
Iron Warres more bee laide, ſo wide one from the other, that a 
man mate handſomelie ſet on them a melting Crucible, oꝛ other 
veſſell to calcine withall, as it beboucth: over the heade of this 
ſquare turret remaining open, muſt ſo large a Slate fone bee 
lapde, as mate wholie couer the ſame, yet mate you not make faſt 
the Nate with moꝛter, to the heade oꝛ toppe of the ouen oz turret, 
in that oben nere requireth, che fame is to bee taken of. ber 

All 
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all thete done, the Duen mit (within and without) be well play. 
fired wich faſt and ſtrong Kyme, that the fame chop not, uhich 
perfourmed, the Furnace is then ſüniſhed. The Crucible wich 
the matter that pou woulde calcyne, ſhall pou ſette on che iron 
Barres, and late downe the Nate clofe on the Ouens heade: af 
ter kindle fire in the nether Ouen, that the fame extending bp, 
and about * Crucible, maie fo Falke koꝛth of the mouth ol the 

N vpper Ouen: for on 
ſuch wiſe, it caleys 
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ich are like caleined, as che Saltes, and all manner of ſtones. 
And without the like furnaces maya man performe no woꝛke, 
tibere as calcination nædeth: "for if hee ſhall attempt to calcine 
bodies by another meanes, it wil be verie hard to bꝛing it to paſſe: 
therefore the {hilofophers at the firſt, inuented ſuch a Furnace, 
fox the like intent and purpofe, and named ft pꝛoperlte the Furs 
nace of Reuerberation for calcyning, and cymenting. 

Che other furnace made rounde and hollowe to the bottome; 
differeth but little from the aboueſaide, faning that this in the 
woꝛking, is left open and vncouered at che toppe for the fumes 
to patie forth: neare to the bottome muff a ſquare hole bee foꝛ⸗ 
med, and a doe to the fame, ſherebp the fire by it maie fo bee 
gouerned, chat the ſame maie bee increaſed great oꝛ fmall-, as 
nerde ſhall require. Aboue this, a Grate of Iron for the Coles 
to burne vpon, and vent holes rounde about, for the ayꝛe ta come 
in, aſwell as the heade remaining all open for the large paſſing 
forth of the ſmoke: ſhich otherwiſe woulde not burne, for the 
lacke of vent holes to let che — paſſe, that {eeketh (fue *

fo that nothing ler mech, noꝛ is moze enimie to the five, than the 
ſmoke. 

And for this reaſon, it Furnaces had not cheir ventes of 
bꝛeathing holes, it were not pollible that they coulde woke oz 
do their cffca : and ik theſe in like maner had not their bꝛeaching 
forth belowe, the fire with great diflicultie woulde burne : foꝛ 
ubich cauſe, it behwueth to haue bꝛeathing holes on either foe, 
that the Furnace mate woꝛke with moze eaũineſſe. che vellell 
ſtanding on the grate ought to be well defended wich lute rounde 
about, before the Coales bee poured vppon to kindle and burne: 
the doꝛe of the ſame requireth to be opened reaſonable wide foꝛ a 
time, to the ende the fire mate kindle and burne the freelter , and 
the ſmoke paſſe forth af the top. The Furnace thus finithes, fers 
nech as well for the Diſtilling of waters and oples (by the helpe 
of a Panne fet on che heade, and filled with ſande oz water) as 
koꝛ Subliming, and the melting of Pinerals: 


A commended Furnace for diſtilling of che Ople of Witriol, 
and other Oples, is made after this maner : FF irk , wich baked 
Bꝛickes and Tyles a foundation laide foure ſquare, on ſchich, a 
wall raiſed a fate high, oꝛ thereabout , and a doꝛe made belowe 
fox the dꝛawing foꝛth of Aches: abone this ( within the Furnace) 
à Grate couched of the ſaid he igbth, diſt ant from the bottome a 
fate and a halfe, oʒ thereabout. After this, beſtowe ouerthwarte 
the middle of the fame, a long and ſuflicient ſtrong sBarbe pꝛon, 
moꝛtered with the beſt Lute, and chat it ertendeth from one fide 
vnto another of the Furnace. Betwene the grate and che fato 
Barre of Fron, frame of the one fide of the Furnace, a ſlowe 
Warrie, euen as the figure following demonſtrateth: Which 
ought to be of ſuch a greatneſle, that a man maie ina manner 
ſhꝛuſt in his head. he thinges thus prepared readie, (et fo ward 
che bullding of the Furnace of the Barre of Iron, onto the 
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helgch of a fote and a halle, and leaue it on (uch wiſe open, vn⸗ 
till you haue beſtowed the glaſle, in nhich che Uitrioll is con- 
teined. . 

Here conceiue, chat the five of the Furnace towarde the 
flotve Harrie, ought to be left open from the grate, vnto the top 
ok it, vntill ſuch time as the glaffe is beſtowed within the fur, 
nace. 
The furnace thus built and prepared in a reavineffe, fet 
in the glaffe ſtronglie fenced with lute, and filled wich the pre, 
pared ſubſtance, of chat five of the Furnace which remaineth 
open: in ſuch maner place it within, chat the bottome ftaping on 
the pꝛon Barre, che neck may be cauſed to bende dotwntwarde , fo 
much as map be, in the ouerthwart ſtanding of it in the furnace: 
But not fo much down ward, that the ſubſtance in the glaſſe map 
{pill forth. Che necke of the Retorte (if pou will dꝛatwe the opie 
of Witriol) ought to lie oꝛ ertende forth nigh halle a fte, to the 
ende that it mate after be verie well luted and faſtened with the 
Meceiuer hanging without. The thinges on ſuch wile prepared, 
cloſe vp all that parte open of tbe Furnace, from the grate vn⸗ 
to the toppe of it, and contopne with moꝛter by the ſame meanes 
verie diligentlie, the glaſſe wich the Furnace. After that (in this 
clofing vp) pou are come vnto the top, make a great hole at one 
ol che foure coꝛners, of the greatneſſe of an Egge, and a coner 
formed to it, chat the fame mate be ſet on and taken awaie, uhen 
neede requireth, at the other chꝛer coꝛners, make in like manner 
ventes oꝛ bꝛeathing holes, but choſe much leller (and fo mall) 
chat a man cannot put in his thumbe at anie of them. After this, 
he muſt by little and little cloſe vp the Furnace, and fachion the 
ſame (from the holes) narrower and narrower, vntill hee come 
vnto the toppe, where hee muſt faſhion a rounde hole of ſuch a 
greatneſſe, that a man maie cafilie put in his bande, to which 
hole prepare in like maner a couer, that a manne mate ſtoppe 
and open the hole, chen he luſteth. After that you haue thus bullte 
te Furnace, and in the fame . the glaſſe, as is as 
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afczeſaſde. It chall bee requſſite and néedefull, to haue another 

b great Glaſſe, able to receiue and holde eight oꝛ ten mralures of 

licour (to bee as the receiuing vellell) ahich hee hall verte well 

fatten with the necke of the Bodie hanging without, after luch 
manner, that the necke of this be entred ſufficient dærpe into the 
Keteſuer: ſchich two on ſuch wiſe oꝛdered, lute diugentlie round 
about) with the Trongeff lute, as the common manner is. But 
the fignee following thal chewe to the eie all the lalde deſcrip⸗ 
tion of the Furnace, end the vellels before mentioned. In thi 
it behwueth to note, that che lowe Marrie ought not ſo eraa- 
lie fo extende onto, and touch the Jron Grate: but lutficient 
it ſhall bee, ik the lame carrieth the Coales thither, oz to che 
Grate. A. repꝛeſentech the booze, by ſchich che Aire entereth to 
nouriſh and maintaine the fire. B. the grate of Jron Which ſu⸗ 
flatneth oꝛ beareth the Coales. C. the ſlowe Barrie, by ſchich 
the Coales ate poured in. D. che place tibere: is ms the long bar 
of Fron, aich 
Abeareth the bo. 
jpop. E the neck of 
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things thal be on ſuch wiie prepared, let p furnace be heated with 
the lire ol coals,¢ the low Harry filled vp with great coals: upich 
done, ſhut oꝛ op clofe wich his couer the vpper hole, and like the 
other vent holes, except the thee little ones aforementioned. At 
the fame time, ſhut oꝛ put to halfe the deze, ſchich is placed vnder 
che grate, marked with the letter A. by rraſon of the apze, fo to 
pꝛeſerue the fire, c. 

Me other vellels dich commonly ſerue in the Arte of Diſtil⸗ 
ling, and bee put in dle euerie there, as well fo. matters of Ab 
chimie, as the drawing of medicinable things, which are all mas 
ner of waters, oyles, Baulmes, Aqua vitæ, Quinteſſences, ano 
All other compound matters, ſhall after be liuelie demonſtrated: 
and the maner how to oꝛder them in the diſtilling of things, with 
the apt names for each veſlell, and the floꝛmes, hall in oꝛder bee

proper nature and hardneſſe. This water dꝛunke of ante beaſt, 


Aaleth oz killech him. The wine, to which this water is admired, 


fozchwith is coꝛrupted but when pon will recouer the wine, 
then put into it Rofemarie. And it hath alſo other pꝛoperties, not 
here to bee vttered, fox the lewdneſſe fake of the craftie wicked, 
and deteſtable perſons - thi mate abuſe this: water, brite mens 
deſtruclon. 

A water named Nopal, for the ungular properties ubich tt 
hach onto manie griefes: the making of which is on this wiſe, 
take of pellowe Bꝛimſtone, of roch Alome, and ol Salt gemme, 
of each two poundes, of Boꝛzace, and of Paſticke, of each two 
ounces, cheſe diligentlie beaten i ina moꝛter, and mixed akter in 
a Glaſle bodie fenced, wich a heade and receyuer artelie luted, di⸗ 
Hill according to Chill, making a moſt ſtrong and mightie fire 
toward che ende, and continuing the fame vnt ill all the moyſture 
bee dꝛawne and come: the water which diſtilleth and is gache 
ted into the receyuer, is cite and troubled, which ſtraine thꝛough 
a fine cloath: che fame keepe in a glaſſe with a narrowe mouth, 
putting to it foure graines of Muſke diffolued in halfe an dunce 
of Nolewater: and affer the ſetling, will this water bee cleare, 
ad verie werte. he appꝛooued vertues of this water are mae 
nie, as the Authour affirmeth: of which ſome bee doth here biter’ 
that he bath manie times experienced. And the firtk is, that this 
ropall water take tha way che paine of ante wound, ik che wound 
all about be bathed wich it. The lecond pꝛopertie and vertus 
of this water is, chat all maner of vlcers, ſozes, and qriefes that 
mate happen twithi the mouth, and the gummes much putry . 
fied, and to the ache, by holding a little of this Mater in che mouth, 
by the (pace of a Creede, and ſpitting it after forth, doch maruey⸗ 
louſie and ſpeedilte heale ante ok the aboueſapde. The third pꝛo⸗ 
pertie and vertue of chis wat er is, that rubbing the teeth with 
à fyne linnen cloath wette in this water, doth make them verie 
while, a mater delectable to many men and women. Che fourth, 
by gluing balfe a ſcruple of this water by the mouth with 1 
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fo the perfon in the fit of an A gue, dooch marueploutiie deliver tt, 
and that fo certaine. This bozrotwed ont of the ſingular pracifes 
of the Greeke Fiorauant. 


A prectous water fox the eyes, ot Uitrioll: take aquantitte of 


vitrioll, dꝛawing a water of it in a Cucurbite by dillilation, in 
Sande: but this Uitrioll needeth not, noz ought to bee calcined. 
Another ſeruing to the fame purpoſe. Take a new laide egge, 
which after the ſeething harde, plucke off che ell, and cutte the 
(ame imto iuſt᷑ halues in the middle. che polke taken out, put in the 
place the quantitie of a peaſe of white Uitrioll in powder, and 
it will bee turned into a water, after let che whole bee wzinged 
chꝛough a linnen cloath into a glaſle, and the water kept, foz it is 
aße fo the eyes. in | 
A marueplous water taking awaie the ſpottes vndaubted⸗ 


lie ot the exes, md clearing the ſight: aboue al it pꝛeſeruetꝭ and 


maintapneth pouth, and taketh awaie anie ſpotte ot the face: 
but inthe highe redde colour, and Lepꝛie, tt dooth not ſo much 
aualle , oꝛ not thꝛoughlie cure them. The making of which 
la on chis wife: Lake of thefplinges of Siluer, of Linne, of

Ok this water let fall two 02 chzee dzoppes at a time into the 
eyes both mozning and euening, washing the eyes before with 
Spring water, ge. This boꝛrowed out of the learned wozke of 
Arnold De villa noua. 
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A water of mettals experienced, chat helpeth anie lepꝛie, fowle 
ſcabbes, che Fiſtula, the Poꝛphew, the kowle ſcurfe, Tetter, and 
Canker, and auapleth vnto the comforting of all the members ol 
the bodie, and pallifieth any contagious ze oꝛ griefe, and killech 
an ie griefe continuallie running. Cake of the filings of tron, ol 
kerle, of Golde, of Siluer, of Copper, of Tin, and of Lead, of each 
a like walght, of Myꝛre and Aloes, fo much ass of all, oꝛ of the 
hole: all che ſe grinde and mixe togicher, Qbtch after put into a 
glaſen o Alchimicall potte, wich a head of glaſſe (et vpon it, and 
artelie luted: the ſame ſet in a Furnate over che fire, and gar 
wer the weer, which diſtillech by a Limbecke, in a Kecepuer 
Landitig vnder, which keepe to pour ble; for it marueploullie a- 
2 all che griefes aboue bttered: this out of the afozeſald 
üchour. e . 

A bleſſed water diſtilled againſt che golote: take of Romaine 
Cittrfoll two poundes, of the diſt illed Honie fonre pintes, diſtill 
theſe as ou knowe, atter adde a ſhirde part of Aqua vitæ redi- 

‘fied to it which diligentlie mited, keepe to pour ble, and with a 


white Daues feather, ſkrike auer oꝛ annoint the grieued place, ac 
coꝛding to arte. n shh, 


Azaued water helping che foutenee and fthie colour of the 
fet , bozrowed gut of Guido: take of ſalte Ammoniacke, aw 
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of Halt gumme ol each halfe a pound, of Sugar alome, one quar- 

ter of a pound, theſe bꝛought to powder, and put into a Cucurbite, 

— after arte: wich this water rub the tath, wich a perce of 
aͤrlet. 

A water dani che haire of fhe heade pellowe - fake of the a- 
ſhes of che tree Cerrus, one pound, of a ſpꝛing oꝛ Conduite water 
fire pints, boyled a god ſchiles togither, to which adde oꝛ put two 
ounces of Romaine vitrioſt, and fet in the open alre fo ther 
dapes, after bie the fame accoꝛding to diſcrettion.

Another water, moze of value:take of ſalt gemme one pounde, 
of Romaine vitriol halfe a pounde of Salt nyter ſoure ounces, 
of the greene rotes ol Celondine ſcraped, vnto the waight of all, 
the ſe ſeuerallie beaten and mired togither, dꝛawe a water by 
Limbeckesthe fame thich firſt commeth, thow awap as vnpꝛo⸗ 
ſitable:che next which commeth, keepe, foꝛ it coloureth the haire, in 
waſhing the haires before with Lie, and wetting che halres often i 
with a ſpunge, as they dzie in the hote ſunne. 

A powder made by ſublimation mot trong, ſeruing bnto he 
corroding ond eating awate, and moꝛtifping dead flech, boꝛrowed 
out of Laaftanke; in his Antidotarie. Take of the lplinges of 
vꝛon, ol the powder ol vitrioll, of Alome iamini, and of Antimo- 
nie, of each two ounces, ol che Salt Ammoniaci ; of Arſenic ie, 
cytrine, ot Sulphure wine, of Floris æris, of each one dunte and a 

halke ol vnlſlaked lime newe made halfe a pounde: alter all theſe 
well beaten and mixed togither, adde to the hole one ounce ol 
quickefiluer extincted oz killed with faking ſpittle, oꝛ mozttficd 
with the (quillitics vmegar, oꝛ the (ea water, 02 ſtrong Lie, which 
{hall be the better, ir the lame (hall be of the alhes of Beanes, and 
that Tochiſtes oz little flat balles be made the reor, and dited, put 
into à Aludel and ſublimed after arte. Che maner of the lubli⸗ 
mation, is wife on this: take a thicke and ſtrong glaſle bodp, ſchich 
will abide the heate of fire, without cracking oꝛ bꝛeaking, oꝛ that 
it be a bodie of earch glaled within, and hach a couer fo artificial: 
lie feng and matched to it, that one part entered clofe ate

che mouth of the bodie, abich Gal be vnder, and ſo cloſely and neére 
ioyned to it, hat nothing at all can breath out of the fame, ¢ with 
this that the t dges oꝛ lippes be luted round about, wich the Inte 
of wiſedome, oꝛ potters claie. Let the powder to bee ſublimed, 
be put in the bottome of the bodie, and clole touered with the co⸗

Certaine inſtructions of Mercurie precipitate, to be prapared 
and made with Aqua fortis, are here vnder veteted. 

Wis Mercurie precipitate is made on this wiſe: take of Aqua 
fortis,o2 l rong water, one pound. ol crude Mercurie foure ounces, 
diffolued info water, after the water euapoꝛate in Sande, oz by 

diſtillation, ſeparate it ſtronglie, that it wareth red and thꝛough 
dꝛyed, the fame after grinde in a Parble moꝛter, powzing vpon 
Aqua vite, biſtilled fue oꝛ ſeuen times ouer, which alſo kindle, 
and let it burne vntill the ſame be conſumed. After let it bee rec 
fifled with Role water verte well mixed, and chen by filtring 02 
by a filter, ſepsrate the Nolewater, and leaue oꝛ ſuffer it to bate. 
Then powze againe ol che Aqua vitæ bppon, which kindle and 
burne vntill che fame be thꝛough dꝛie, and the ſame repeted a third 
8 time. you chal haue that pou deſire and ſeke. And fo much of Aqua 
vitæ muſt be poluzed vpan, as mate onelie {ufiice to couer it, but 
not to much in anie wiſe. 
A Mercurie precipitate, teinettted of an Emperitke French 
man: take of quickeſnluer one pounde, of rong water fiftene 
pints, theſe put into a Cucurbite fronglie luted, diſtill after the 
maner at frong water, as is afore taught, inereatinig alwapes 
the fire vnto che ende.

eating away of rotten ſieſh in vicers; anmucherer ciſed in our 
time for ſundꝛie griekes: the making of ſchich is on this wie, 
take of ſtrong water, abich leruech to ſepar ate, and for euerp thre 
ounces of it, put oꝛ adde two aunces ot quickliluer, hat is not tal · 
fified with any other miner all, the hole pode into along necked 
bodte, ſhich is ſtronglie luted, applying fire ſo long vnder, vntill 
the water be ſhoughlie dꝛawne awap and dꝛie, and chat no fumes 
aſcend to the head: after make a ſtrong oꝛ great fire fo an houres 
ſpace, and then let the bodie cole , which through colve bꝛeake the 
glaſſe bodie, for in the bottame you ſhall find a red maſſe o ſub⸗ 
ſtance like to MN ermillion, the ſame bzing to fine powder in u 
bꝛaſſe moꝛter (as in a maner vnpalpable) abich then may rightlic 
be named the common pꝛecipitate.

Mere concetue that in the place of pꝛecipitate, vou maie ble the 
mixture named Amalgama, which (after the minde of the Chy- 
‘miffes) is made of fire partes of quickſiluer, and of one parte of 
Golde: with which thus prepared, pou maie do the greater mar⸗ 
ueples.

After take ot quickſiluer one pounde, of vnſlaked Lime 
fire ounces, of blacke Sope faure ounces, of ſtrong Athes 
fhzee ounces ; all thefe labour togither in ‘Porter, which 
diligentlie incoꝛpoꝛated, put after into a Retogte ſkronglie 
luted, which faftened to bis Recepuer, (et in a Furnace to 
diſtill, making about and vnder it a ftrong oz greate fire, 
continuing thisfirefe long, vntill all the quickefiluer bee come 
kozth, and gathered in the Recepuer, which dꝛawe awaie, and 


keepe in a ſtrong Glaſle bodie, cloſe tuted. After labour the 


compofition of the ſtone, which is made after this maner: Take 
the faite water; which you made firſt, powꝛing the fame into a 


bodie of ſuch a bigneſſe, that tw hir de paxtes of the ſame map 


reſt emptie, which Fronglie fence and lute about : after potoze 
into it the quickefiluer, which yon kept, adding two ounces of

But as touching the potw- 
der, chis one ſpeciall mat ter is i ꝛitten by the Authour, of the 
ſingular pꝛoperties contatned in it, bee ing pꝛepared i compeun⸗; 
ded alter the manner bere vnder taught, ubich ſo framed and 
miniſtred, doch chen woꝛke miraculoullte, in that the fame come 
poſition named of him Aromaticum Leonardi, dooch helpe all 
griefes and fickenefles of the bodie , ol that qualitie and condt- 
tion ſo euer they bee, fo fetled in che ſtomacke, doth foꝛchwith 
dꝛabwe to it, rounde about, and from the heade, all the euill hus 
mours thereabout among the bodie, ſchich dꝛawne togither, it 
ſpeedilie ſendech chem forth of the bodie, as well by bomite, as 
down ward by fale oꝛ ſiege, dilburdening by that meanes, nas 
ture before charged, alter which che bodie mate the ſwner( with · 
out impediment) recouer to health: and in this reſpea, the fame 
is a helper to the amendment of bodie; and pꝛeusiling againſt all 
ſickneſſes, as map appeare in the gloꝛtous ¢fingular workings

Foꝛ this miniſtred, auapleth in all aques, 
by abating the force of chem, foꝛ griefe of the flankes right mars 
ueilous, and eaſeth ſtrangelie the gowte, by taking a doſe 02 quan⸗ 
titie of it euerie third dap, and that thꝛer times togither in tenne 
dapes, for by that time (doth the Autbour wzite) that hee ſhall 
thꝛoughlie be cured ol his gowte, and hee repoꝛtech that manie 
times he bath wonder full ie cured it, to his great fame. This alo 
aualleth in the tough, the rewme, and diſcaſe of the Milt, ond hel 
pech beſides the French diſeaſe, iopnt aches, and ſuch lie. 
che making of ſchich pꝛecious licour, is on this wiſe: Take 
ol Saftvon, of Lignum aloe, of Cynamon, of redde Cozall,of each 
à dꝛam, of hlacke Helleboꝛe without preparation two ounces, of 
the tlectuarie ot the iuyte of Moles, (of Mefuc) not fo much oꝛ to 
high bopled, fire ounces, of Sugar Noſet, oꝛ of the conſerue of 
Roles, eight ounces, of che eaſt Puſke one dꝛam, of the Philo- 
ſophers ſtone thꝛe ounces, of the beſt quintellence, two ounces, ol 
ſtone Honie boften and ſKinnmed, ſo much as tall ſufkice to make 
à god koꝛme of an elecuaric ; cheſe after the powdꝛing, mixe and 
incozposate diligentlie togither ouer a ſoft and eaſie fire, in an 
earthen glaſed veſſell, in that a veſſell of ante mettall, is not fit foz 
this compoſitionz and being made, keꝛpe diligentlie in a glaſſe, ra 
ther then in anie ocher vellell. And this electuarie me ie be mat- 
ched oꝛ mired wich anie ocher ſolutiue meditine, and taken wich 
u faſting ſtomacke in the moꝛning: che quantitie at one time to be 
miniſtred, is from tio dꝛams vnto foure.

beating, ſpꝛinkle and wette wich a little wine, chen put the

There ⸗ 
fore our minde in this place is, to vtter and intreate of che artifi- 
tfall Baulme, which by a certaine Imitation and neere agreeing 
in the bfe of the true Baulme. was of the fame (at the firſt) in- 
uented, and put in vꝛe, ol che auneient pracifioners . Foz uhen 
they waped and vnderſtode, that boch the one and the olber were 
falfificd by the counterfapters, and that fhofe compound licours 
uhich were ſolde and miniſtred to men, neither agreed in ſub. 
ſtaunce noꝛ properties by any maner to fhe true Baulme, were 
vpon the occafion the earneſflier moued, foʒ the auopding ol ſuch 
AN enozmitte and great harme, and that (uch a trealure 3 — v 
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ſhoulde no longer ipe hid and vnknowne fo men, vpon this god 
and ſo reaſonable conſideration, they applied their wittes and in 
duſtrie, to the attaining and trying out of a licour, neareſt aun ; 
ſwering in pꝛoperties of the precious baulme . And kon chat 
hep might the commodfouffer per fourme and bꝛing it to paſſe. 
inuented to vs a certaine generall kinde, of the qualities and 
pꝛoperties of the true and natur all balme. And ſæing by nature 
the Baulme is moſt hote, and pierſing, and indued with a migh⸗ 
tie pꝛopertie and dꝛying, oz that mightylie dꝛpech of pꝛopertte, 
fo} that cauſe eſpeciall ie this may pꝛeſerue bodies verie long 
from putrifping. being annsinted with it, and put of olde age 03 
maintaine pouth a long time: fo, the perfourming vf ibid, 
che p chofe ſimple medicines of like pꝛopertie, ſo nighe as thep 
coulde purchaſe, ubtch mirte might peelde the like faculties, fo 
aptlie as arte coulde matche chem. Df lchich kinde, that be pꝛin 
eipalieſt, are the Pyꝛre, the Olibanum, Frankenſence, and As 
loes. he nert to theſe, be the Lurpentine, and Aqua vitæ. The 
chirde ſozte are theſe, the gumme puie,Galbanum,Lyquide ſtorax, 
the wodde Aloes 92 Lignum aloes, ic. 3 ; 

But from the purpsſe thele diſagree not, as the Galingale, the 
Nutmegges, che Cloues, and mante others of like kinde. Foꝛ all 
theſe being gathered into one, by an artifictall coniecture mat: 
ching, was ſo made, chat of all theſe mixed togicher, by a iuſt 
pꝛopoꝛtion, in the Chymiſticall arte, chep dꝛewe an oyle, dich in 
faculties, and conſiſtence, was moſt like and ne ateſt agreeing to 
the true Baulme . hele hitherto agreeing in a maner, to the 
woꝛdes and mind ol Leonarde Fiorauant, in the making of the ars 
fificiall baulme. So 5; to the making of the artificial baulm, is ne 
ceſſarilp required, that the turpentine of it ſell, wich ß ellence lol 
Wwine)be diſtilled in Balneo: the other ſpyces after diſſolued in the 
ellence, and wich the aboueſaid ople ol Turpentine, by Balneum 
againe difilled. Foz wꝛought in aſhes oꝛ ſand, doch a groſſe oyle 
aſcend, euen wich a moſt (oft and eaſte fire, ſo that the fame in the 
recęauer come is chen nothing wanth. 

Ik fo be pou defire oʒ would perfitelie knoboe, a god and true 
Waulme, front an euill and falſified, then after the minde of

uhich is on this wile, take of mot fine Turpentine one pounde, 
of the ofle of apes fowze ounces, ol Galbanum fhzee ounces, of 
gumme Arabick fowꝛe ounces,of pure Frankencens, ol Ppite, 
_ of gumme pute. and of Lignum ‘aloes ol each thre ountes, or Ga⸗ 
lingale,of Cloues,of Conſolida minor „of Putmegges, ot Cyna- 
mon, ot᷑ Zedoaria, of Ginger, of the uhlte Dittante, of esche one

ten hande. Tanke of olde oyle Ollue two pintes, of olde white 
Wine and the belt, foure pints, of cleare and the bell Lurpentine 
one pounde, ok the ſeedes of Hypericon oꝛ Saint Iohns woꝛt two 
pounds and one dꝛam, of che bite Dittanie, of che Toꝛmenttll 
rostes, d of the Gentian ol each one ounce: all theſe bꝛought to 
powder, and mixt togither, putting the whole into a glaſſe bodie 
well ſtopped wich paſte, chat no matter bꝛeach foꝛth, pꝛocure that 
thep mate bople in this maner. Let the faip veſſell bre ſet into a 
cauldꝛon led with water and ſtrawe, and bofle there a time ſolt / 


lie, after ratfe it from the fire, and nchen it thall be colde, put that 


into a potte filled wich fand, in ſuch fo2t chat the whole bef- 
el be compared ant couered vnto the necke with the fatoe lande 
which ſet in a place where the ſunne all the day ſhineth, and there 
let it ſtand for foꝛtie dayes. After dꝛawe it out of the ſalde ſande, 
and let it in the befell of land, in ſuch oꝛder and maner, that che

It ſpædilie cureth the quartaine and tertian Ague, if 
the backe and ridge bone be annointed with it agaynſt the fire, in 
the beginning of the fit. his doth immediatelie take awate and 
deliuer the crampe o2 conuulſton of woundes, tf the fame bee ap- 
plied warme on the place. This to conclude, healeth all woundes, 
as well olde as ne lw, yea better and perfecer in one day, then anie 
Other medicine in a monee gg..

Another appꝛoued baulme out of che fame boke:take a glaſſe 
ſchich is about a pint in meaſure, the fame fil wich Spikenard, vp⸗ 


on ſhich poure halle a pint of gad fallet ofle, letting it affer ſtand 


for a moneth in the Sunne, dich alwates ſtirre about. To it after 
adde of the ofle of UNiolets two ounces, of p ofle of Spike ſo much, 
of the ofle of Camomill, and of the olle of Noſes, ot each two oun⸗ 
ces: all theſe mixed togither, let ſtand for a whole month. 

Another of the ſame mans not to be contemned: take of Gal -

Another of the fame mans, auailing in woundes: take of ople 
Dliue one pint, of Saint Iohns west, of Betonie, of Centorie, 
and of the hearbe ſelfeheale, of each one handfull, theſe bearbes 
after the ſtamping and iuice wꝛinged out, oz onelie ſtamped, and 
mired with the olle, let them diſtill in a glaſſe all the Summer, 
after wꝛing forth the lchole chꝛough a cloath, which keepe : fox a 
nobler cannot be found for wounds, in that the ſame cureth them 
pby the onelie annointing moꝛning ant euening, without the ap⸗ 
piping of any other medicine: this alſo expelleth the humours, and 
fatre otherwiſe is, chen can well bee vttered: and what matters 
ſeeme impoſſible to be done, by the helpe of this are ſpeꝛdily per- 
foʒzmed: as in euerie incarnating, and cloſing togither and bea 
ling, ſo well in fractures as in bꝛuſes, and ſuch like.

Ahe olle of the common Spikenarde, bhich is bꝛought out of 
France, doth Braflanolus commend: but hee affirmeth but little 
woꝛth, oꝛ of leſleractount to be made of chich certain prepare and 
make of the Leuander in Italie:the fame (wziteth be that mante 
name a Balſamine, and vfe it in the fed of natural baulme. Ot 
the olle of Spike, which manie vſed in the Heede of baulme, and of 
his properties, was fullie and at large vttered in che other bake, 
oz firſt part of the treaſure of Euonimus, 
che olle of the llowers of Verbaſcum, is has mabde:ftampe the 
flowers in amozter,fibich after the putting into a glaffe,fet in the 
Sunne cloſe fopped,fo fue oꝛ fire werkes: this oile much anap- 
leth and is right pꝛolſtable foꝛ the gowte in the fert and other mem⸗ 
bers. At cureth alſo fre wounds, and tf the fame be inluſed in the 
ople Oliue, it will then ſerue vnto manie griefe. We flowers 
ought to be gathered, ahen they be dꝛie, foꝛ the vertues fake. — 
The olle made oꝛ dꝛawne of the flowers of Tapſus Barbatus, 
infuſed in ofle oꝛ wine, and fet in the ſunne for fue oꝛ fire werkes. 
oꝛ bopled in a double befell, like the ople of Hypericon oꝛ S. Iohns 
wont, and artlie ſtrained: auallelh in the ach of the hippes. 
Che oyle of S. Iohns wont, is hot and dzie, and il ipticke, thzough 
which it cioſeth and heale th the wounds of ſine wes cutte, and tue 
burning of fice it ceateth allo the paines about the patnie place, ¢ 
bladder, and pꝛocureth vꝛine. The preparing ¢ making of the olle, 
ts on this wile, boꝛrowed out of che naturall hyſtoꝛie of Adamus

luice ot Par row two ounces,of the earth woꝛms waſhed in white 
wine, two ounces.of Turpentine ene ounce anda half, of ſacfron

A compound oile of Hypericon, boꝛrobed out of the wonder - 
full pꝛadiſes of the Greeke Leonarde Fiorauant, ſchich anaileth and 
cureth bya marueilous maner wounds, eſpectallie of the inewy 
parts: in that it clofeth them, and bzingeth thofe toa ſcarre, with⸗ 
out ſigne to bee plainlie ſæne. his alſo diſſoluech bꝛuſes, anap- 
lech aginſt poiſon, and belpeth ante crude kinde of benemous As 
gue, by annointing all the pacients bodie, wichout omitting anie 
part: and manie other vertues bath this oile, which for bꝛeuitie 
are here omitted: the making ol which, is on this wife. Tate of 
the Fowers, Leaues, Stalkes, and rotes of Saint lohns wont, as 
much as pou will, which ſtampe togicher in a mozter, ſtæping it

of the greater and leſler Centoꝛie, of the Varro, and of Cauda 
equina 02 hoofe faile, ofech tha ounces all theſe that are to be bea- 
ten, ſom chat broken afore, tchich then mixe togither in a glaſle bo. 
die, wich fo much otle ( but better the fame ſhall be, if it be with the 
olle ofrofes) as will well couer che hole ſubſtance, infuſed thus 
in the ofle, let the glafle Mand in the Dunne foꝛ Afteene dapes.

the beating bepnes of the wzeſtes, this not onelie repꝛelleth the 
paine of the head, and other partes, but alterech the heate and pꝛo⸗ 
cureth llæpe, vel this in no caſe, map be done in the fick day, uhere 
pou hope of the vnluerſall oꝛ particular action. Aſingular reme⸗ 
die commended, that the polkes of Egs be laboured wich the oile 
of Holes, and laide plaiſter wiſe on the region of the Liuer, oz 
vpon a firie impoſtume : tbich being once oꝛ twice applied noth 
marueplouſlie mitigate paine, and doth diſſolue the fumofitie, and 
ſharpeneſſe of matter.

Thele oples afore placed, although they be pꝛepared and gotten 
ſchithout diſtillation, oz but by pꝛelling out, oꝛ otherwiſe made by 
the Sunne: pet would 3 not omit them, in that the ſe fo mes and 

wapes femme eaſie, comelie, and to {bill innented; and oples being 
thus pꝛepared, may aptlie be applied to mens vſe, and vtilitte. 

The ople of Violets, is pꝛepared and made of Uiolets, in the 
like maner, as the olle of Noſes (out of Rogerius) aud ſerueth to. 
like purpofes, as the oile of Noſes, ſauing that the one after the 
newe making is laxatiue, and the other binding. Ik wich a like 
waigbt of the iuice of Mercurie, this oile be applted in glifer wife,. 
in the (harpe daplie, and renewing Agues, and Tertians, the fame 
gently doth loſe the bellie, and cafilie expellech che ſuper klulties,

An oile helping the ſpottes of the face, which commonlie we 
name K intels:take a ſuſficient quantitie of the flowers of Nole⸗ 
marie (which put into a glaſſe) burie it in hote hoꝛſe dung, in a 
place fre o2 ſafe from raine for thirtie dayes, oʒ Dato the time, the 
Flowers be diſſolued, after fet the glaſſe in He Sunne foꝛ other 

nine dayes, putting into it chen of the powder of Polipodie, fo 
much as vou maie take bp wich thre fingers: of which let Hepa, 
client euerie daie take fo; one whole monech. 5

_ 02 heade. Foꝛ certaine ſedes, as the Anniſe ſeedes, through the 


dghinneſle of chetr ſubſtaunce, and clamminelle togither which 


they poſſeſſe, doe migbtilte boile vppe - fox which cauſe, pou 


maie not by and by fire on the heade: but affer pou fe bubbles 


ariſe, and the vapour carried vpwarde, take of the Limbecke, 
and putting in a faire ſticke, ſturre the ſubſtaunce well as | 
bout. And on ſuch wife maie the fome oꝛ bubbles be reſolued 
into vapour, and bꝛeath vppe, which mate after wich a me ane 
fire bee qualtfied , and increaſed, at the will of the Pꝛacti- 
cioner. Mhich thus mitigated oꝛ alapde, ſette on pour 
Limbecke cloſe lated about, and diſtill oꝛ dꝛawe fo long vn⸗ 
till pou ſuppoſe that no moꝛe ofle bee contained within, which 
by ſight and taſte pou ſhall eaſilie and ſoone percepue , Foz 
when the dꝛoppes diſtilling, in taſte, carrie wich them no more 
bertue of the manifeſt qualitie of the ſerdes and ſpyces put in, 
then muff pou ceaſſe gathering ante moꝛe leaſt the matter ſticke, 
oꝛ burne in the bottome of the Cucur bite: chis bozrowed out of 
Cordus, N 4 
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A preparation of olles out of ſæds, as of the Fennell Anntſe, ze. 
is wꝛought after this maner, as the Authoꝛ gathe red and learned 
by the ſundꝛy letters wꝛitten vnto the ſingular Geſnerus in p Ger- 
maine tongue. Firſt, J tok(fatth he) ſuch a quantitte of ſeeds as 4 


thougbt necellarte, but a fiue oʒ ſix pounds alwapes: thoſe 4 ſo fa. 


ped 02 beat in a groſſe maner, that left no one (ede vnbꝛoken. 
uhich I then powꝛed into the Cucurbit. Alter J powꝛed vpon ſo 


much ſcalding oꝛ very hot water, that well couered the ſerdes and 


chen fet on che Limbecke oꝛ head, cloſe luted in the idint about, and 
Mopped the noſe chat no atre bꝛeathed forth: ſchich ſtanding to pu 
trifie for the 02 foure dates, J after diſtilled with a ſoft fire, and a 
falre ofle follo med ( ſo that che water by which the ofle palleth be bes 
rie colde)as pou were afore taught. his one matter ts woꝛchy to 
be conſtdered, chat the ofle of Anniſe feeds cannot in the ſummer 


time be diſtilled at al, ſo that cheir ſpirits then are ouer ſubtil. and 


the fennell feds at that time much ſubtiller then chem: which they 
euapoꝛate though the heate in that ſeaſon, howe eaſie ſoeuer pon 
make pout fire under, oꝛ laboꝛ pour diſtillation. So that the apteſt 
t meteſt time for the diſtillation of theſe, is in che winter: in that 
the colder the aire thal then be, ſo much the ſoner, ſchen the dile hal 
fall into the receiuer, wil it be courded togither, like to Camphora-. 
Wich then after pou ſhall ſtrain thꝛough a faire cloth all the wa 
ter then runnech chꝛough, but the ofle remaineth on the cloth: bid 
Jakter(ſaich che Authour) diſſolued into a gallte oz bꝛoad mouth 


glallſe fet in a ſtew sꝛ hote houſe, and che llewme ſo ſeparated. 


In the diſtilling of ſuch maner of oiles, mu fir be conũdered 
and noted, that a man map not prepare and diſtill moze then halle 
à pounde at a time. After remembꝛing, that the matter to bee 
diſtilled, be bꝛated oꝛ broken in a moꝛter, after a groſſe maner, and 
not in a ſubtill oꝛ fine powder. Ta this matter chen let a due 
quantitie of pure water be powꝛed, that it mate couer the fades, 
which after powꝛe into a copper Cucurbite, and well mixed togi⸗ 
ther, let on a copper bead, cloſe luted to the bodie in the ioint, that 
no apꝛe bꝛeath foꝛth . This diſtillation then ought to bee done 
thꝛough a veſſell filled wich colde water, the tinne oz leaden pipe 
tetching to the nole of the head, ayerebp the oile (in the diſtluing) 
mate not burne. All which thus pꝛepared, 2 8

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ſtow fire in che beginning, vntill che Furnate wareth hote, then 
increaſe pour heat oꝛ fire moze and inoze as the matter beginineth 
to diſt ill⸗ che water and oile all come, ſeparate the one from the o- 
ther aſter arte.

An oile of Cloues is like prepared ¢ gotten as the oyle of Fue 
niper berries, and not as the ople of Cinamon.Zhis ople is farre 
ſoner and eaſter purchaſed, if the fame diſtillstion be done with 
waters, as either raine oꝛ ponde waters, oꝛ other moze daintie 
waters. Lhe Clones beſides haue a farre moze moyſture contat: 
ned in them, chen bath the Cinamon. Shere bee ſome ( yea many) 
* prepare and gette an ople of Cloues, by onelie peel

Take of clones ichat quantttie yon will, choſe beat in a groſle 
maner, vhich after ſtiepe in Noſe / water ſo long, butil you thinke 
it hath thꝛoughly purchaſed the qualities and effects of che cloues. 
Then take a quantitie of god Almonts,cleane and ſchite ſcraped

maruellous olle be dꝛa won, ſeruing onto diners diſeaſes, and very

wind much auafling, tk two dams of it be taken in the moꝛning

patne full griefe in the bꝛeaſt, pꝛoceeding of flewme: the Collicke 
paſſtons alſo, and all griefes that commeth of winde: it coꝛredeth

faire is the ople of Lurpentine, and bath few Feces oꝛ groundes 
in the bottome of the bodie after the diſlillation, fo it is in a mae 
ner all oile ot it felfe, and the greateſt part of it is by diſſ illation 
gotten oꝛ dꝛawne into ople. Foꝛ an ople is purchaſed out of it, 
eiche r by foꝛce of an extreame colde laboured, oꝛ of an extresme 
hotnelle done:euen as out of all matters in a maner, chis map be 
dzawne.

| A Mater oꝛ ofleof Cynamon is to bee required and coueted 


before other waters and oiles, as che Cynamon it felfe 
in reſpec to other ſpices. And che Cynamon is of a ſubtile heate. 
ſhꝛough bbich it elpectallp anatlety in the winter, in chat it 
ſtrengchnech then moze the flomacke , and marueploullp putteth 
awap all euill and coꝛrupt moyſtures of the ſtomacke, aud des 
fendeth it from coꝛrupting at all: it alſo ſharpeneth the ſight. and 
openeth anie manner ſtopping of the veines, and marueploullie 


comloꝛtech the heart. But an oile diſtilled of it, doch anſwere in 


generall to a naturall baulme, which within helpeth all putrifac 
tion, and wichout the bodie cureth all frech woundes oz blcers. 


And che diſtilled water mightily auaileth in all colde diſeaſes, 


as well ol men as ol women, efpeciallp which haue a ſtomacke ſo 


atleded, chat they haue no appetite. Wiben the ſpirites allo bes 
weakened, oꝛ the patient weake, a dꝛaft of this water, with a little 


of god malmeſie, oz of the ſupce of (he Pomegranate, taken by 
the mouth, wonder fully auatleth and helpeth. Men in a manner 
dead, by dꝛopping 02 polvzing a dꝛoppe oꝛ two into the mouth, 
doch recouer the perſon in a lwoune oꝛ traunce: eſpecially which 
to olde men many times hapneth, this is the pꝛelenteſt remedie, 
Mid wines and other motherly women with vs, carrie of this 
water wich them, and vſe of the ſame wi pꝛoſperous fucceffe, 
to pong women in the dangerous tranaile of childe. Foꝛ boch 
in the haſtening and helping faz ward of the birth, it is the woꝛ⸗ 
thict remedie. The lundꝛie maners that a water and ople mate 
be diſtilled ¢ gotten out of the Cinamon, thal by a few examples 
dere be vttered. Some there be which ſtiepe the Cinamon before 
in Rofetwater, others in white wine: many dꝛawe it in a Cw 
curbite luted about, but then is the ſubſtance lightiy burned. 


It the fame be diſtilled in a bladder (chich che Apochecaries vſe) 


it cannot then be done without the great quantitie of Cynamon. 
he beet maner and waye of dꝛawing thele, is in the vapour of 


fit water: but as touching the reberfall of thete,is bere lu 
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Che Poticaries (certaine peares paſt) were wont to ſtiepe the 
einamon foʒ certaine dales in Roſewater, as chat which regar⸗ 
ded the heart, and was alwaies applped fo; the recouerie of 
ffrength : and foz chat a little quantitie of the water hach not 
his ſmell, the water is eſtermedot the leſſer value wich manie. 
And fo; chat cauſe better it is, chat the Cinamon be ſtieped before 
the diſtillation, in olde plealant white wine, fo: a cer taine time. 
Foz on ſuch wile prepated, the diſtilled water is cauſed the excel 
lenter, and in piercing moze effectuons. — n 
Che maner of preparing a water out of cinamon, which Gel 
nerus receiued of a certaine friend of his, that made great trpals, 
and often diſtilled the fame. Lette one pound of choſen cinamon 
be gotten, uhich beate fo fine, that the powder map pale though 
à fine ſteue, yet the whole pou map not woꝛke to powder · after 
put all into a cucurbite, on which powꝛe of the water of Bozrage 
of Bugloſſe, ot Endiue, and of baulme, of each halfe a pint, thefe 
let Gand to intuſe in a glaſſe cloſe ſtopped, for foure oꝛ ſſue dapes, 
After out of this cucurbite oꝛ glaſſe bodie, lette the whole be (hit 
led into a copper bodie, iich pou ſhall place in a Furnace with 
his bead (ct bpon,¢coling beake faſfned to after art: and beware 
that the bodie ſtand not ouer nigh the fire, but that an iron plate 
full ol holes, bee fixed in the middle betwerne, that the fire map 
‘fe vent thꝛough, and the vapour be (ent vpwarde. Firſt kindle 
oz beginne with a ſoft fire, vntill the diſtillation bee ſomeſchat 
tome, but increaſe after the fire bigger and bigger, that it may the 
ſpædilier diſtill forth.

little and little, ontill certain tite fumes pſſue foꝛth, and fo long 
maintaine pour fire, vntill no moze licour will diſtill foꝛch. And 
this laf diſtillation, will be of a Rubine colour: with ichich (f you 
wet the baites , it dieth them of the colonr of golde, and maketh 
the hatres grow verie faire and long. But waching the face with 
tbe Gir water, maketh it comelie and faire, and pꝛeſerueth the 
lkin a long time from appearing old. cheſe two, haue many nos 
ble women vſed, and founde great vtilitie by them: as well foz 
che face, as colour ing the haire, to their great admire don, as wꝛi⸗ 
tech che Authour, Leonarde Fiorauant.

But after the wetting of the haires beware 
chat it toucheth not the {hin oꝛ fleſh. fs “as 
An olle out of fat war. dꝛawn by Chymick, oꝛ Chymiſtick arte, 
moſt excellent vnto the ſoftning of hard lwellings: in p it migh⸗ 
tilie pierceth, ſoltneth, and diſſolueth, and this is na common me⸗ 
dic ine in beinging wounds to faire ſcarres, fo that within a lewe 
dates, after the clofing of the wound, vou bfe to applic of it, leaſt a 
new inflamation be cauſed. he ofle is on this toile pꝛepared:take 
new waxe (and Geſnerus ſudgech virgin ware to be taken) and che 
ſame efpectalite fat. achich you hall leaſurelie melt in fone veſſel, 
with a loft fire, and the fame pou ſhall often waſh, and thzuſt hard 
togither in wine, abich pou ſhall melt agatne, and into the fame: 
molten, hall ou put many ſmall pieces broken, or Cyles made 
glowing hote, uhich may ſo dꝛinke vp much ol the ware, and his 
doe a ſecond, and thirde time, inerde Mall require, vntill all the 
waxe be thus dꝛunke vp: ubich done put all your ſmall and fine 
es ol Cyles, into that croked bodte named a Retoꝛt, che fame 
18645 Aa. tit. dlligentlie 
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diligentlie kente with the lute of wilenom tu uhich kalten a recea 
uer, to recriue the dꝛops diſtilling: the fir which commeth wil be 
a water, but in the end will a moſt pure oile diſtill forth ahich pou 
may ble onto the mollifieng and foftning of members: this Bar- 
tholomeus Maggius, in the cure of hard ſwellings: J learned ( ſaith 
the authour) of a certaine Alchimiſter in Padua, in Italie, chat 
fad verie well washed, alter ſifted and mixed with the ware mol ⸗ 
ten, would let the rifing and bolling op of the waxe. Were bee 
fone, which to ware, and al other Noſen ſubſtances to be diſtilled, 
put to glaſle fine bꝛought to powder, by dhich meanes it letteth 
the rifting of the ware, but this then cauſeth in the diſtillatton, chat 
the oples after diſtilled wich it, purchaſe a certaine ſtrange and an 
vngrate full ſauour, hough the ſalt Alkali, fo> ſchich cauſe, this 
onght vtterly to be refuſed. Some fay chat in the diſtilling it ma 
keth a noiſe, as it would bꝛeake the glaſle. Che oile of ware woꝛ⸗ 
kech miracles, in the ceaſing of paines, as of the gotwte,and ioint 
aces. This to conclude, is a ſingular remedie to manie griefes, 
and a moſt temperate oile: for vpich cauſe, it is highlie commen⸗ 
ded in wounds, and vlcers. / 

An olle of ware,that healeth the clefts and chops of the bips,and 
chops oz other ſoꝛeneſſe that happen on the Tettes of womens 
bꝛeaſtes: boꝛro wed out of a wꝛitten boke in the Italian tongue: 
take of the ofle of new ware diſtilled by a glaffe, in the fame ma- 
ner altogither as the ofle of Frankenſente is diſtilled: wich this 
olle annoint the chops of the hips, and Lets of womens bꝛeaſfes, 
and they are ſpædily healed: and it nothing hindereth that the child 
ſuck in che night time, foꝛ this taketh awate the paine. 

An ople of ware miraculous and diuine, chat helpech moſt dil 
eaſes, and healeth a great wound in tenne oꝛ twelue dates at the 
moſt, but a little wound in thꝛe daies, by applying of the oyle on 
the wound, e clothes wet in it on the place, it ſtaiech alſo the ched⸗ 
ding of the haire ar the head e beard - and giuen to the quantitie of 
one dꝛam by the mouth, mightilp deliuerech che collick, k windie 
gripings of the bodie. che making of the foꝛeſaid oyle, is on this 
wile: take a glaſte Retozt, aich diligentlp iute, into tbich put luch 
quantity of waxe as pou think neceſſary, fo that it excædeth not 
the balfe of the glate,¢ to each pound of the ware, adde foure oun · 
ces of beich in powder, a vather moze aptip (mabe the toare into 


many 
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many ſmal balles, with the powder of the bꝛicke) nich after put 


into a Retoꝛt, ſetting it into a pan of aſhes oꝛ ſande, vnder tchich 
make 8 foft fire, vntil all the ofle be come, iich although it con⸗ 
leale a chicken in the glaſſe, it foꝛceth not (faith the anthour) as 
touching to his perfeaton:fo2 it you ſhould diſtill the oile fo often 
ouer, vntill tt will no moꝛe conieale, it would be ouer hete, and 
fharpe to take by the mouth: fo that once diſtilled ſufticeth, to be 
giuen in ward, and to annoint on the outward parts of the body: 
that al wales helpeth, and neuer harmeth. his borrowed out of 
the grerke pꝛactitioner, Leonarde Fiorauant. 

An oile of Koſen ſimple,.ſeruing vnto ſundꝛie vſes, diſtilled on 
this wiſe:take a glaſſe Retort, being well fenfed with lute, into 
this put of Koſen, vnto the quãtity of halt᷑ the glaſle ful,¢ to euer ie 
pound adde of fine ſifted aſhes thee ounces, ſchich after ſet into a 
pan filled with far oz aſhes, ſtanding in a Furnace, onder tchich 
make a (oft fire:and the firſt abtch commeth will bee a water, the 
fame letting a time, wil be moſt cleare: after it followeth an ople. 
(bp making the fice ſtronger) chat idueth forth of s Nubine colo2, 
the fame (after the fetling) certaine dates, kepe ina glaffectofe. 
ftopped:y water firſt come, ſerueth vnto ſundꝛy purpoles,among. 
ſcich, t miraculoully curech the lwellings, and choppings of the 
hands, proceeding of cold in che winter time, by holding them ũrit 
duer the fume of hote water boiling in the euening: t annointing 


them after with the diſtilled water, t then drawing on gioues on 


the hands, by ſchich doing. this bealeth them in a ver te ſhoꝛt time. 
his alſo doth ſperdily cure the foule icurfe of cheſhead, the ſcab c 
other like matters. The ofle ſeruech in many griefes,efpectallp in 


al maner of cold griekes if p they be inward, by taking one ſcru⸗ 
ple at a time, by the month faſting:and it any griefes be outward, 
then annoint of it on the plates:t on great wounds, annoint only 


of this ofle without eicher applping plaiſfer oz tent, and it cureth. 
in a (hoot time: and a bꝛuſe in like maner annointed with it doth 
ſperdily diſſolue the ſame : and ſundꝛpy other matters thts doch not 
here mentioned this out of the greeke Fiorauant. 

An Oyle of Frogges, right profitable to ſuch pained wilh che 
Gowte, to ioint aches, members ouer febled, tote deſeription 
Geſnerus reteiued, of the learned Georgius Pictorius: ta ke of ople

be conſumed in the Spper pot. Mith this fat and powder of the 
rot of Caphars mixed togither, che Scroſtles annointed fo; eigh 
dates togicher, are thꝛoughly healed. 5 Nah 
An oyle of Scorpions diſtilled, agsinſt polſons, boꝛro wed aut of 
à twitter boke:take of the oldeſt oyle Oliue, as much as pon wil, 
into it put of Scoꝛpions, fo manꝝ as pou can purchale & gather, 
in the month of Julie, to ſchich after adde, ok tchite Dittante, of the 
leaues of wozmewod, of Bittonie, ot᷑ Ueruaine, and of Wofema:

miracles. DF abich the one and firſt. named the olle and Quinte 
ſence: che other and ſecond, the Aas amd the 9 Slade 
oe pꝛecious ſtone.

T. preparing and making of an Dple of — = 30 tte 

J receſued and learned of a certaine friend, is on this wife ; 
take of crude Antimonie, and of crude Tartare, of each halſe a 
pound, che ſe after the beating togither in a moꝛter, oʒ labour ing 
on a Mone; put into a pot well glaſed befoꝛe, the mouthof which 
let be cloſe couered, wich a couer and inte, that no aire after breath 
lozch, nd the pot fo prepared, giue to the potter, to fet among other 
pots to bake in his furnace. oꝛ by this burning it is made a paſte 
and blackiſh oꝛ ſwartiſe red of colour, rounde foʒmed, and eaſilie 
bꝛonght to powder: which after the pot is through cold, and the pot 
opened, let the ſubſtante be taken forth, beaten, and bꝛought again 
into ſine powder, after powꝛed againe into another pot well gla: 
fed, on ſchich pode diſtilled vineger fo much, that it may lie two 
fingers bꝛeadth aboue the ſubſt ance: this pot then ſet on a Fur⸗ 
nace to be heated, that the vineger may appꝛoach and dꝛawe to a 
rednelle, and with the ſame coloured. And it onght to and on the 
Furnace, foz three oꝛ foure houres, the vinegar after ſhitted inta 
à dif ill atoꝛie of glaſle, and ocher bineger powꝛed vppon and tho 
fame ſo often do (I fappofe fire 02 eight times) vntill the vineger 
be no moze coloured. All that coloured vineger poured forth, diſt il 
by a Limbecke, chat the vineger may fo bee feperated by diſtilla⸗ 
tion, and the redde ſubſtaunce abide op remaine in the bottome. 
TThich done, bꝛeake the glaſſe, taking the abole forth , “bleh clea⸗ 
uech oꝛ ſticketh to the glaffe , and put into an ppocraſe bag made 
of tchite cloth, the ſame hang i in a cold and moiſt leber, chere the 
olle will diſtill foꝛth dꝛop by dꝛop, into a glaſſe ſtanding vnder. And 
in this maner, was a certaine Pꝛadiſioner, wont otten to pꝛe- 
‘wares mite te ant ae 
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An olle ot Antimonie alto is gotten after this maner , commu⸗ 
nicated to Geſnerus, by a mot ſkilfull practitioner, in the making 
of this matter. L ct the Antimonie be bꝛought into molt fine pon · 
der, and powꝛed into a glaſſe bodie,on ſchich amok fharpe wine 
vineger powzed, and the fame diſlilled, Fiepe on a ſoſt heate of 
fire ( leaſt the glalle bꝛeak ) ſo long time, vntill the vineger be dane 
ged red. We fame thus coloured, potwze into another glaſſe, æ on 
the Feces potwze new diſtilled vineger, vntil the fame in like mae 
ner bath purchaſed a red coloꝛ. heſe potuzings vpon, z additions 


of new vineger on the Feces, ought fo often to be repeated, vn⸗ 


till the polvders ſende out of them no moꝛe redneſſe. The vine 
ger all gathered ought to be diſtilled with a foft fice, vntill the 
redneſſe beginning a little and little to chicken, ſeeme to a- 
rife and appeare in the head. en are the vellels to be coled, and 
the red licour, ſet to digeſt vnder hote hoꝛſedung fo? xl. dates, vn⸗ 
till it attaineth the perfit foꝛme ol an ofle. The ſame fome af- 
firme to be fo wert as ſugar, to ceaſe all paines of woundes, and 
to heale them perfitlp as certaine weite: beſides it doth maruai· 
louſly cure troubleſome and tedious vlcers, and ſuch Cankred. 
Another ſecret of Antimonie, hich alfe vnto the thite Woke, 
not meanlie auailech: take of Antimonie bꝛought to powder, xi. 
ounces, of Tartare calcined ix. ounces, theſe after the mixing 
together, put into a golofinithes melting pot, bhich clofelte luted 
@ ſtopped, fet into a furnace foʒ two houres, and it will well be cals 
cined, che ſame after it be coled, and the mouth of the pot opened, 
pou ſhall finde the ſubſtance in the pot, to bee of a darke aſhie co- 
lour, mixed wich certaine pellow ſpottes. This then beaten in a 
mozꝛter, put into hote water, and boiled in an pron panne, let che 
bhole bee after diſtilled by Eltering , bhich diſtillech like to lpe. 
The firk water iſſewing is red and troubled, uhich poured after 
on the Feces, wil diſtill and be gathered cleare. his water then 


euapoꝛate in aglaſſe Cucurbite in lande, vntill the ſubſtance be 


left dꝛie, oꝛ the molſture reſolued. Wut this matter left in the 


ande diffi as fir dt wich a ſolt fire, after with a ſtronger, vntill 
che ſpirits of the Antimonie begin to alcend, and begin as it were 


to colour the necke of the Limbecke like gold. hen let the mat⸗ 
ter in it ſelke, be circulated. Some repoꝛt, that tf thinne ſilner 
plates be laid in this that they are tholte gilded, and appeare like 
Gold, in ſuch manner, that rubbed with the touch Fone, they yet 

b appeare 
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appeare as gold. But J ſuppoſe (faith the Authour) that it will be 
far better, ir the firſt tronbled water coloured bee kept a part, and 
new poured on the Feces:ſdꝛ peraduenture the fecond and third 
water, would dꝛawe and carrp with them moꝛe of the rednelle of 
the Antimonie, ſchich alter gathered into one. map then be dzatone 
with a (oft fire, vntill the oilte rednelle appearing. 

Another maner, Which à certame practitioner offen exerciſed ¢. 
vſed let fri the rednelle of the Antimonie, dꝛawn many times by 
the dill illed vineger, as is aboue taught, z let the exhalation of the 
vineger be after done on a foft fire, and the red powder pꝛeſerued 
in the bottome. Let the Quintellence then of wine be powꝛed to 
it, and ffand to circulate togither fo2 forty daies: this after maie 
ſafelie be miniſtred by the mouth, into the bodie. 

Another maner of fhe fame authour:take the Tartare calcined: 
vntoa uhiteneſſe, let it run with the Antimonie ina goloimithes. 
Crucible, this after bꝛought into poboder, dillolue in hote wat er: 
and pou fall fo find a certaine rednelle to (wim aboue the water, 
all abich gathered, t put into a retoꝛt, a wat er firſt iſſueth, anda 
moſt beantifall red ople after followeth, let the ſame be circulated. 
fo2 xl.daies, and the be ff oile of Antimonie will then be purchaſed, 
leſſe coꝛroſine. And this maner cho that can vnderſt and ¢ com 
page chal attaine a ritch oile, ſingular in manie cauſes. 

Another ople of Antimonie, learned of a Frenth Emper icke: 
take of Antimonie two pounds, of Lartare,¢ of ſalt nyter, of each 
thꝛer ounces, ot copper Inciſi one pound, al the ſe grinded togither, 
put after into a glaſle bodice ,z not vnglaſed bodie, wich {ct into a 
kurnace, make a great fice for thꝛæ heures. Alter the cwling of the 
veſlell by the olon accoꝛd bꝛeake the voſlell, 1 pou fall find in che 
bottom the Mercury of the Antimony ſeperated from b bꝛimſtone, 
ſhich pou thal feperate from the vpper: this done, burne after the 
vpper face fo long vntil it become impalpable, ⁊ of ared colo2, the 
fame then put into a glaſſe limbeck wel tuted ik it afore be diſſol⸗ 
ned in moſt ſtrong vmeger. NAhich diſtill after the maner and oꝛ ⸗ 
der of frong water, and pou thal poſleſle a moſt pꝛecious olle like: 
to blond. Note, that the Mercurie dꝛawne out of the Antimonie, 
is a moſt pure golde, with which ik you will colour, take then of 
the olle of Antimonie one ounce, of eÆris vſti, and of Viridis æris, 
of each hoe oe Germilion oz Cinnabaris fifteen ae 
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falt nyter fine ounces, ol the aboueſald tite gold konre pounds, 
the ſe put into an earthen vetlel well luted, and ſet in an open far ⸗ 

nate, with fire for fire houres, and pou (hall then ſinde a cytrine 
malle: hich put vnto the roiau cemente, after vnto Capella, 

and pou ſhall obtaine moſt pure golde. But theſe ropall cements, 
and the Capellas alſo, do goldſmiths pꝛepare and make. 

Another deſcription of the ople of Antimony, not to be contem⸗ 
ned, communicated to Gefnerus by à ſłilfull pꝛadiſioner, and bes 
rie ſtudious in theſe matters. Take of Antimonie fee poundes 

oꝛ foure, which diſlolue in a goldſmiths pot. chat it maie run. After 
powꝛe a meaſure of vineger, into an earthen glaſed befell :tbich 
done, and the Antimonie molten, let him then inſt ill by great care 
and diligence, a little of this molten Antimonie into the vineger 
(taking diligent care, that pou infill not to much at one time, in 
that the vellell then bꝛeaking, pou ſhoulde loſe both oile and pour 
laboꝛ) and a red fume inil bꝛeath foꝛth, and the vineger alſo will bes 
tome fo red as blond. So that by times, and a litle and litle, i euen 
by dꝛops as it were, muſt the hole Antimonie be thus inſtilled. 
Ioꝛ the fame is in a glaſſe bodie, chat the vineger floting aboue if, 
muſt alwaies be feperated,¢ fo often, as it is molten in the gold 
ſmithes veſſell. he Antimonie then muſt be againe molten in the 
Crucible, as afore, and as the fame ſhall be molten, it muſt then 
by litle and litle be inſtilled into the vineger, as aboue taught, and 
the fame ought to be repeated ſeuen times, chat it mate fo dꝛawe 
and gather both the pꝛopertie and rednelle. The vineger is con- 
famed by the ſame oꝛder, and for thet cauſe muff other vineger be 
powꝛed vpan (fo2 it the pot oꝛ befell Hall remaine either emptie, 
oꝛ be ouer filled, che beffell boeaketh - for ſchich cauſe, pou muff cfs 
peciallte take hede of the exceſſe) leaſt the veſlell by luch meanes 
bꝛeaketh. Wat tf it ſhall be repeated ſeuen times, let ỹ red vineger 
in a glaſte bodie diligentlie luted, be diſtilled in aſhes: and a dchite 
vineger will iſſue, but the ople remaineth behinde in the bottom. 
Which on this wiſe done, and the ſpꝛing oꝛ Conduite water left 
fo wich the ofle for a time, that ſoftlie powꝛed forth, and diſtilled 
againe, the ſauour of the vineger mate fo be taken from the oyle. 
dhe ſame after it (hall be thus twiſe togither oꝛdered, that is, the 
ſecond time Conduite water ſhall be powꝛed vpon, and by diſtil- 
lation ſhall after ſeperate the ſame, pou ſhall then obtain a 8505 
97301 a 1 OR 
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dolle of Antimonie, in the bottome of the Cucurbite oꝛ glaſſe body. 
But this forine and maner of diſtilling cannot ſo well be vttered 
and deſcribed in woꝛds, as by demonſtration to the ete, and fight 
ol the ſams done. 

his wate and manner allo of making che oyle Antimonie, is 
not to be contemned: wich as it ſhould fame, Theophraſtus Pa- 
racelſus, act oumpted for a rare ſecrete. He toke of Antunonie 
halte a pound, ef Sugarcandie fire ounces, the ſe brought to fine 
ponder , diſtill in lande, oz in Balneo, actoꝛding to arte. Okthis 
ople take an ounce, of Aloes ſuccott ine balfean ounce, of am 
ber two dꝛams, of Saffron thꝛæ dꝛams, theſe after reduce into a 
malle, ot abich make {mal pilles, accoꝛding to diſcretion: let three 
of the ſe be miniſtred oꝛ giuen by the mouth, wich the conferue of 
Bozage, before the fit of the Ague, and the patient pꝛocured to 
ſweat it it be poſſible. 

J heare of an otle of Antimonie, to be diffilled in the woꝛchy ci⸗ 
tie of Vlmes in Germaine, by a notable Phiſition, in the like oz · 
der and manner, as the ſtrong wat er (oꝛ water of ſeperation) is 
wont to be made. Thich afore Wrought into moſt fine powder, x 
mixt with a ſmall quantitie of god Aqua vitz - for thus pꝛepared, 
it map aptlie bee applied and giuen by the mouth, fos the hea⸗ 
ling of vlcers within the bodie. Such an offe alſo is exertiſed and 
pied of the Chirurgians, in the citie of Noremberge, ſchich appli⸗ 
ed, doth loꝛ with cate o2 take awaie ſuperfluous, oꝛ rotten fleſhe. 
This oile of the Antimonie is pꝛepared, with the ſalt Gemme, and 
Ammoniacum. 

Another maner of oile there is, lhicha certaine pꝛaaiſtoner 
dꝛunk before me(but cerfaine allirme the fame not to be an oile, 
but rather a certame waſhing oꝛ lye)pet J ſuppoſe the ſame faith 
the auchour) to bee diſtilled. Others affirnie it to be prepared, 
like the oyle of Mitrioll: ot ſchich matter, read moje in that bwke 
named Cœlum Philoſophorum, there the maner of ſuch a pꝛepa⸗ 
ring, and this oile is fully taught. And J geare (faith the autour) 

that the Chirurgtans of Noremberge doe much and often vſe 
this oyle. 

There is beſſdes a certaine ople pꝛepared and made, ulich 
bp reaſon af the redneſſe, is named the blond of Seibum⸗ uhich 

dile is moſt ſingular vnto creping vlcers, and maligne to 17

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for this dꝛieth and taketh away all the malignity of the mꝛand this 
olle is made after this maner, out of the learned Fallopio of Pet⸗ 
tals oꝛ mines. hep tabe(fatth he) the Regulu of Antimonie, which 
is here ment the Antimonie, fiue oꝛ fire times molten and cooled. 
Joꝛ they take the Stibium, melting it, and letting it cole which 
they aga ine melt, and cole the ſame, and proceed after this maner 
‘onto the fift oꝛ ſixt time: fo that the Stibium bhich the laſt time re⸗ 
maineth coled and compact, they name Regulum. Pow they take 
fois Regulum, and foften it on a marble, on which they powze the 
diſtilled vineger then the fame ſhall be verie well ſoltned they 
put into an ppocraffe bag to filter, and poure diſtilled vineger vp⸗ 
on, vntil the Antimony ſhalbe tcholie diſſolued ¢ molten through, 
and that nothing remaineth behind in the filter oꝛ bag, but all fil 
fred into che veſlell ſet vnder. hey after take the fraining, oꝛ 
that licour, and put it into a Limbecke, and dꝛawe forth a lp- 
cour dich dꝛawne, chere remaineth a certaine ſubſtance in the 
bottome of the Limbecke , like to a red Feces, which thep take, 
and put into a filtring cloch, hanging it in a moilt place, that the 
feces map fo melt (chꝛough the moiſture of the place) into a befell 
ſtanding vnder: and the fame which melteth and runneth through, . 
is the otle, dchich ocherwiſe is named the bloud of the Antimonie, 
dà medicine (as aboue bifered ) the notableſt vnto creping and 
wicked vlcers. 
An oyle of Antimonie, ſchich is che flo ver of all mettalles, red 
in colour, as the Rubine (fo2 ſo doch ſome commend it) it mate 
ſafely be taken by the mouth, vnto the waight of thꝛee graines: 
for in taſt it is wert, partaking moſt lighilie of a ſharpneſſe: hee 
valewed foure dꝛams walght of it, at two Crownes. He knewe 
little vſe oꝛ none of it, yet inuented (he at the firſt) to fell che ſame 
of a great pꝛice. Amy ſelfe taſted ( ſaich the authour) and founde a 
certame ſwetneſſe ot it, and ſaw the redneſſe tending vnto a ſan⸗ 
guine colour:and a dꝛop oꝛ two let fal into water went to che bot⸗ 
tome. his out ok a letter ſent vnto Gefherus, 
Another redde oile of Antimonie, the aboueſaide perſon hath, 
tbich J(ſaich the authour) neuer ſawe, vnlike to the firſt colour, 
and of a burning qualitie, uhoſe ſmalleſt portion pꝛouoked the 
bladder, and burned, that onto this day, the leaſk poꝛtianof it, dare 
not ſalelie be giuen, though the wicked qualitie not ſuffictentlie 
: cogrected 
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3 of the crude qualitte, J cannot ſuſkite report.) 
Mis oile powꝛed to Aqua fortis (though the vitrioll, the Alome, 
and ſalt peter) it ſtaineth Mercurie of a hellow colour. Cheſe 3 vn 
derſtod ol him in that J could not coms to the fight of it: he eſtæ⸗ 
med oꝛ valued halt an ounce of this oile: at a Floꝛeyne. ibis 3 
learned bp the letters ef a certaine Phiſttion vnto Gefnerus,. 

Che oile oꝛ Quinteſlence of Antimonie, then the ſame ts 
prepared and made after a dewe foynte and maner, is à moſt pre 
cious medicine, to bee vſod as well wichin the bodie as ‘without, 
and the quantitie of one dꝛop gitter af a time by the mouth, either 
wich wine, oꝛ bꝛoth, oꝛ ante other diſtilled water, doch as wel emp⸗ 
tie the bootie by vomiting as downewarde bpfiege? and fis 
ginen to a ſicke perſon; doth thꝛoughlie cure him ol ante cruve, 
and maligne kind of ſickneſſe: as by a triall, a furthet truth may 
be knowne.

And uhen all is come, chat will (Tue foꝛth vou haue pur chaſed the 
chicke licour, reſembling oꝛ dꝛawing neere to the licour of Amber. 
hich powꝛe into chꝛiſtalline and ſilner like plates, theſe fet a- 
ode in acold and cleare ſkie, che Porth wind then blowing, chat 

they map thicken and frase (for theſe will then be like as we haue 
ſerne ) m the end we haue melted them wich ſo little a heat, as the 
Gum is molten: they anndint with this, deſperate Cankers left 
as incurable, the palſte members, the Apoplexie, and ioint aches: 
and they inwardlie miniſter two oz thee graines at che moff, 
finelie bꝛought to powder. And J heare that he gaue to the perſon 
Anfecten with che plague, not bleeding by vaine afore, uhich ſhoꝛtly 
alter died · but to another I heard, he gaue the fame doſe, but let 
ting him blond befoze, and he eſcaped with life. 

How the red ſpirits, is dzaton oꝛ gotten out of Antimony, is the 
moſt rare fecret of à certam notable hyzurgian. Take of pure 
Antimonie two oꝛ chꝛe poundes, this dꝛied and bꝛought into fine 
pouder, put into an ear then Cucurbite, vnder ſchich make a foft 
fire in the beginning, for twentie houres ſpace, after increaſe 
ꝓdur fire ſomſqhat hoter, the next ſtronger and ſtronger, vnto the 
ende of xxx vi. houres. In the bellie of the earthen Receauer oz 
Cucurbite, on the fide a high, faſten in a weden pinne, uhich now 
and then dꝛawne out of the hole, doth vtter and expzeſle the colour 
of the ſpirite bꝛeaching further and cleauing to, as firſt ubite, 
next pellowiſh and pellowe, and laff mantfettlie | redde, his ſub⸗ 
limation being thus per foꝛmed, and the beffels thꝛough colde ( che 
powder ſublimed by force of the fire) let it be purged from the re · 
eeauer eicher wich a feather oꝛ fof bares fte, and put into a 
Ketoꝛte, which let into Balneo Mariæ, uhers let a ſecond erhalta> 
tion be wꝛought, ſchich alforeccine and gather in a glaſſe oz ear 
then Receauer. Foz in he fame manner hall pou purchale a 
powder ſcholie ſanguine in colour And the receauers into dich 
the ſpirits oꝛ fume ot the Antimonie bꝛeatheth, ought alwaies to 
be cœled, with linnen clothes wet in cold water and applied vpon. 
For the Ueceauerscaled often, do by that meanes, dꝛam to them 
da much the foner,the tume ol the Antimony, Then e ae 
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the receauers ought to bee {et vpwardes, and the monfhes into 
uhich the Cucurbites are fired, placed downewardes, as the fi- 
gure hereafter plainer demonſtrateth. che Cucurbite into which 
the ſublimed Antimony muſt be put, ought to bee fenſed with the 
Ante of wiſedome. But the Cucur bites receauing, ought to be loꝛʒ⸗ 
med through the lute, to indure the fire. Let their necks bee long, 
in a maner of an arme lengch: and the bellie by that reaſon large, 
leaſt ſtuſled oꝛ filled wich the ſpirits it bꝛeakech. But let the necke 
be ſo large, that the hand to the elbow map eaſilie be put in, and 
dꝛabon out againe, euen as 51 figuee here to the eie doth mage 
perfeatic erpzelle.

Stimmi oz Stibium is molten in a ubite earthen crucible, and ſet 
ona fire, foꝛ certame houres (perhaps ten, pet doth not mee 
expꝛeſle the fame ) ahich after the thꝛough coling melt againe, as 
afoze taught, and through colde, repeat a third and fourthtime, fo: 
that pou ſhall not nerd to labour it (as the Authour ſuppoſeth) on 
à Marble ſtone a on ſuch wie, is his vapour by litle and litle con:

they wꝛite fo many matters although of the like it may be made, 
in that itis moꝛe earthly and of the groſler parts, for ſchich cauſe, 
although tne trie and find out ſundꝛie pꝛoperties of it oꝛ that this 


hach, pet doth it but little poſleſſe of the felfe fame vertues, which 


the aunctent aſcribe to theix pꝛoper glaſſe. And this is named che 
glaſle ot the Philoſophers, (although in verie derd) it be no glaſſe 
but rather acertaine naturall ſugar, and that werte, and cleare 
oꝛ to be ſæne though like Chꝛiſtall, and colde, as the pſe, conſea⸗ 


led. che preparation of this Antimonie, is not the felfe fame, o 
alike framed wich all perſons, by kchich reaſon it doch not cauſe 
noꝛ woꝛke a like effet. Mat if we could attaine, and purchaſe a 


true and ſure pꝛeparation of ted Antimonie, it were aſmngular 
treaſure wonne. 

Ol the vſe ol fhe e as he bath experienced, for on ſuch 
wiſe Geſnerus wꝛitech. he Antimonie prepared (as Mathiolus tite 
ſtructeth)à gaue in the pere 1563. and in the xxil. dap ol January, 
to àa Melancholp perſon ſoꝛe bered, ſchich had often allayed to dev 
Trop himſelfe, and a lleſhy pong man, fiue graines almoſt in pour 
der, mixed wit) à little conſerue of Roles and wine, framed in a 
bale oꝛ doſe (chat late before on bed for thze 07 foure dates, without 
eating in a maner ante meat, and could fearcelte lift vp bis head, 
but with a certaine turning about, and imagined that be ſawe Des 

uils, though abich he came ſoꝛrowful and feare ful, and with ſighs 
calling on God) within an houre after that a fat broth was giuen 
him, he ſtrongly vomited,¢ within a abttes akter he made ſundꝛy 
ſieges 02 oles togither, pet felt he after a mightie toꝛmenting € 
bering about the hart and belly, wich a grieuous headach ſoꝛe mos 
leſt ing, chat he neuer indured the like in all his life time, as he ree 
ported, (pet increaſed neuertheles the fickneffe, Prlancholie lur· 
king in him, and he became after maruatlous thirſtie ¢ dep, to the 
qualifieng of nchich, he had dꝛuntze ouer much water with wine) 
be refrained beſides ſupper, c ſlept nothing but late groning and 
ſighing al the night, and vomited againe the mo2roty folowing, to 
the taping of ubich J gave him Rob de Ribes with the firupe of 
rit ahaa the lürupe of Roles, wich wine and water warmed

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togicher, and coꝛdiall matters I applied on ſhe bꝛeaſt. The next 
date following was giuen to him bꝛoth, vhether he would o2 no, 
after abich he ſlept almoſt an houre, and he began then to ware 


better. Neuertheleſte J applied to the foꝛchcad, a linnen cloth wet 


in che water of Koſes, Lettuce, the oile of Koſes, ind bineger, 
nahich A commanded a god ublles before to be done, but they had 
negleded it. And 3 minded to haue miniſtred to him of the olle of 
vitriol, ik he had not amẽ ded o2 recouered fombbat, perhsps the 
eonſerue oꝛ ſirupe of Nymphea, 3 had giuen. che ſame night, 3 
willed to be giuen him a little quantitp cf new triacle after mid. 
night, ifthe vomiting ceaſed not, oꝛ that he flept not, but they gaue 
him to litle a quantity of it. ere note, chat I only licking my fin 
gers, uvhiles I mixed the medicine, within two howꝛes alter, felt 
an aking, and ſwimming oꝛ giddines of the head, t cat much wa 
ter and ſpitt le of my ſtomack, with a little griping and paine in 
the bottome of my bellie, eſpeciallie of the right ũde, and prono- 
king my ſelfe to vomit 3 dꝛank after of the ſtrupe ol wormewod 
warmed and amended. che fame Antimony was cleare, and of a 
peloty coloz,¢ to be feene though as a precious ſtone, oꝛ glaſſe, and 
lightlie bꝛoken between the terth. An the hoſpitall of Cygur ie in 
German to a certain other perſon mad, Geſnerus gau of the Sti- 
biti pꝛepared, and cleare as glaſſe, and nothing of the fuming mat · 
ter in it, ſire graines in fine pouder, and ichen he was about to vo 
mit, be ( byon the eating of bꝛead) ſent the matter downwarde, ſo 
that he felt but a little pame in che bellie, pet this after wꝛonght 
and cauſed faure ſieges oꝛ Toles. But the next dap after hee ſaſde 
and tomplained, that his head maruatloufite grieued him. Geſ⸗ 
nerusalis gaue to a dꝛopſie perſon, fire graines ol the Stibium. 
pꝛepared, darke and kuming a little , abich afier was gricuonfie 
bered about the heart, the paine continewing Onto the nerte 
moꝛrowe, and he purged nr oni Wee eee in 


guantitte. 
A certain notable ant fingotae preparer of the Antimony wrote 


to Geſnerus, that he had giuen; moze then to 4.bundzeth perſons 
pf euerie kind and age, this his Antimonie, not only without anie 


arme, but wich pꝛolperdus ſucceſſe. Me gaue of this to llue taken 
with the pefffient ague, cho alter recouered to health. Mee alſo 
. remedie in the Plague, but tho wot 
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mindefh to tecefue of the Antimony, may neither befdꝛe, noꝛ after 
the taking of if, blerde by vaine. Df this his Antimonie he ſent cers 
taine parts, being of thꝛe ſundꝛy colours, differing one from the 
other, of ichich the ſame, that was of a red colour, he pꝛeferred be⸗ 
‘fore the others; in that the fame taried a longer time in the fire, 
‘that it might attaine the colour, and fo the vertue breathed forth. 
But for chat it is a Deeper red to ſire, foꝛ that cauſe muſt a greater 
doſe oz quantitie be miniſtred. The fame perſou gaue of the red 
Amimonie, to a certaine man ſtrong of bodte, ſiue graines, but to 
{uch which were meane of ſtrength, and to women, be miniſtred 
only foure graines. And to the perſons weake of bodie, onlie ther 
grains. But tf any ſhalbe ofa mighty ſtrong complerion, then to 
him map fire graines be fafelie applied, but he thinketh not god 
to miniſter aboue chis doſe, abere neceſſitie requireth, it map bee 
miniſtred at anie time of the date, pea at midnight if nerd ſhalbe, 
fo that it be receaued fine oꝛ fre howꝛes after meat, nd before 02 
kxather after the taking, to faſt two 02 thre howzes. But there ne⸗ 
ceſſitte doch not fo vꝛge oꝛ require, che apteſt time in giuing of it, 
ſhalbe in the moꝛning, an howꝛe before the (anne rifing, J mints 
fer (fatth he) this Antimony againſt al agues, che dꝛopſie, che Jan ⸗ 
die, the bioudy fcouring, the melancholie of women, rewmes, 

the paines of the head, che french diſeaſe ſingularlp, a coſfiue bel- 
ly, che fletome and kulnelle of the bꝛeaſt and ſtomacke, a ſtinking 
bꝛeach proceeding ol the coꝛtuption of the ſtomack, petfons,fran- 
ſineſſe andmanp other diſeaſes, theſe hitherto be bis. Againſt the 
falling ſicknes take of the pouder of Antimony, ol Dꝛagons blod, 
of Caſtoꝛp, ot ech tivo dꝛams, cheſe brought to pouder and mixed, 
miniſter after Art, chis all put vnder the tong ol a child, if nerde 
requirech. i 3 
SGeſnerus alfe hach thus noted, by the tudgement ond opinion of 
ochers, of che maner of vſing of the ſame. che pole of Stimmess oꝛ 
Stibium to be pꝛepared and giuen to the ſtrong perſons, muſt be in 
waight eicher fine oꝛ fire grains, but to perſons weak of ſtrength, 
onely three oꝛ fonre graines, mired with {ugar Noſet, oꝛ UMiolets. 
To childꝛen being foure, fine, oꝛ fire pers old, giue but one grain 
walght and a halſe, in the Rob oꝛ ſirupe of Mal woꝛt oꝛ elder flow⸗ 
ers.

Thhep ohich mins to teceiue the Antimonie prepared, let them 
take it witha faſting ſtomacke, not eating any meat after, fo2 ſe- 
nen oz eight houres: but within a ibiles after the taking, let the 
perſon dꝛink alitle quantitie warme, ot the bꝛoch of Cicerum And 
beep within the houſe, foꝛ two daies ſpate, t moderately dzink tho 
time. Some vſe of the Stibium being onlie moſt finelie bought to 
powder and calcined, wich afhes oz lime in che fame maner, but it 

vache x feemeth (afer chat it be ſundꝛie times molten afore. a 
This belpeth ſickneſſes, and ſirſt the pellilence, and thofe alſo 
tebich be inleged with it, lone alter the fame is miniſtred· it is gi· 
nen beſides to purge, ſdʒ the pꝛeſeruation of health. At is alſo a frie 
gular me dicin, againſt poiſons dꝛunk. It ſecondarilphelpeth them 
ſchich be continually dered with hedach. At thirdlp ftatiech rewms, 
falling to the lungs It fourthly, belpeth the griefes. and paines ol 
che ſtomack, nd weakneſle of the fame, It doth fiftlp reme dy the 
dꝛopſie. Mis ſixtly, helpeth the hard fetching of bꝛeath, and hard. 
nelle to bꝛeath. is ſeuenthlie, doth cure, che particular palſſe. And 
eightly, this belpeth the falling ſicknes. N inchly, this cureth quar⸗ 
fain Agnes. che tenth is that the fame remedieth the melancholy 
the franticke, and mad per ſons. he eleuenth, dchoſe bodies do in⸗ 
cline to a kind of Lepꝛte, and be affected with a foule (cab .. Panie 
prepare and make pilles of Stibium, after this maner. Take of A- 
loes halfe an ounce, of Cinamon halte a dꝛam, of Cloues balfe a 
ſcruple, ot mafficke halfe @d2am;thefe arilie mird, make a maſſe 
of the bchole with Role water. Take of this maſſe, vnto the quanti- 
tie of thꝛe Cares, to ſchich mire thꝛe graines of che Stibium pꝛe-

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Cake of the pleaſant ſpiced wine, named Ipipocras,t tvs parts. oʒ 
the Julep folowing, one part: in theſe mixed togither dip a toſt of 
mhite bꝛead, on which after ſtraw of the powder of the elecuary ol 
the thee Sanders, and fo much of the pouders of the mint ¢ woꝛm 
wod . che Julep, is on this wiſe: take thre partes of the Aqua vite 
dꝛalon thꝛough a parchment ſkin wet with the oile of Anniſe feds 
02 with ſome other ſwert ſmell ing olle, and the fame diſtilled by the 
vapour only of Balneo Mariæ, and roſewater two parts. In fhe A- 
qua vite let a few cloues bee intuſed for a night, wich mixed togi⸗ 
the r. adde to ſugar, ſo much as ſhall ſuffice. he Frenchmen are 
wont to giue fome Cawdell, oꝛ bꝛoth, after the taking of the Anti- 
monie, then the perſon feleth himſelle pꝛouoked to vomit, that be 
map eaſilier vomit. This gathered out of the letters, ol a certa ine 
notable phiſition, vnto the ſingular Geſueru s. 
Accertamn Empertcke affirmeth, that it may at all times 02 al- 
waies be ſafely giuen to the ſicke of the quartain:and he allo vtte⸗ 
rech certaine proper experiments of the ſame. Foꝛ be gaue of the 
ſame, to a certaine dꝛopſte per ſon, and had god lucceſſe. Vet he af 
fir meth, p this patient at the firſt, was in great danger. Of whom 
hen we required to know che cauſe of thts, he anſwered, that he 

could not purchaſe the Antimon, ſufficientlie prepared. i 
. Loconclude,s certain practioner affirmeth, that the Antimony 
is and map fafelie be taben;for this kind of medicine (as he alled⸗ 
geth) hach the fame pꝛoperty of nature, chat it raiſeth oꝛ fendeth a- 
wap no benigne and pꝛofitable humour in the boop, but erpelleth 
onlie the noiouſe: md the fame either by ſweat, ich there it aps 
peareth, occaſion is then moued either by vomit, oꝛ byllwle. 
Certain do maruailouſlp extol the vſe of Antimony, t ſuppoſe it 
to paſle oꝛexcel al ather eme dies, in them ſchich be infected with ß 
peſtilenct:but I (faith a mot ſingular mã) in his letters vnto the 
learned Gefnerus, tihich haue the Antimony as well pꝛepared, as 
they haue know much harme don to manp in the gluing of it. Foꝛ 
in y taking of it, it greuoully afflicech oꝛ toꝛmenteth ! bort, ubich 
is eſpecially canſed ¢ wꝛought in peſtilent Agues, chis is certam. 
k the. bfe of Antimony, a certaine other learned man thus tts 
tech vnto D. Ge ſnerus: it anſwerech in all, as gold to life, both in 
the pꝛeparation.⁊ vſe. che Amimony in the vſe. but not in the pꝛe⸗ 
paration, chat it expꝛeſſeſh o reſemblech not the Jace int, oor 
eſtech. 
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feffcth. J nowe haue firſt pꝛepared it, and in the preparation of 
the fame, certaine haue trped it, as a perfite matter. So that in 
thep2 repoꝛt of pꝛadiſe, ¢ proper preparation trudmg, gaue thꝛæ 
graines of it to a certains perſon, cho within two howers and a 
halle after, vomited fire tymes, and went the times to the fwic, 
pꝛocuring noꝛ leauing after it any harme. 

Ol che Antimony pꝛepared, & his vie, another certaine learned 
chus wꝛyteth vnto D Geſnerus. J here lend to vou but a ſmal pece 
of Stibium prepared,as the learned Matthiolus vppon Dioſcorides 
inffruceth, of nich be vttereth a number of notable vertues, § 
if thofe were certaine and true, tho J belech pou were happyer 
then J: uchich map by this medicine ridde oꝛ delyuer my ſelt, from 
that my continual, and cruel ſicknes,.as he repoꝛteth there a ſtoꝛy 
of a tertaine perſon intombꝛed with much windines ot body, like 
cured. But J haue bled the powder of this vnto this day) r giuen 
tt moze then to 20. perſons, hauing ſundꝛy diſeaſes: in all ubich, 
this firſt procured vomiting, ¢ after ſundꝛy great ſleges oꝛ dwles, 

t thole without gricfe in che body after remaining, as Matthiolus, 
in the fame place affirmeth. And although certaine , of ot be- 
came after better, yet were none ſcholy cle red of their fickties. Jfo2 
ſchich caufe,abetber the fame perhaps map often be mmiſtred 
now doubt. but our noble perſons much allow e commẽd it feing 
it taken in fo fmal a quantity, doth fo ſingnlarlie i thaongblp purge 
coꝛrupt humours. am wont (ſaich he) to mixe this poyſon with 
moſt pleaſant conſerues, and iupces in ſuch maner, that withont 
anꝑ procurement to vomit ,thep map the willinger and lightlier 
{wallow downe the faite . my felfe(fatth be) haue fince ofed oz 
taken of it, to the quantity of two graines, there J other wiſe 
gaue the grames , foy truth, without any gricfe in a manner:

which put oz fet in a furnace of reuerberation, letting it there fo 
long remaine, vntill it be calcined vnto a rednelle, oꝛ become red. 
Alter it ſhall thus be calcined to a redneſſe, oꝛ be red, put the hols

mon Aqua fortis that it male dzinke in, in a hote place, which let 
ſd ſtand foꝛ twentie and foure houres oꝛ longer. che fame after ſet 
into a furnate, couering it wich lute and tiles, and that foure vent 
holes be made, at each coꝛner one. Meſe done, diſtill irk with 
fo foft a fre, chat foure muſic all ſtrokes map be made, betwene 
dꝛoppe and dꝛoppe falling: when no moze water diſtilleth, then 
muſt the fire bee increaſed, that the ſpirites maie iliue forth, 
which ſhall follo we to bee an oile.

Mich che water of Pimpernel it cleanſech the blond, 
chearech the heart, and maintainech naturall heate. Wlich the 
decoction of buglolle, 02 che water of the fame and alkicke, bel: 
peth the giodineſſe of the head. Mich the water of Sage, it auai⸗ 
let againſt the crampe . Mich the waters of Mataraurand Ba⸗ 
ſill it anatleth againſt the trembling or the heart. Mith che wa⸗ 
ters of Fennel and Uchithie of the mountaine, it belpeth che 
weak nelle of fight. Mich che water of che lower de Luce , it is 
gad againſt the rewmes of the head. With the water of che de 

coction ot Moles, it ſlaieth the bleeding of the noſe. Wich the wa ⸗ 
ter ol alden haire, it helpeth the congh. Mith the water of che 
Cytrone, it pꝛoculeth an appelite. Nlith the wat er ol Bittonie, it 

healeth all the belchings, and paines of the ſtomacke what if the 
patne ſhall be of abate cauſe, chen thall the ofle be rightlie giuen, 
wich roſewater, and Diarrhodon Abba, cis bozrobed out ot tho 
Italian ſecrets of Ty.

An olle of vitriol learned ol that ‘canal Georeius pa — 
ferus take of common vitrioll fo much as you will, out ot uch ich 
diſtill a water bya Lymbecke, as pou know: after take the feces 
od earth of the vitrioll ont of the glaſſe, ⁊ calc ine the ſame ſa much 
as is poſlible : chen powze the water tobich vou diftilled from it 
before, vpon the earth of the vitrioll calcined , which atter ſet into 
& dꝛie wine Cellar , and pou ſhall attaine che true oile of vitrioll. 
Wut the earth of p vitrioll calcined, ought afore to be wel bꝛaught 

to powder, and the water then powꝛed vpon it. Mith this oile, aw 
vermilion, make as pou kno Waden the coniealing ol Mercurie. 
his fir borrowed out of an old A hymie boke witten. 

Another maner: chat you mate make the nile of bax, take ol 

omane 
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Nomane vitriol Hnelie brought to powder, twentie poundes, 
wohlch dillolue by little and little on coales in a pot oꝛ pan not gla⸗ 
ſed, and after the vitrioll ſhall be molten, fuffer it alter ſo long to 
bolle, vntill it bee well dꝛied. Which done, let it bee diligentlie 
bꝛong ht to powder and powꝛed into an other vellel not glaled, but 
well and cloſe couered, that no filth nos duſt fall into it. After this 
acieare and vehement fire of coles made, abouc ¢ beneath tt, that 
the bitriol may become ſo redde as vermilion: of this vitrion 
bought and made ſo rede, take twelue poundes, which poloꝛe 
into a Retoꝛte verie well luted: wich bis Neceiuer, like luted:

With the water of Plantaine, pꝛeuaileth 
againſt the plur ile, and ſuch which ſpitte bloud , —— hel⸗ 
peth Mith the wat ers ol Doder, and Palden bate, auailech as 
pen the plurifie. Mich che water of Roles, o wine of Pome⸗; 
granats, suaileth againſt ſwouning. Mich the water of the rinds 
of che Cytrone, recouerech the weakneſſe of appetite. Mich mint 
Water, auaileth againſt the weaknelle and coloneffe of fomacke. 
With the water of Dyatities , qualifiech sgainſt the paine of a 
bote ſtomacke. Mich the water of Purcelane auailech and ers 
tingulſheth thirſt. With the water of Bittonie, taketh awate 
belching, and paine of the ſtomacke : and ik the pate be of a hote 
cauſe, it ought then to be giuen with Role water, oꝛ wich the pow⸗ 
der of Diarthodon abbatis. Mith the water of Quinces, it ao 
nere 
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uerech vomiting, and if the ſame be wich blood, let it chen be giuen 
with Planta ine water, oꝛ with the water of chepherds purſe, and 
powder of Diarthodon abbatis. And if it be of a vaine basken in 
the bꝛeaſt, then applie witch the Lime of egge ſhels, and he ſhall be 
hole, in giuing it euerie day kaſting, koꝛ one dhole month. Mith 
the water ol Pennp rotall, and powder of Diarrhodon abbatis, al- 
ter a purgation, auatlech againſt the inllamation of the ffomack. 
lich the water of Scabtous;taketh away the griping of che bo: 
die, lchich commeth of the cauſe of venome, and if the fame bee ol 
another cauſe, then let it be giuen with the water ol Rue, and ſy⸗ 
rupe of Nenuphar. Mich the wat er of Rue, it helpeth the chollicke 
paſſion. With the water of Moline, oꝛ parrow, pꝛeuailech againſt 
the piles, and other paſlions beneath. Mich woꝛmewod water, it 
àuailech againſt the bit of venemous beaſts. Mich Endiue oz 
Egrimonie water, it deliuereth all the impoſtumes of che liuer, 
and helpech the dꝛopſie. Mich che water of Cince uo folle, it hea⸗ 
lech the Jaundiſe. With the water ol Pugwoꝛt, it auaileth a⸗ 
gainſt che paſſion of the Matrice, and the hard fetching of breath. 
Mich the water of Garlike, it deliuereih the tathache. With the 
water of the wilde Mints , oꝛ Aqua vitæ, it taketh away the Scia⸗ 
ticke paſſton.

wichout great reward vſed it pꝛoſperouſlie. 

Arnoldus of the bfe of the oile of bitrfoll: Take of the beſt 
Creacle, to ſhich adde a few dꝛops of che oile of bitrioll , and let 
ſtand mired togicher vntill pon will ble it: if anie lieth grienouſ⸗ 
lie ſicke, and not vnto death, giue a French crownes waight of 
this mixture, but if the man be not ouer weake, chen a little moze; 
and d2inke the tchole meanly hote, wich a littlewine laſting in che 
moꝛning foure houres betoʒe meate:and if a lit le Hall happen to 
remains in che bottome, the fame rinſed with wine, dz inke in 
like maner: After this, che ſieke well conered in bed, and wꝛapped 
about the heade, in ſuch maner, chat noching of the dhole bodie 
mate appeare, ſauing the mouch free and vncouered; which done, 
let the pactent lie ſweating, ſo much as is poflible for the ſpace of: 
fonre houres, and ſleepe in no wiſe that time; The ſheetes then 
chaunged, let che patient pet abide in bedde foz other chꝛee houres, 
not ſweat ing, before he eateth ante thing, then let him eate ſome⸗ 
chat, and dꝛinke god old wine after his meate.. 

Alter this mi dicine giuen, the ~hilltion map ble ocher medi⸗ 
cines, as the purging and comfazting: Zhe nature of this menty 
cine is to diminich all icbucHes, and to pꝛepare the waie vnto 
health, end the fame with expedition, and in a ſhoꝛt time: doe in 
that maner, that the patient mate obey and kepe a god diet · The 
cure conſiſteth, chat the patient ſweate rightly and plent full ie for 
fhe fore ſaid foure houres:foꝛ this dꝛinke rightlie miniſtred, neuer 
fatleth noz beguilech the Phiſition: Ik the patient after the tae 
king. be not cured, pet doth he ca vp by (vomiting) much cuil 
matter offending.

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a dꝛam. his is a marvelous experiment it of the ſame, oꝛ the fate 
uantitie be miniſtred at the inſtant time of the griele without an 


gue: it alle pꝛoſiteth, it the pained on grieued plate be annointed 


wich the olle of vltriol, an apt plaiſter oꝛ fomentation vſed befoyes 
An expert medicine ol Alexis Pedimontanus, curing the (welling 
of che thꝛote oꝛ Squince ; take of the oile of the Romane vitriol, 
three dꝛops, chich wel mired in wine, gargill in the thꝛote ſundꝛie 
times: Two dꝛops of the oflemired wich Saxitrage water and 
dꝛunk, pꝛouoke vꝛine: Againſt the euill vlcers o the legs, doch the 
water of Alum, mixed wich a little of che olle of vitrioll auatle. 
Againſt agues take the vitriol calcined and bꝛought to powder, 
on ſchich poure Aqua vitæ, that it may exceed tivo fingers aboue, 


the ſame let ſo reſt foꝛ three 03 four dates.after poure in other aqua 


vitæ, i do the like, then dꝛaw forth che Aqua vite, of ſchich giue tive 
oꝛ thece dꝛops in ſutlicient oꝛ congruent quantity of water: cer⸗ 
taine perſon repoꝛted, chat a linnen cloth wet in the olle of vitriol, 


and applied foꝛ ſix oꝛ ſeuen daies on the foreheade, Doth helpe the 
grieuous paine of the head: A potion made of the ofle of vitrion, 


wich two dꝛams of Malmeſte, doch deliuer the paine of the bellie, 
and fomacke : So much of the oile of vitrioll dꝛopped into faire 
water, as wil make the water ſowꝛe, doch purge. A certaine pꝛac⸗ 


fifoner cured wich the fame, the chollicke deſpairedoz out of hope:

This gaue ſomtimes one dꝛam with god {uccelle to al llegmatinke 
affeds,efpectallp of the ſtomacke:oꝛ the taking away of warts 
this is a ſingnlar remedie: Acerfatneleatned man ſuppoſed the 
Site to helpe cores in che feet although the fame not experienced. 

Our oile of vitrioll is thus made · Take of the better vitrioll 
ſuch a quantitie as pou Hall thinke nerdtul, che fame diſlolue in 
hote water, after let that water eloare againe, and diſtil it by a Gl 
ter, the ſame Hitch is diſtilled, pole into a copper veſſel, oz veſlell 
not glafed:after potwre it againe into another vellellot glaſle, fet 
betwerne coles, chat the glaſſe map be through red: after dillolue 
it againe as aloꝛe, the ſame diſtill by a filter, and fullte, date vntill 
it be thꝛough redethen let it be bꝛought to verie line powder, and 
ok the vitrioll in pouder, poure one pound oꝛ two pounds into a 
Cucurbite o glade bodie, and befeze pou poure the —

grate, noted with the number one, muff be halle ſhutte, for the

fhe otle ſhall beginne to appeare darker, t the oyle after a maner

ſtume of the bꝛeaſt e lungs, che matter aſcending, and as it were, 
ſuffocating the lungs. It cureth the dꝛopſie of any cauſe, ¢ pꝛeuai- 
lech againſt che Goute, ee dc. And chep ought to gine oꝛ 
take at a time, two, thꝛœ, oꝛ Toure dꝛops in ſome dyſtilled water oz 
wyne, moꝛning and evening. shy 
Leonard Fiorauantzthat ſingulat pꝛactiſtoner, in his fecond boke 
of ſecrete pꝛaaiſes, publiſhed in the Italian tongue, doth there vt⸗ 
ter (he maner of dpftilling the ople of vitrioll, w rom the com⸗ 
mon maner doth differ nothing at all, ſauing that the diſtillatton 
of the oile at the eight oꝛ tenth day was performed ; and from the 
beginning, as it feemed, wꝛought with fame of fre, and the ople 
diſtilled, was blacke. 
A compound dile of Uitrioll, of the ſald Leonard Fiorauant pees 
pared and made after this maner: take of pu re and white Sugar 
foure pounds, ot Rhapontick one pound, of Ruberb one ounce,of 
Mercury flowers one pound, the ſe after the wel beating togtther, 
frame into a pate: on ſchich poure foure pintes of the be Aqua 
vitæ, then youre all into a Retort, uhich diligentiy ſtop, and burie 
in hote hoꝛſe dung for ſir daies, after the dꝛawing forth, diſtill the 
hole in Balneo Mariæ, vntil no moze wil (ue forth. Me feces then 
gotten forthe of the Retoꝛte, put into a linnen bagge, uhich wꝛing 
Arongly e chꝛoughly in a pꝛeſſe After take of Bugloſle water, of 
ie Fumiterrie, 
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Fumiterie, and of ſcabious, of ech fire ounces, and with cheſe was 
ters, waſh verp wel the feces pꝛeſſed out, and wzing them hard ar 
gaine in the pꝛeſſe, which done, thꝛowe the feces awaie. And theſe 
two waters togither, vhich you gathered by pꝛelling forth, vittil ſo 
often ouer by a filter, vntil it appeareth ſuſlicient cleav:afier mire 
it wich the firſt water, and diſtil altogither in Balneo Mari.

This excellent compoſition J prepared in the ſum⸗ 
mer, and bled it to many with ſingular ſuccelle: foʒ it reſtoꝛeth a 
weake oꝛ decaied ſtomack, it helpeth the diſeaſe of the milt, € mits 
figateth the paine of the head and teeth, and many other matters, 
ſhich fos bꝛeuity are ouerpaſſed: But this cõpoſition is of fo mare: 
uailous a working,» it maie be put in the bok of the maruailous 
chinges of phiſicke. Foz this kerpeth oꝛ maintameth elde men in 
their pꝛoper ſtrength: a mater greatly to be abaſhed and wondꝛed 
at. And J can thus auouch, chat J haue (en many men ¢ women, 
lchich by vſing it after my appointment ¢ counſaile, are renued, 
and become luſtier of age to ſæ to: A matter indeed greatly to be 
maruailed at, and ſcarcely to be belæued: æ this compofition alſa 
pꝛeſeruech them long in health abich vſe to take of it. The maner 
of taking this excellent licour, is on this wiſe: that is, in the moꝛ · 
ning let balfe an ounce of it be taken faſting, e ſo cold as it is:and 
let the per ſon after refraine to eat foꝛ the {pace of foure houres, ¢ 
the fame dap, bie to eat the bef meats of ſuſtenance: and this vſed 
fora time togt ther, pꝛeſerueth the per ſon, as aboue vttered.

pou map open al maner of impoſtumes, and clenſe all kind of pu⸗

cour, bic doth cauſe ſperdilp a maruailous woꝛking: and moꝛti⸗ 
fieth cankers, and vlcers cankred, and doth many other matters 

beſides; all uvhich Jhaue manp times tried, and found euermoꝛe 
true and perfit : his bezrowed out of the Italian ſecrets of the 
finguia: Fallopius. 

Anocher of the fame mans, olherwiſe prepared and dꝛalone, na⸗ 
meda compound olle of vitrioll, and that moſt ſtrong, on this 
wiſe: Lake of Romaine Uitriol fire pounds, ot ſalt Armontack, 
of Bzimſtone, of Mermilion, of Oꝛplment, and of Noch Allum, ol 
ech fire ounces, let all be calcined as we haue aboue vttered) vntil 
all the dchole be come vnto a rednelle, and being thus rubified , let 
all be bꝛought into fine pouder, and poured into a bodte (as aboue 
vttered) and let fire be continued vnder it for fire dchole dates, re⸗ 
membꝛing before that the toints be diligently luted: With this lie 
rout map pou depopulate oꝛ cut ot any mẽ ber, if pou wet a large 
knife made of the wod of the oliue tree in it, and mar ke the place 
about with the ſald wod ſchere pou will cut it off : this then is of 
ſuch a force and eflicacie, that it openeth the fleſh, euen as the fame 
were done oꝛ cut with a raſoꝛ, and woꝛketh the proper effea, with 
out the ſhedding of any dꝛop of bloud - And this cauſt ick is one of 
the woꝛthleſt fecrets of all chirurgerie, and pꝛoued verte often of 
the ſingulur Fallopius, and ſundꝛie other Ghirnrgfons , bitch haue 
wꝛaught the felfe ſame effec, uhich J haue ſeene many times. 

A naturall and moſt ſubtill oile of vitrioli, pleafant o2 ſwæt in 
taſt, bchich is accounted for a miracle: Cake of the Hungarian bls 
triol foure pounds, dhich bought into very fine pouder. and dꝛied 
in a bodie, poure after into another body we! fences with lute, bes 
ing well beaten togither, and thꝛuſt downe: hen poure vppon of 
ſublimed wine rectified , vnto the top of the foure poundes, ſchich 
fet to digeſt for foꝛtie dates, after diſtill accoꝛding to Art: and pou 
ſh all then fee the oile of vitriol ſwim abote the vy per part of the 
ſublimed wine: But the common oile of vitrioll Hall bee mixed 

with his water, and fo that cauſe needeth reatfping this bozrobo⸗ 
rd out of a ſoꝛitten boke. 


An oile of vitrioll ubich moztiflech che Canker and Fittulaes, 
yon and 
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and old cozoſiue vlcers elpectally,is made after this maner: Lake 
of Romain vitriol, burnt in a pan vnto a rednes, one pound, ihich 
bꝛing to nine pouder to it after adde of ofle Oliue half a pint, cheſe 
poure togither into a glaſſe body, and ſublime after the cammon 
maner: then let it be diſtilled with one bodie fet againſt another, 
oꝛ by a Limbecke, in adding to it alittle of Aqua vitæ wel rectifi- 
ed, that the oile may aſcend rc. 

Fumanellus of the ile of vitrioll, againſt the canker, thus wꝛi- 
feth In extreame diſeaſes, the extreme remedies are beſt:and (ees 
ing the Canker is a diſeaſe of the fame kind, foꝛ that cauſe a man 
muſt apply ertream remedies to it, as is the otle of vitrioll which 
is made after this maner: Lake of vitrioll a fuffictent quantitie, 
Loic) alt er the thꝛough dꝛying, and comming vnto a redneſſe, and 
che ſame rubified, and bꝛought to fine pouder, poure into a Lim- 
beck, and diſt il according to Arte: of this let be giuen in the fir 
Baie faſting, one dꝛop, with thee ounces of Bugloſſe water, and 
in the ſecond dap, two dꝛoys, wich a greater quantitie of p water, 
and in ſuch maner adding a dꝛop of the water, vnto fiue daies end: 
Theſe ended, let the ertream parts oz edges of Pcanker be annoin 
ted wich the forefata oile, vntil the matter of the canker be gotten 
out by che rot: and this medicine hach not bin tried of the Authoꝛ, 
but obtained of an Amperick. A ſirrupe digeſting cankerous hue 
moꝛs, is made of the iuice of Fumiterry, ol Boꝛage, and of Sca⸗ 
bious, ot ech three ounces of Endlue, and of Succoꝛie, of each two 
dunces, of Epithimi, of Senæ, and of the wine of Pomegranates, 
of each thꝛer ounces of ſugar ſo much as ſhall ſuſfice, to forme the 
ſirrup:and the ſolutiues belonging to the ſame, are, he Eleauary 
of Mamecke, pilles de lapide Lazulupillu.

Beides, in phificke this woꝛketh marueiloullie, in that the fame 
reſolueth and bealeth many infürmit ies, and eſpeciallp the fluxe of

that means are wonderkullie cracked and bꝛoken aſunder. Fur⸗ 
ther, a linnen cloth dipped in it as wee haue aboue bttered) doch 
wholte flame without harme of the thꝛeads and diſtilled a fourth. 
time ouer, it pou then thꝛow ol it vp into the aire, nothing of it wil 
deſcend o2 fall to the earth: and if pou will a fiſh to haue a better 
ſauour with it, Bil tze fh then in this diſtilled licoz,and ſuller the 
fame to lie in it a time, and it will continue in che like ſauour fo 
manie dates:if pou ſeaſon the ith killed in this maner, with ſalt 
and pepper, there will nothing eate pleaſanter, eſpeciallie if it 
ſhall be a ſich ol the beſt kind.

hen let the whole bee ſublimed in a glaſſe bodie wich a narrowe 
necke, and the Keceauer artelie faſtened to it, and nen it hal 
diſtill bite forth, oꝛ Kinke , then is it ſullicient. And then are 
into it thefe loure, as the Pulke, the Amber, che Camphoꝛa, and 
Sugar bꝛoken: but the other thꝛer not bꝛoken, uhich let ſtand to⸗ 
gither foz thꝛeæ oꝛ foure daies, furring it euerie day once oꝛtwiſe, 
from the boltome, with a woddden ſpattle: let cheſe then ſtande 
fo other thꝛer oꝛ foure daies, vntill the whole be ſetled, ¢that it aps 
peare cleere, ubich being cleare poure forth in training the fame 
chꝛough a fine linnen cloth into a Glaſſe. But in the ende Kher 
the licour waretchtroubled, mixe togither againe, and let it ſettle 


againe, then ſtraine againe as afoze, and continue the like doing, 
Bot. vnt ill 
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vntill you haue purchaſed all that ubichic cleare, which mixe alte 
gither, in keeping it in a Lin bottle, for) che glatie de Broteth it. e 
let it be kept in no hote place, and the vertue of it endureth for two 
oꝛ thee yœres, oꝛ a longer time. ben pou will vſe oꝛ giue of tt, 
poure fo; th a little of it apart, in ſtopping againe the reſt. che 
remnant oꝛ that reſting, you may dꝛy on acloth in che ado, ¢ 
on the hole then poure two mealures of clear: and god wme, 
clofe ſtopped in an earthen Jugge. fo ten date? alter hiſtill accoz⸗ 
ding to Art, and the ſublimed wine keepe in a beled clate Fepped, 
and it hal bea notable water, although not ſo mighty, as the firſt 
water fez this auaileth annointed without, oꝛ applies on places 
with a linnen cloth wet on it, in mante infirmities and gricfes. At 


the firſt a ſtrong fire ought to bee made of coales, vntill it become 
fo hote, that pou cãnot ſuſter pour finger vpon tt, then dꝛaw away

fhe receauer, as is afore taught. a 
A ublimed wine of D. Ambroſius lung, deſcribe d fo2 a noble pers 
fon: Cake of the inner part of the Cinamon thee ounces, of gine 
ger, of cloues, ot each one ounce, ok the red Sanders, two ounces; 
of Mace, of Nutmegs, ot black pepper, of Galingale, of Cube bæ, 
of Cardamomum,of Anniſe, of Fennel, ot Coꝛiander pꝛepared, ol 
Specierum aromatici Rofati,of Diambræ, of Dianthos, of Maiozam, 
of Balill, of L auender flowers, of Role marie flowers, and ol 
Spiknard ol each half an dunce: al thefe beat in a groſſe maner, 
to ſchich then adde of red roſes two handfuls and a halle, of good

of Role water Pulked one pint and a hall, ot᷑ the water of cioues 
and of cinamonſ that is of the water) or each two ounces, of Su- 
gur can ie bꝛought to pouder, thy poundes - let all che ſe ſtande to 
tnfufe toꝛ foure dates.

che fame ſhall proceed of hote cauſe, oꝛcold: the making of ubich; — 
is on this wiſe: Lake ofburning water, fine and pure, ten oꝛ fife 
tene pintes, of Ina one hmofull, of Sagapeni halfe an ounte, o 
Cubebæ, one ounce and a halfe, of Xyloalocs, two dꝛams, of choſen 
Myꝛre halfe a dꝛam, ot Aloes hepaticke halfe an ounte, of Ariftolos 
chia, of Ammoniaci, ot Opopanacis, of choſen Ladanũ, of ech half an 
ounce, of Sarcocollæ halfe a dꝛam, ot᷑ Frankinſence, three ounces,

ounce, all che ſe alter the beating infule in fire pintes of the beſt 
Aqua vitz(that ferueth fo: che Ruinteflence)abich let fo remaine 
fox eight daies, after diſtill the licour in Balneo Mariæ accoꝛding 
to Arte. Ol that water gathered, adde to each pinte, two ounces. 
of fine Sugar diſſolued in roſewater, and eight graines of mufk, 
nich diligentlie kepe in a glaſle clofe flopped. This fingular 
water d2unke enerie morning, vnto the quantitie of one o2 two 
dꝛams at a time, pꝛeſerueth the perſon a long time in health and 
perfit ſtrength: in that the fame heateth the ſtomacke being cold, 
increafeth naturall beat, æ cauſeth god digeſtion of meat, thꝛough 
which nature is pꝛeſerued long, luſtte and young. This alſo heateth 
the bloud in the veines, in ſuch maner, that the fame cauſeth it to

ech vp colde and moiſte humours, twich binder the woꝛking 
of nature, and woꝛkelth mante ocher helpes. This bozrow-

Awater not to be miglhed, yceloing ad working aie mat⸗ 
ters koꝛ this helpech the Goute, ioint ſiekneſtes, the diſtillation 
of the head, pꝛeſerueth young age, and ſtrength: gtueth allo wit 
and memoꝛie, reuiuech the ſpirits, and cauſeth the m purer. he 
making of uhich is on this wiſe: take of burning water, thꝛee 02 
koure times diftilled ouer, koure pintes, of Noſemarie flowers 
one pound, of the tops of the bꝛanches of the lame, halte a pound: 
the ſe ſliepe togither for a date, and dꝛawe in a double veſleſl, wih 
a long necked Keceauer, the heather part of it reſting in a colde 


place. 
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place. Foz we ſo name it, ſaith Galen, then in a Pan o2 Bettell, 
bchich containeth the hote water, another vellel ſtandeth. Ol this 
water thus diſtilled bp a Limbecke, take halfe a pinte,of pute 
megs,of Galingale, of Cloues, of Cardamomum,of Pace, and of 
Cubebz, of each three ounces,of tbffe Amber, one ounce, mda 
balfe,of Lignialoes fo much, of Caſtozie, and of Spiknard,of each 
two dꝛams, the ſe beaten ſeuer all and apart, and compounded afs 
ter alfogither , vntill they become bnto a certaine thickneſſe, and 
then diſtilled againe togicher, keepe to pour ble. Foꝛ an ounce of 
the aboueſaid water, dꝛunk with a fice of abite bead, anatleth ſo 
much, as a Baulme: This Fumanellus, as the Authour ſuppoleth. 


Of the Iuyces or drawing of Iuyces, out of Simples and 
compound matters. 


The ix. Chapter. 


12 ſchich of che Greekes is pꝛoperlie named xvAoc, and che 
woꝛking of fhe ſame, termed N, is that ſchich is pꝛelled oz 
wꝛinged out of ſmple oꝛ compound matters bꝛuſed, chopped, oz 
ſtieped. But Jupces are other wiſe pꝛeſſed out, as either out ol 
che leaues 02 bꝛaunches of che hearbes, beaten alone, and that 
gréne and fall ot ſuyce, oꝛ out ot fruites, as out of grapes not 
ripe oꝛ greene, Pomegranates, Seruices, Pedlars, wild Sloes, 
Quinces, Lemons, cc. Oꝛ out of hearbes hauing little moiſture, 
and the ſame clammie, as the Jute, the Purſelan, Cotylidone, the 
Mouſelitke, c. Out of ſchich not ſimplie a fuice can be had oꝛ got- 
ten, but through water poured vpon, oz other licour, like to the 
properties of them, chat need wꝛinging oꝛ pꝛelling out, that pꝛel⸗ 
fed out togicher wich the fame humour, the force and vertue of the 
fimple hearbe map fo bee purchaſed oꝛ if bꝛuſed and put into a 
frainer oꝛ Bagge, and hanged in a cold Seller o2 place; that 
the iuice by little and little, map dꝛop into a diſh oꝛ Pozendger fet 
vnder. Df cheſe, and ſuch like dꝛawings forth of iuyces, uhich in 
hops, in a veſſell with a narrow mouth, oyle being poured vpon 
finger high, oꝛ ſpꝛinkled wich ſalte, as appeareth er the tuyce 
of vnripened kruttes, vnto phificke vle, ſet vp, and kept, we meane 
here to intreate nothing thereof noꝛ the like of certaine others. 
** Hb it. ſchich 
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ich in che Sun, by a dally mouing, are deied and thickned x hat 

in the ſhadow , as the luyce of Sloes: in an Ouen o2 Furnace, 
oz other hote place, included and banged to dꝛie. But wee 
will onelie intreate of thole inices, ſchich are deſcribed out of 
rotes, and the dꝛier hearbes, oꝛ ſuch hauing but verie little mot. 
ſturr, ſlieped fox certaine daies in water, oꝛ any other licoꝛ, diſttl⸗ 
led after by Balneum Mariæ, chat ſeparated from the waterp mot 
ture, that ſubſtance of the matter inkuſed, pure and ſincere male 
be left ſomſchat groſſer: 02 wichout diſlillation, bp boil ing onelie 
conuerted into a vapour hauing a ſtrange humos, the ſubſtance of 
the matter inkuſed map thicken, ſtrained before , oꝛ the bchole wa⸗ 
ter diſtilled by Filtre, ac. And the vſe of this dꝛawing foꝛth oz ſub⸗ 
ſtance purchaſed, trhich of the iuice taken in a mall quantity, ycl⸗ 
deth great commodities in our bodies. Foz there of Medicines 
in che whole ſubſtance, is wont to be ginen one ounte:ot the iuice 
dꝛawne, (ufficeth onelte one dꝛamme: in which vndonbtedlie 
maie the ſicke bee much delighted and pleaſed, eſpeciallie ſæing 
many are wont much to abbo2 che taking of medicines. 

And this is to be noted, in the dꝛawinges: that it the ſpirit Halt 
not be ſufficient pure, oꝛ diligently ſeparated, inſomuch that fom: 
chat of the earchmes pet remainech, and may containe, chat chen 
the vertue oꝛ pꝛopertie of the matter dꝛawne is mixed to this ear⸗ 
chinelle, and aſcendeth and euapoꝛateth togither. But the ſincere 
t pure lpirit, doth caule this leaſt, in that out of the matter dꝛawn, 
this deſcendeſh wilhout any ſauour oꝛ taſfe: and fo> that cauſe 
is che Spirit eafilie ſeperated by Balneum Mariæ, ſchoſe heate ex- 
cedech not the degree of heate, which conſiſteth oz is in mans b- 
rine. Petſit behooueh alſo that che water, by chich the waſhing 
is cauſed be verie ſubtill, euen like as the ſpirit of the wine, leaſt 
the euill qualitie of the water map aſcende togicher. But a ſure 
triall and znowledge of che water is, ik it ſhall bee without tafe 
03 fanour. 


The drawing of Hearbes , and otherremedies, with burning water, 
perfitlie diftilled in Balneo Maria, 8c. As out of Rubarbe, Aga- 
ricke, Ellebore, and Guaicum, according to Theo- 
a phraftus inftruction, 
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The x. Chapter. 
He artificiall dꝛawing of Gmple matters, are wꝛought after 
this maner: Firſt let ꝑureſt and beſt Aqua vite bee chofen, 
uchich is ſullicient effeca to the dꝛawing fo th and purcha- 
fing the properties of the hearbes. hen take Sage, oz ante like 
ſimple, out of the bchich pou determine to dꝛaw a iuice, the fame 
late in a dꝛie ayꝛe, to warde the Moꝛtch eſpectallie. Mhere after it 
thal be a little dꝛied, ſhꝛed oz chop ſinelie, and powꝛe the whole into 
a glaſſe, vhoſe mouth ſhall be fafficient wide, chat is, two fingers 
bꝛoade, that chen pon will, pou map eafilte get 02 dꝛawe for th 
tbat foener is put in, on uchich poure the Aqua vitæ, 02 ſpirit of the 
wine, well the little finger breadth aboue the hearbe. After couer 
the veffell diligentlie, in this maner: let paſte be made, wich which 
let the mouth be a fingers breadth ſtopped round about, nexte to 
ſhich binde vpon a faire white paper, and let it bee fo ſtopped, 
chat it may onelp ſticke to the fides about the mouth of the glaſſe. 
Chis paper thus et on, let paſte againe be laide on rounde about 
the place, aboue taught, and another newe paper againe bounds 
vpon the fame: Then a thirde time laie paſte vpon, and round a⸗ 
bout fhe ſides of the mouth, and let a chirde Paper bee faſtened, 
uhich conerech kullie ouer, that the month thꝛough the paſte and 
Paper maie clolelie bee ſtopped. Alter couer the whole with 
waxe, although this bee not fo needelnl. Theſe thus oꝛderlie bande 
led and done, let the beffell after bee fet foz two oꝛ ſhꝛe dates in a 
hote place - aàccoꝛding as che hearbe put in, hall bee of a thicker 
oꝛ chinner ſubſtaunce, and Hall fo neede to ſtiepe a longer oꝛ ſhoꝛ⸗ 
ter time. At che ende of abich time, poure the ſpirit into another 
befell, and coner it againe: and the hearbes remaining, pꝛeſle 02 
wꝛing thꝛough a linnen cloth, fo ſtronglie as is poſlible, (oꝛ that 
pou can doe by pour ſtrength) and after the wzinging, thꝛowe 
them awaie. Then poure other freſh hearbs agatne of the fame 
kinde, and pꝛepared as aboue taught, poure into che ſame ſpy⸗ 
rit which ſtiepe, and pꝛeſle forth, and the fame repeate thee oz 
foure times ouer , euen as pou will purchaſe the dꝛafte mightie 
o2 weake . That it the matter out of the ubich a inice ſhall bee 
datone, (hall be a great pice, as is the Rubarbe, and Lignum 
aloes; then not once pouring of Aqua vitæ on it is (nffictent , but 
diners and often times, that whatſoeuer of the ſpirit oꝛ p20 
f Dh ttt. perty 
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pertie of che fimple (hall be, mate ſcholie be left in che water. 
Pow after the ſpirit of p wine, ſhal abound in the faculty of the 
hearbes, in fo much that it hall in a maner haue loft the pꝛoper 
taſt oʒ ſauour, chen pꝛeſſe oꝛ wꝛing lich the hearbs, and the fame 
ſchich (hall be pꝛeſſed forth, diligent ſubtilly dittill by Filter, 
and vſe ichen niede hall require. Oz che ſpirit of the wine from 
the pꝛopertie of the hearbes, ſhall be eaſter ſeparated by diſtilla⸗ 
tion in Balneo Matiz, in dꝛawing forth either the halle, oꝛ all to⸗ 
gither, vntill it all come vnto an extreame waterineſle oz vntil 
it bee chickned as a ſauce, oꝛ the iupes dꝛied and hardened, dchich 
map be bꝛought to pouder, accoꝛding as pou will applie and vſe 
the fame. Foz then much moiſture ſhall bee, in the dꝛawing 
fort, then after che ſepar ation of the wine, is it a note oꝛ token, 
that che ſpirit of the wine was not fincere and pure. But abere 
the ſpirit of the wine thall be (uffictent mightie, and that in the 
ende of che diſtillation, no waterineſſe remainech and iſlueth. 
then take the diſtilled water of che fame ſimple, and poure to 
chat dꝛawne, and mixe diligentlie togither with a quill oz Fea⸗ 
her, that the Spirit pet remaining oꝛ lefte behinde in the mat- 


ter, map bee mixed togither with the water poured forth: then 


diꝛawe againe by Uymbecke, the water poured forth, and the 
ſame map pou ſo often repeate, vntill no ſpirit of the wine bee 
felte oꝛ perceiued in the diawing⸗ the which like maie thus bee 
known oꝛ pꝛoued. 

Muhen no wine mixture of the ſpirit is diſtilled togicher with 
the water, but a pure water onelie, chen may pou iudge and pers 

eiue that the ſame to be ſuflicient. 

But do counſell(ſaith the Authour) and the fame alſo is of ble 
and practife, that to the dꝛaft 02 ſubſtance of the hearbs let the pro. 
per water be poured, pet afore diſtilled apart, euen as J haue a- 
boue vttered in the dꝛawing of the Sage. And in the ſame maner 
map the ſpir its of the wine be gotten, as by pouring che water of 
the Sage diſtilled in the end, and verie well mixed togither, and 
ſeparated againe. And ſuch a ‘Dealing forth is excellent, ¢ is pꝛe⸗ 
ferucd many peares. 

An oꝛder and way by ſchich the lulce ol each hearbe, may be ob⸗ 
tatned:as in the diſtilled water of any hearb. poure the dey hearb 
powdered, ſchich infule in hote water foz a time, but boile a no⸗ 
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ching at all. After Traine the ſame, then into che ſtraining poure 
_ againe the dꝛie hearbe of the fame kind in ponder, and like infty 

fed, ſtraine againe, which often repeate and in the ende diſtill it in 
Balneo Mariæ, that the thinner part map be dillolued into a bapo2, 
and that tbich ſhall after remaine in the bottome, will be fo thick 
as Bony, and iuice of the hearbe: and in the receauer is onlie gar 
thered, che water of the hearbe: D2 thus. 

Ol the hearbe ſchoſe lic dur pou would diſtill, pꝛelle out che inice, 
and the remnant of the expꝛellion diſtilled togither with the inice, 
the licour Hall be the eleauouſler and clearer, as J heare, ſaletʒ 
D. Geſnerus. 

A verie comelie maner, and nothing ſo labozious oꝛ painfull, by 
ſhich the true ſubſtance oꝛ Quintellence, and the water alſo may 
eaſily be dꝛawne, out of any ſimple, oꝛ hearbe, oꝛ rot: and this mas 
ner alſo (hall ſerue and be apt, ez diuers truits, as that the iuices 
pꝛeſſed out and putrified. 

Cake the rot o2 hearb gathered in the apteft time, dꝛied in che 
ſhadobb oꝛ aire, : the ame in a clean beflel; poured in vpon 5; pꝛo⸗ 
per water dꝛawn otherwiſe by diſttllation, uhich inkuſe fo long to⸗ 
gither, vntill the water hach purchaſed the colour ef the infuſed 
matter, then ſeparate the water into another velſſell apart, uhich 
beep cloſe ſtopped. And fo the rot oʒ hearbe poure the other water 
diſtilled, and let them ſtand againe conered, vnto the changing or 
the colour of p water, then as (aboue taught) leparate the water, 
mire it with the firſt, which ſo often repeate, vntill no more will 
{fue foꝛth, and that the rote o2 herbe, obtaineth no moze ſtrength 
at all. Tchich done, the waters gathered in a Cucurbite, diſtill in 
Balneo Mariæ, with the head and receauer {et to after Arte, that 
al the wat er map alcend ¢ be gathered, and the matter oꝛ ſubſtãce 


be ingroſled as pale, oꝛ a Pultiſe. Which when it ſhall fo come vn⸗ 


to, dꝛaw forth the groſſe matter left in the bottome of the Cucur- 
bite, and ſchen pou haue ponred it into a Baſon o2 other clean bef 
ſell, ſtur the chole about wich a moſt eaſie and gẽtle heat: as nigh - 
toa Furnate, oꝛ on hote imbers, chat the ſuperlluous moiſture 
mape by little and little within certaine dates euapozate forth, 
and the fame matter attaine the ſtifnes of an Eleduarp, oꝛ elſe o€ 
Honpithen haue you purchaſed the belt ¢ moſt pꝛecious ſubſtance 
ol h mutter dꝛaton, oz the Qumtellence, with aich, euen with a 
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moll fmall quantity, pou chaldoe moze, then with great quatities 


of P rmtso2 herbs And let this be kept in a Gluer oꝛ tin beffel cloſe 


flopped, which the older it Hall be before the occupping, the better 
will it be to vſe. And farther note, chat the water dꝛawne bp diſtil⸗ 
lation no leſle auaileth, chen the other waters diſtilled of the herbs 
oꝛ rootes. 9 
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Another maner ol dꝛawing forth of ſubſtances: Lake anp bate 
rote, as the rote of Petaſitis, the fame bꝛought to fine pouder, and

that pꝛoſled forth diligentlie kæpe. Foꝛ this ts fo pꝛecious as gold: 
and ſchere pou will, the fabitance in the glaſſe may bee fet in the 
ſunne, chat che wine map euapozate, and an olline lle only remain 
in the bottome. . . 

Another maner of dꝛawing forth, verte fingular, of an vncer · 
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taine Authour: Take pour Quintellence, in which infule pour 
proper ſimple, 02 compound fo fouretene houres, grolly brought 
to pouder, and ſet rather in a cold place, chen hote to intuſe: and 
the proper Quinteſlence hall dꝛawe to it, che fired ſpirit of pour 
matter, and bee like in pꝛopertie to ft: and ichen pou ſhall ſee the 
Quinteſlence coloured of the matter infuſed, ſeparate then the 
fame artiſteiallie by an inſtrument, obich diligentlte keepe in a 
glaſſe, cloſe ſtopped wich ware. 5 
Take againe pour proper Quinteſlſence ſimple, poure it vp⸗ 
on pour matter afore infuſed( uhich is nowe ſeparated, by the in 
ſtrument) and let it remaine againe to intuſe, foꝛ xxitii.houres, in 
a colde place : after it bee coloured againe, ſeparate the Qintel⸗ 
fence againe by an inſtrument, from the ſubſtaunce intuſed (as 
pou know) and chat ſeparated, adde to the fozmer quinteſlence 
coloured. ahi 
And poure vpon che fimple ellence of al pour ſubſtance infuſed 
and ſeparate the fame fo often, vntill pour ſubſt ance intuſed will 
paid no moze colour, oꝛ colour the quinteſlence no moꝛe. 
ake pour quinteſſence gathered, thich poure into a long necked 
Cucur bite, ſetting vpon his limbeck o2 head, and luted accoꝛding 
to Arte, ſet into Balneum Mariæ: after diſtill the quinteſlence with 
a ſoft fire, vntill pou ſhall ſe it come vnto the li neſſe of Pap in 
the bottome of the Cucurbite, and ſhall haue in tie bottome of the 
lubſt ance inkuſed, the ſpirit remaining fred, thich gather artifici⸗ 
allie into a Siluer veſſell. 
A moll ſingular, and he pꝛofita bleſt manner of dꝛawing tuy⸗ 
ces out of hearbs. Take græne Sage, and dꝛa we a water out ol 
the fame by diſtillat ion: 02 let the dꝛied Sage be taken, on dchich 
poure ont the water, chat from it the ſubtiller part may be ſepara⸗ 
ted, but the groſter Sage inkuſed, Mtepe for cer taine daies, uhich 
after diſtill according to Art. In this diſtilled water, ſtiepe again 
the dꝛie d ſage, in ſuch maner, that the water may couer the fage, 
wel two 03 thꝛe fingers aboue: t let the mhole ſtãd cloſe ſtopped 
in a Zug oꝛ pot, that it map breath verie little out, in water tem: 
per atelie hote. After let che Sage be pꝛelled roth, and che Sage 
like dꝛied as aboue vttered, Tepe againe in this water, and 
the ſame repeate three oz foure times. Mich done, let the 
_ water bee ſeparated, thich onto another dating may aptlie

And the fame dꝛawne, euapoꝛate in an 
earthen befell, and that in a Furnace, oꝛ ſome other hote place, 
vntill it come vnto ſuch a ſtitkenelle, abich beſt liketch the pꝛadiũ⸗ 
oner. 

When pou will purchaſe the true ſubſkaunce, out of the 
Kubarbe, che Elleboze, the Agaricke , the wod of the Ach, and 
other ſimples of like kind: then pꝛocerd in che like oꝛder as aboue 
vttered. As firſt, poure vpon the ſpirit, ſchich infuſe ſo long vn⸗ 
till it bee very deepe coloured, then powꝛe the ſame foꝛth, fraine 


tt, and the ſpirit by little and little ſeperate in Balneo: and 


this poluze againe to the aboueſalde Nubarbe, Hbich tnfale 
fox a certaine {pace in a hote place, vntill it purcha ſech colour, 03 
be coloured, then ſtraine the ſame, and ſeper ate againe by diſlilla⸗ 
tion in Balneo: ſchich fo often repeate, vntill the ſpirit through the 
Nubarbe be coloured no moze. che fame then pꝛelle oꝛ wzing out 
ſtronglie, and diſkill by Filter, koz it hath oꝛ purchaſeth after a 
certaine qualitie of the tenacitie oz clammineffe of the Nu⸗ 
bathe , bhich in the dꝛawing forthis vnpꝛonltable, pet mante 
profitable partes of it pſſue togither, which are not to bee neg- 
orate : and fo; that cauſe ought after this maner, fo dilkill by 
er. 

By the beake oz noſe of the Limbecke, with a chꝛead dꝛawe the 
Flltre of a finger breadth cut, ſo high vp, that for the ſtraightneſſe 
of the Pole , the Filtre will no further followe: pet taking herde 
that in the ffrong dꝛawing pou bꝛeake not the glaffe: ahich done, 
poluze the ſpirit to be filtered into the Limbecke ſtopped wich wet 
paper. dhe ſpirit diſkilled by Filter, to the dꝛawing, which was

Che extraction oꝛ drawing forth ol Curbich ol Agartcke, 02 of 
any other purging medicine: take any of the purgatiues, as the 
Cur bitch oꝛ Agaricke, oz any other with his coꝛtediue: the fame 
thus bꝛought to ponder, put vp into a bag of fine linnen cloth, oꝛ

Wot the 
proper tuple doch berie gentlie loofe the belite , pea tn Inkantes 
wichout harme. 

he extracdton 02 dꝛaboing foꝛch of Nubarbe, ubich the learned 
D. Geſnerus purchaſed of afingular phiſition: the Rubarbe map 
in che fame maner be infuled, as the rotes of the blacke Eleboꝛe, 

Obich hereafter chall be vttered and taught: but in the water ol 
cpnamon, and wich the ſirupe of Roles ſolutiue, ought the ope 
ol Nubarbe be gotten and made. 

Agaricke in the affectes oꝛ grie fes of the heade, ard che reume, 
woꝛketh better, ik wich the infuſion and decoction it bee prepared, 
chan tf dꝛaton, and the ſame map alſo be hardly dzawn. But if yon 
will thzoughly date a iuyce out of it, then doe the fame with che 
olle of Anniſe leds in conduit water oꝛ wich the water of Anntle 
feeds, che oile cleane tanen ot. 

hee dꝛawing of the black Elleboꝛe deſeribed of apbifition of Cx 
ſaria let the rindes of the rat of the blacke Clleboꝛ, the pithes ta- 
ken far, be infafen in the water of Annile ſerdes, from bich the 
olle is netulie ſeparated, and let the fame reſt to infafe far xxſiiſ. 
houres, oꝛ as long as pon wil, after botle the whole togither, until 
the rates remaine, and chat the water in a maner bee confumed, 
obich after by a mightie Trength wꝛing forth. In the end bolle the 
fame pꝛeſſed forth, wich the ſirupe of Noles folutine ; vnto a ſuſli⸗ 
ctent ſhicknes; which put vp in an earthen vellel glaſed, "ae 4 
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ſchen wed requireth. Ihe dole oz quantitie at a time, is from one 
ſcruple, onto a ſcruple and a halfe : this purgech the melancholie 
humoꝛ, without grief oꝛ harme. This infafion alſo, very much plea 
fed D. Montanus, fo he reported that Hypocrates alwates in the gts 
ving oꝛ mintſtr ing of the black Eheboꝛe, aecuſtomed to tage and 
vſe alſo Anniſe, as a ſpeciall coꝛredour of it.

an infution 02 putrifadton bomade of all the ſe foʒ certaine daies, 
as eſther x.xij.oꝛ xiiii.daies, with the elſence of wine, chat is, the 
Aqua vite thzife diſtilled ouer, hote, ¢ the iuice after pꝛeſſed forth, 
iolned oꝛ mired with Aloes pꝛepared, thre ounces. But the Aloes 
was in this maner prepared: it was finelie ſhꝛed. oꝛcut, and the 
Aloes brite the quantitie of a pounde, either moje oꝛ leſſe, teas put 
into a Baſon, oꝛ pan, oꝛ pot, to which added of Noſe vinegar, and of 
Roſewater, of each fo much as Hall (uffice , pet let there bee more 
of the Role vinegar, chen ol the Rofeiwater.

As for exe 
ample, take of Aloes that quantitie you will, chich ſtiepe certaine 
houres, in a hote place, in ſome diſtilled water agrerable, 02 in 
de hw water, vntil the fame water be coloured, then let this water 
be ſepsrated, and new poured vpon, which water after it hach re⸗ 
ceiued colour of the infuſion, poure the fame forth, and this fo ol⸗ 
ten do and repeat, vntill the water will no moze. bee coloured oz 
receiue colour. hen all thefe waters ought to be diſtilled by Fil⸗ 
tre, and ichen the water by diſtillation ſhall be ſeparated, a ſub · 
ſcance wil after re maine, thich pon ſeeke Such maner of dꝛaw⸗ 
ings are coniealed thꝛough cold, but dilolued by heat: and they are 
miniſtred and euen in the ſame waight and quantitie, as the ſub⸗ 
ance ont of which they be dꝛawn, hich like is not cauſed v done 
in other dꝛawinges, in that the Draft is much wle . the 
en ee out arene it is dzaton.

Foꝛ then from ſimples a grofle flewme is gotten, which fo 
truth hindered, how much lelle woulde they petforme their. woꝛ 
king, that they might be conuerted into a ſpirituall matter, wich 
in the long diffillation,¢ Filtring is cauſed, that thep may change 
bp à certain maner into a firie matter. $02 it is to be doubted, 
that chen the ſimples be ſo conuerted into a Salte, and the Ele ⸗ 
ment of fire hach on {oc wiſe dominton in them, but that they al⸗ 
fo ſoner pearce, and may perfoꝛme the proper adion: that ſuch a 


pheape oꝛ company of diuers ſimples, Hall not nerde beüdes, in 


fhe compoſition of remedies. But ſuch ſaltes haue certaine p20: 
perties by ſchich the other purgers diffilied, are in a maner abated 
and troubled: Foꝛ euerie Salt, as attirmeth Theophraftus, pur⸗ 
geth: but the diſtilled waters ol the purgers, lacke oꝛ haue not the 
fame pꝛopertie, in that the ſalt is not ioined oꝛ increated in them. 
So that J luppoſe, a great tartnes oꝛ charpenes conũſtech in all, 
uhlch do change the vꝛine. 

Wut the way and maner, by ſchich ſuch ſalts are prepared, is di 
ners and ſundꝛy wiſe preferibed and taught of Authoꝛs. Foꝛ ſome

But 
the ſalt tid) he made of the fame water, was moꝛe ſauour lie oꝛ 
laltie, and fotwzer, than the fea ſalte, oz ante falt digged out of the 
earth. In the large lake of water, ol Aponitana, he placed certaine 
hollow vellels of fiint, well foure fingers breadth derpe, aich vel⸗ 
— beũdes that they were made hollow vnto ſucha depth, were 

amed ſquare. So chat he placed theſe vellels in the lake, in 
— manner, that the water could not enter into it, but ode on 
the water, well two fingers bꝛedth aboue Alter hee got manie 
earthen pots, which he filed with that water: then placed he them 
in chole fquare vellels, and let them euen there, vntill it came to 
paſle, that the water in thoſe pots contained, were wꝛonght and 
boiled thꝛough the heat e, and by little and littie euapozated forth: 
and ſo long this ſchiloſopher did per mit oz let this water chere re⸗

vaine and falſe, nothing doubt. Foꝛ they otter them with ſuch an 
obſcurity, leaſt theit peruerſenes in teaching might be perreiued.

tæ: and thus mante haue trauailed without light, in che ſearche 
of che Arte, hauing neither knowledge, (kill, noꝛ pet experience. 
And chis conceiue, chat all hole matters which are polfible to be 
done are wꝛought wichgreat eafineffe : and in the like maner, is 
the diffolution ol Gold eaſtlie wꝛought. Mhereloze J will here 
dtter e teach an eaſie maner, and ſure wap of making this mof 
pꝛecious licour, ſo greatlie and highlie eſtemed of moꝛtall crea · 
ures, not without deſart:in that the fame is a ſubſtantial eſſence. 
t as it were another ſoule, pea our lite this potable golde may be 
named, fdʒ the ſundꝛie eflectes, right wonderfull, that it in deſpe⸗ 
rate caſes hath wꝛought. Cake ot golde leaues, 02 leafe gold, in 
waight one ounce: after get a big and well fleſhed Hen, oz male 
Pullet, which after the killing, pull, and take fozth the bowels and 
ether retuſe, che body pet warme, then open oꝛcut holes in manie 
parts ot the body, chere moſt lleſh is, as on the bꝛeaſt, che legs and 
vnder the winges.

clearelie that nothing at al remaineth behind of the gold, wich the 
water of Ponte diſtilled with his ſpyꝛites, being reathed twyſe 
oꝛ chꝛyſe This waſlhing ended take fo much of che water ol Life, 
as is of the water, of the waſhing of the Hennes lleſh, thich mir 
togicher: and for each pint of the ſayd water, adde one dꝛamme of 
Salt Armoniacke, which is ahite without ante blackneſſe, theſe 
powꝛe togither into a glaſſe bodie, after burie the Glaſle in hote 
Worle dong, foꝛ thae thole monethes, But euerie moneth loke 


to pour ſubſtaunce, taking oꝛ powꝛing forth the clearer aboue 


ſchich keepe in a Glaſſe clofe ſtopped: the bodie againe {et inte the 
hote Hoole dong, nd remaining another month, that abtch ſhall 
be cleate, ltkewiſe ſeper ate from the Feces: and on ſuch wile, in 
the {pace of thꝛœ monethes, Hall you purchaſe all the water dil.

Take of Tartare abat quantitie pou will, 
lchich calcine vnto a whiteneſle, that map bee performed in thꝛee 
dates, the calcined Cartare, diſſolue in common diſtilled water:

Let the woꝛchieſt Gold be cholen, the ſame purge wih fire by 
temente, chat it may be made fo pure, and ſincere, as is poſlible:

tes, ſchich on ſuch wilſe ſhꝛedded, diſlolue in a glaſlſe wich a long 
necke, much like to the Neceauer, hauing a flat bottome.

Fir let an Drenge bee made hollowe, in taking forth the pulpe 
and feenes , into Sbich put leaues of Golde „not dꝛiuen vnto the 
vttermoſt chinnelle, ſo much as ſhall ſeeme needefull. Then the 
iuyce of the Ozenge oꝛ Lemmon pꝛelled forth, and poboꝛed to the 
Golde leaues, let the Apple be cloſe couered with his cappe oꝛ kes 
uer, and fet in a hote place, oʒ by a furnace, foꝛ fiue o2 eight dates. 
In. this maner doe they affirme the Golde to be bzought into an 
Dple. Mhich done, let the iuyce be ſeparated from the oyle, arid 
fhe Dile mired togither with the ſtrongeſt Aqua vitæ, which 
ſometimes muſt bee ſeparated againe by diſtillation from the 
ople.

A potable Golde is thus made, bozrolved out of an auncient 
Alchimie boke witten. Potable Golde muſt bee made in the 
fame manner, as afore vttered, chere out of the fame babe twee 
haue taught the tvate, to make the ofle of Uitrioll. And in the 
ſame manner may all pꝛecisus ſtones bee brought and made pos 
table, not by adding Percurie, but onelie Sulphure oꝛ Bꝛim- 
fone. Therefore take that pꝛecious Stone pon will, and the 
fame grinde verie ſine on a Marble fone, to it then adde fo much 
waight of Sulfure bine moſt finely grinded, thefe poured into a 
Crucible, ſet after on quicke coales, vntill the crucible become fo 
red, as a burning coale, and that che Bꝛimſtone bee burned e bꝛea⸗ 
thed forth. This ponder remaining poure agatne on a Marble 
tone, to thich adde alike waight of Bꝛimſtone, theſe woꝛke the 
like, as aboue taught, and do the fame againe a thirde time: which 
done, thy one then Mall be ſutlicient prepared.

Another potable gold, moſt excellent: beſdꝛe any offer, take of 
fhe oldeſt wine fo much as ſhall ſuflice, p fame poure into a glaſle 
Aimbecke, after lute the head and bodie togither in the ioynt, and 
the Receauer in like maner, chen let the diſtillation bee done in 
Balneo Mariæ, by feparating the foure Elementes from it: as the 
firſt water comming foꝛth, Gall be ſharpe tending vnto an vnſa⸗ 
noꝛie taſte, ſchich is nothing woꝛch.

A fingular oyle of Golde: let the leaues of golde be ffieped in 
the iuice of Lemmons (but whether in binegar,efpectalite diſtil⸗ 
led) and by the waterie humour in the diſtillation dꝛawne forth - 
pet ( hat if Pearles, and Coꝛals, bee added) then remaineth in 
the bottome, like Butter. The fame wine mixed, purchaſeth 
to it a goulden colour, and maketh it char pe, and doeh marunai⸗ 
lonflie reſiſt rottennelle. At doch alſo purge many griels, and pꝛo⸗ 
uoketh ſweat. oz better crevite of theſe, make a pꝛoole, and pou 
fhall wel percetue that J haue wzitten and vttered a truth to you 
(as repoꝛteth acertaine learned man, in his letter wꝛitten vnto 
D. Geſnerus) ihich I nothing doubt pou ſhall well like, and not 
diſcommende the ble of Golde. his remedie and pꝛaaile, euen 
as the Oyle of Uitrpoll, ſchich mate bee reduced into Golde, 
greatlie auafleth in che Lepꝛolle, and ſuch thich are deſtroyed, 
bp the Percuriall annointings of ms apg » ſchich as (Hyppo- 

crates 
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crates tweiteth ) purchaſe money by their blinde pꝛadile and igno⸗ 
rance. 

An ople of gold, being the fecret of a certaine ſingular peace 
tiffoner with bs, chic D. Gefnerus obtained of a certaine friend, 
of that condition, chat be would not communicate oz vtter che fer 
cret to any other. The golde muſt be diſſolued into a water, but 
with ſchat ſharpe remedies J knowe not: thus diſſolued, it cars 
not on the fire be eleuated and diſtilled thꝛough the waight of the 
ſame, but thꝛough a little burning water rectified powꝛed into it, 
which by and by without fire aſcendeth ( fo that ſpeedilie muſt 
Keceauer bee ſet vnder) and ſeparated from that ocher matter 
eat ing oz fretting it, by ſchich it bad beene afore diſlolued into a 
Water. 

A great ſecret ol che ofle ol Golde , fnuenfed by a man ſingu · 
laclie pꝛadiſed, in this kinde of diſtillation.

02 Siluer) in ubich, after the abfolute working an ople is found, 
tbote fotle oꝛ heauier ſubſtaunce reſtech dꝛowned in the wine cow 
led. Mat il the ſame befell ſhall be ſtraiter oz ſmaller, then that 
it mate exaalie fill the middle hole A. Set on them the thinne tir 
cle B. on the Lamine oꝛ plate A. that the hole (bp that meanes) 
map be the narrower 02 ſtreighter, abherebp it may rightlie fit,

An olle by the Came fill and pꝛactiſe wꝛought in a 
Silver veſſell, is a ſingular medicine for the eies. The Oyle of 
gold repoꝛtech the fame man, that he miniſtred of it to his ſonne, 
euen readie to leaue his life, (oʒ as 3 may iT. the neere oe 
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of death) in the quantity ot thace dꝛops, with a hole fpeonefull of 
the bef Aqua vitæ, and he immediatly recouered life.

Vchlch alſo is god for che Pelancholicke, and foꝛ the trembling of 
the heart : this clenſeth the euill bloud of che boop, ¢ inereaſech the 
god it putteth away from man an euil thought, and all euill cogt- 
tations comming to minde. his wine alſo ſer ueth in the foule 
bꝛeaking out, and Lepꝛoſie, it maketh a man merrie, maſtreth 
the wozmes in the bellie. he making of ahich wine, is on this 
wiſe take a pound of Boꝛrage, t fo much of the hearb Baulme, 
lchich put into ne we Mulle, bolle togither, and ichen the fame ts 
cleare vſe of it, fo: tt ferueth vnto many other purpoles, not bere:

prepared and made after his maner: Take the rotes of Bug

wine hath purchaled the vertue ot thenuthis wine often ved clen 

—  fethall the euill humoꝛs by vꝛine, and cauſetch a god bꝛaine, and if

ſhould be recouered and holpen chꝛoughlie: as the like pꝛoſe was 

made on a waman, bo often was mad either through pꝛe. oꝛ mee 

lancholte, inſomuch that they were forced to bind her, vntill hee 

tame againe to her perfit minde and reaſon.

A commendable wine for mie moꝛie: take one ounce of ginger; 
two ounces of long pepper, t ws ounces of Galingale, halfe an 
ounce of cloues, and halle an ounce of Cubebæ, ano halfe an ounce 
of Mutmegs: theſe bꝛought to pouder,andticd in a cloth, hang in 
a veſſell couered with ſeuen pintes of wine, the fame then bolle a 
little, in ſuch maner, that no apꝛe bꝛeath forth after the clearing, 
vſe of this wine, not taking koꝛth the bag: and this alſo ts pofita- 
ble fo3 a cold ſtomacke. 

he wine of Sage being of great vertue, and maruatlous, is 
made atter two waies : ſome put the ſage into a bag, and hang it 
in the beffell ol twine: and others botle the Sage in the wine, vn 
till it be ſufficientlie boiled, and both wales be pꝛofitable and gad: 
This wine is god for toth ach, and fox paine of the guns: it bets 
pech alſo any member that tremblech, and any weake member it 
ſcrengtheneth, and putteth awate any euill humour in the bodie: 
this alſo is god for the Palſie, and often pꝛœued fo? paine of the 
bodie, and dꝛawing oꝛ crampe of members, and ſinewes this bee 
fides is god fo the Lunaticke, which at the change of the Mone 
lofe theft pꝛoper twits and reaſon: and to conclude, this is pꝛoũta- 
ble fo; paine of the ſtomacke, and griefe of che matrice, and all the 
une wie places. . 

The wine of Fennel commended wich the ſerds:foꝛ the dimnes 
of fight.the {pots of the eies, and dꝛopſie, and the ſwellings like to 
ALepꝛie ſpots, happening to childꝛen: this alſo auaileth again e- 
uill meates againſt poiſons, the cough, and grieles of the lunges, 
and it multiplieth the milke in womens bꝛeaſts: when this wine

der, and purgeth all euill humoꝛs of the bodie. N 
We wine againſt the Fiſtula is made on this wile: take b long 
and round Ariſtolochia, o ech two bꝛanches greene, the ſe alter the 
ſterping t ſtamping in ſchite wine, botle vnto the conſumption of 
two parts of the wine, ohich ſtrained theongh a linnen cloath and 
ſetled, dꝛinke euerie moꝛning faſting, and euening going to bed: 
t it helpeth oꝛ deliuerech any Fiſtula, in xv. oꝛ xx. daies ; ſo that the 
patient in the meane time eat no groſſe meats, noꝛ ihite meats, 
noꝛ other contrarp things: and on the ſoze alſo late plaiſter wiſe of 
the rote of che rounde Ariftolochia,o2 of the ponder of it, blowing 
the fame into the hole, and on ſuch wile Hall the Fiſtula be cured, 
ſo that tt be not in the bone entred. | 
dhe wineof Noſemarie is made in like maner as the others:

And at the laff, in 
bis departure from Padua, he reuealed to me $ the only medicine 
ich he bled to all the gricfes, was this oile, and none other: the 
making of uhich be fully vttered to me at his Departing ( vbich be⸗ 
koze he would not teach any man) ¢ the fame haue mante times 
made, end haue alſo ſeene (uch ſtrange pracifes of it, chat here to 
repeꝛt them, ſhould ſcarcely bee beleued. ic.

olle, and the oile karpe, foz it is che incombuſtible olle, with lchich 
they make al the Alchimic all medicines to penetrate mettalline 
bodies: and this it dach in chat the olle is fixed, and the nature there 
ol is to {utter any medicine to palle awap in the fume, and this firs 
ed olle ſo burneth in the lampe, that it neuer conſumeth, and it fers 
ueth to many other purpoſes which ß Auto: refuſeth to vtter fo 


ſundꝛy cauſes: t the philoſophers haue alva ies hid this oile, to the
